The miraculous and ſtrange Adventures and 
Deliverances of one Andrew Battel of 
Leigh in Eſſex 


N the Year of our Lord 158g, one Andrew Bat- 
tel of Leigh in Eſſex, accompanied with Abraham 
Cock of —_—— and accommodated with wo 
Pinnaces of 59 Tuns apiece; intending a Voyage 
tothe River of P/ate, upon the Coaſt of Bra/#/, were 
much neccſlitated for ViEtuals : fo that returning 
Northwards upon the Ifle of S. Sebaftian, going on 
Land, he, with four others, were taken Priſoners by 
certain Negro's belonging to the Portugals, who ſent 
him to Angola in Africa, where he continued in 
their Service ſeveral years ; when deſirous of freedom, 
he atrempred-an Eſcape in a —_—_ Ship, bur ven 
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diſcovered, he was clapt in Priſon for two months, 
and then baniſhed to the Fort of Maſſangano, where 
he lived a miſerable lite tor the {pace of (ix years. 

Bur this nothing daunting his Reſolution, he, with 
ten other baniſhed men, praftiſed an Eſcape, having 

otteri a Cano for that purpoſe, and furniſhed with 

uſquers, Powder, and Shot, wandering in great mi- 
{cry ſeveral days throughthe extremity of Heat, and 
want of Vittuals and W ater, being forced divers times 
to make their way through their Oppoſers with Mul- 
quet ſhot ; yet ere they could ger into a place of (c- 
curity, the Captain of the City from whence they 
came overtook them, to whom they were forced ro 
yicld, and being carried back again, for their wel- 
com home were clapt up in Priſon, with Collars of 
Iron, and great Bolts upon their Legs. 

Atrer three months Fard Impriſonment, he, with 
four hundred more baniſhed Portugals, were bv Pro- 
clamation for ever deſtined to the Wars; and accord- 
ingly he ſerved in -__ bloudy Fights, where, who- 
ſoever gained, all that fell to his ſhare was onely Pe- 
nury, Hardſhip, Wounds, and Scars. 

Having thus had his ſhare in Land Service, he,with 
ſixty more Souldiers, were ſent in a Frigat with Com- 
moditiesto Bahia de Tare, twelve degrees Southward, 
to trade with the Savages; and having made a pro- 
ſperous Voyage, were ſent out the ſecond time to the 
orro, Or Cliff of Benguala, where they lighted into 
the handsof the Gaga's, a moſt warlike People, and 
the greateſt Canibals or Man-eaters in the world ; 
yer 7 on of their Commodities, and for that 
ey helped the Gage's againſt their Enemics, they 
in hve moneths ſpace. made three gainful Voyages 
from thence tothe City of San Pani, but coming the 
time the Gaga's were gone up far higher into 
theF'ountry. Bc- 
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Z 
Being loth to return without Trade ay deter- 
mined that fifty of their Company ſhould follow 
chem, and the reſt ſtay with their Ship in the Bay of 
Benguala. Amongſt thoſe fifty was Andrew Batte/ 
one, who marching upthe Country, were by a great 
Negro Lord detained, whileſt ſuch time as the Gaga's 
were gone clear away intoanother Land. Then did 
he force them to march with him againſt his Encmies, 
untill he had clean deſtroyed them. Nor would he 
then ſuffer themrto depart, but upon promiſe to come 
again, and.leave one of their company in pawn with 
him untill their return. 

Hereupon 'it was determined to draw Lots who 
ſhould ſtay, but upon further thoughss, they agreed 
amongſt themſelves to leave the Engliſhman, and to 
ſhift for themſelves, fearing to be all detained Cap- 
tives. So Batre! was fain to ſtay per force, having 
with him a Muſquer, Powder, and Shot, they pro- 
miling the Negro Lord to come again in two mo- 
ncths tor his redemption. Burt that time cxpired,and 
none. of them returning, the Chicf of the Town 
would have pur Barrel to death, and in order thereto 
ſtripped him naked, and were ready to cut off his 
Head, when one of the chief amongſt them interpo- 
ſing, his Exccution was deferred upon hopes of the 
Portugals coming, and he ſet looſe to walk at li- 


Bur finding no ſecurity of his life amongſt them, 
hereſolved to run away to the Camp of the Gage's3 
and having travelled a whole night, the next day 
he came toa great Town called Cuſi/, which ſtood 
in a mighty overgrown Thicket, the People whereof 
great and {mall came round about him to wonder at 
him, havingnever ſeen a White Man before. Here 
he found ſome of the grear "> with —_—

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he went to their Camp, at a place called Calicau- 
ſamba. 

T he Captain of the Gaga's welcomed him kind- 
ly, continuing in that place for four moneths toge-" 
ther, with great abundance and plenty of Cartel, 
Corn, Wine, and Oy], and great triumphing, drink- 
ing, dancing, and banquertring with Mans flcth ; for 
( as I told you betore ) thele Gaga's are the greateſt 
Canibals or Man-caters in the world. Their Cap- 
tain warreth all by Inchantment, and taketh the De- 
vils counſel inall his Exploits. Such of his Souldicrs 
as are faint-hearted, and turn their backs to the Enc- 
my, are preſently condemned and killed tor Cow- 
ards, and their Bodies eaten. 'T hey neither ſow, nor 
plant, nor bring up any Cattel more than they take 
by Wars. When they take any Town, they keep 
the Boys and Girls of thirteen or fourtecn years of 
ageas their own Children ; but the Men and Women 
they kill and cat. Theſe little Boys they trainup in 
the Wars, and hang a Collar about their Necks: for 
a diſgrace, which is never taken off till he proveth 
himſelta Man, and brings his Enemy's Head tothe 
General ;z and then it 1s raken off, and. he is a Free- 
man, and iscalled Gozo or Souldicr. This maketh 
| -_ deſperate, and forward to be free, and counted 

en. 

When their chict Captain undertaketh any great 
Enterprize againſt the Inhabitants of any Country, 
he maketh a ſolemn Sacrifice to the Devil in the 
morning before the Sun riſcth. He fitteth upon a 
Stool, having on .cach fide of him a Man V/itch ; 
then he hath forty or fifty Women which ſtand 
round about him, holding in cach hand a wild Hor- 
ſesTail, wherewith they do flouriſh and finv. Be- 
hind them axe great fiore of Drums and other Inſtr 


grneyy 
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ments, which alwaysplay. In the tnidſt of them i 
a great Fire, upon the Fire an Earthen Pot with white 
Powders, wherewith the Men-witches do paint him 
on the Forchead, Temples, and thwart the Breaſt 


and Belly , with long Ceremonies and Inchanung 
Terms. Thus hecontinucth till Sun is down; then 
the Witches bring him his Weapon, which 1s fafti- 
oned like a Hatcher, and pur it irito his Hand, bid- 
ding him be ſlrong againſt his Enenncs, tor his Mo- 
kifo ( which is the Devil ) is with him. Preſently 
thereis a Man-child brought, which forthwith he kil- 
leth; then are four Men allo brought before him 
ewo whereof as it happeneth he preſently ſiriketh and 
killeth, the other two he commandeth to be killed 
without the Forr. F 

When they bury the dead, they make a Vault in 
the ground, and a Scat for him to fit ; the dead hath 
his Hair newly cmbroydered, his Body waihed and 
anointed with ſweet Powders. He hath all his beſt 
Roves put on, and is brought between two men to 
his Grave, and ſet in his Seat as though he were alive. 
He hath two of his Wives fet with him, with their 
Arms broken, and then they cover the Vault on the 


rop. Theſe People are very kind one to another in . 


their health, bur in their ſickneſs they do abhor one 
another, and willſhun their companv. 

Ar the end of four months the G.g.s's decamped 
marching thorow* divers Countrics, deſtroying all 
whereſocver they came. In this condition continued 
Andrew Battel amongſt them tor the ſpace of above 
a year and a halt, being highly cſtcemed of the 
= Gaga, becauſe with h's Maſquer he had killed 

ivers of the Negroes, his Enem'cs. At laſt they co- 
ming within threc days jovrncy of Maſſ.ungano,where 
the Portugals had their Fort atore-mentioned,he made 
BY} Mans 
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means to get rhither again with ſome Merchant Ne- 
groes, that camecto the Camp tobuy Slaves. 

At chat time there was a new Governour come to 
Maſſangano , named Sienor Juan Continho, who 
brought Authority to conquer the Mines or n- 
tains of Cambamba ; and to perform that Service, the 
King of Spain had given him ſeven years Cuſtoms of 
all the Slaves and Goods that were carried thence to 
the Wei-Indies,Brafilzor whitherſoever. ThisGentle- 
man was ſo bounriful at his coming, that his Fame 
was ſpread thorow all Congo, and many Mulatoes and 
Negroes came voluntarily to ſerve him. And being 
ſome fix moneths in the City, he marched ro the 
Outaba of Tombe, and there ſhipped his Souldiers in 
Pinnaces, and went up the River Coanza, and land- 
ed at the Outaba of Songo, {ixry miles from the Sea. 
This Songo is next to Demba, where the Salt Mines 
be. In this place there is ſuch ſtore of Salr, that moſt 
parts of the Country are perfc& clear Salt, without 
any carth or filth in it ; and it is ſome three foot un- 
der the Earth as it were Ice. They cut it our in 
Stones of a yard long, and it is carried up into the 
Country, being the beſt Commodity that a man can 
carry to buy any thing whatſocver. : 

From thencethe Governour ſenr a Pinnace to Meſ- 
ſangano, for all the beſt Souldicrs that were there 3; lo 
the Captain of that Caſtle ſent Batte/ down among(t 
a hundred Souldicrs more , whom the Governour 
kindly entertained, and made him a Serjeant of a 
Portugal Company. Here he continued with them 
wo years, afting very valiantly in divers bloudy 
Bartels, againſt ſeveral Potent Lords that oppoſed the 
Portaugals ; during which time the Governour died, 
and another Captain was ſubſtituted tm his room, who 
was {ocrucl to his Souldicrs, that all his Voluntary 
men

men left him, and by theſe means he could go no 
further. Art this time there came news by the Jclu- 
its, that Elizabeth Queen of Eng/and wasdead, and 
thatKing James, her Succetlor, had made Peace with 
Spain; whereupon he madea Petition to the Govyer- 
nour, who granted him Licence to go into hisown 
Country ; and ſo he departed with the Governour 
and his Train to the City of S. Paul. 

After ſix months ſtay about ſome neceſlary buſi- 
neſſes, he prepared for his Journey homewards: but 


_ the Governour denied his Promiſe, and inſtead of 


ermitring him to come into Eng/:nd, commanded 
him within two days to provide himſelf to go to the 
Warsagain. Batte/ ſtartled athis perfidiouſneſs, re- 
ſolved ro try one bour more for hisdeliverance ; ſo 
the ſame night he departed from the City, with two 
Negro Boys that he had, which carried his Muſquer, 
fix pounds of Powder, a hundred Bullets, and that 
little Provifion of Viftuals which he could make. 
In the woes bog was ſome twenty miles from the 
Ciry,up along the River Bengo; there he ſtayed certain 
days, and then paſſed Bengo, and came to the River 
Dande, being to the Northwards. Here he was cru- 
elly pur to his ſhifts, being forced tolive a month in a 
ood betwixt the forclaid Rivers for fear of a Pur- 
fuir. From thence he went to the Lake of Caſauſe ; 
about this Lake he ſtayed ſix moneths, and lived 
onely upon dried Flcſh, as Buffebves, Deer, Molokers 
Impolance's, and Roe-bucks, and other forts which 

killed with his Muſquert, and dried the fleſh as the 
Savages do, upon an Hurdle three foot from the 
ground, making underneath ita grcat Fire, and lay- 

ing upon the ficſh green Boughs , which keep t 
ſmoke and heat of the Fire down, and dry it. He 
made his Fire withtwo little _— as the Savages ule 
4 on 
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ro do. Sometimes for varicty he fed on Guinney 
W heat, which his Negro Boy would get of the Inha- 
bitants for pieces of dried fleſh. In this manner hc 
lived ſtx months withdried Fleſh and Fiſh, and ſecing 
no end of his miſery, he wrought means to get away, 
which he effefted after this manner. 

Abcurt the Lake are many little Iſlands, full cf 
' Trees cailed Memba, which are as light as Cork, and 
as ſoft; of theſe Trees he built a Gingado, with a 
Knifc he had of the Savages, in the faſhion of a Boat, 
nailed with wcoden Pegs, and railed round about be- 
cauſe the Sea ſhould not waſh him out; and with a 
Blar ket that he had made a Sail, and prepared three 
Oarsto row withall. The Lake was cight miles over 
and iſſued out into the River Bengo ; ſo he entere 
into his Gingado with his two Negro Boys, and rowed 
into the River Bengo, coming down with the Cur- 
rent twelve Leagues to the Bar : Here he was in 
great danger, becauſe the Sca was great ; and bein 
over the Bar, he rowed into the Sca, and then faile 
afore the wind along the Coalt, which he knew yer 
well, minding togo tothe Kingdom of Longo, whic 
is toward the North. Being that night art Sca, the 
next day he ſaw a Pinnace come before the wind, 
which came from the City, and was bound to San 
Thome ; being come ncar him, he found the Maſter 
was his great Friend, for they had been Mates rOge- 
ther, who for pity ſake took him in and his twoBoys, 
and fetthem on ſhore in the Port of Longo, where he 
was well entertained of the King, becaule he killed 
him Deer and Fowls with his Muſquer. 

Here hecontinued the ſpace of three years, during 
which time,hc took a Survey of the Country,the Na- 
rure of the People, their Rites and Manners ; all which 
he delivered to Poſterity in writing as och, 
cre 
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Here is grcat ſtore of Palm-Cloaths of ſundry 
forts, which is their Merchandiſe; and great ſtore of 
Vittuals, Fleſh, Hens, Fiſh, Wine, Oy], and Corn. 
Here is alſo very fine Logwood, which they ule to 
dye withall ; (it is the Root of the Logwood which is 


'- the beſt;) and Molangos of Coppes. Here is like- 


wiſe great ſtore of Elephants Tecth,but they (cll none 
in the Market-place. T he King hathten great Hou- 
ſes, and is never cerrain to be found but in the After- 
noon, when he cometh to fit, and then he keepeth 
always one Houſe; the Houle is very long, and at 
twelve of the clock it isfull of Noblemen ; they fir 
upon Carpets on the ground ; the Houle is always 
full of People till midnight. The laſt King Gembe 
never uſed to ſpeak in the day, but always in the 
night; bur this King ſpeaketh in the day : howbcit 
he ſpendeth moſt of the day with his Wives. And 
when the King cometh in, he gocth to the upper 
end of the Houſe, where he hath his Seat, as it wete a 
Throne ; and when the King is ſer, they clap their 
hands and ſalute him, ſaying in their Language, Byam 
Peniba, Ampol1, Moneya, Queſinge. 

On the South fide of the Kings Houſes he hath a 
Circuit or Village, where his Wives dwell; and in 
this Circuit no man may come on pain of death. 
He hath in this place an hundred and fifty Wives 
or more; and it any man be taken within this Cir- 
cuit, if he be with a Woman , or do but ſpeak to 
her,they be both brought intothe Market-place, and 
their Heads be cut off, their Bodies quartered, and lic 
one day in the Strects. The laſt King Gymbe had four 
hundred Children by his Women. 

When the King drinketh he hath a Cup of Wine 
brought, and he that bringeth ir hath a Bell in his 
Hand, and as ſoon as he hath delivered the Cup to 


the 
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the King, he curneth his Face from him and ringeth 
the Bell; then all that be there fall down upon their 
Faces, and riſe not till theKing have drunk. And 
this is very dangerous for any Stranger that knoweth 
not the faſhions; tor it any {eeth the King drink, he 
1s preſently killed whatſoever he be. T here was a 
Boy of twelve years old, which was the Kings Son 
this Boy chanced to come unadviſedly when his Fa- 
ther was a drinking ; preſently the King command- 
ed he ſhould be well apparelled, and Viftuals prepa- 
red ; ſo the Youth did cat and drink ; aftcrwards 
the King commanded that he ſhould be cur in quar- 
ters, and carried about the City, with Proclamation 
that he law the King drink. Likewiſe for the Kings 
Dyct, when it is Dinner-time, there is a Houſe on 
purpole where he always cateth, and there his Dycrt is 
{et upon a Benſ, like a Table ; then he gocth in and 
hath the door ſhut,and when he hath eaten he knock- 
eth and cometh out, fo that none ſee the King cat 
nordrink ; tor itis their belict, that if he be ſcen cat- 

ing or drinking he ſhall preſently dic. 
his King is ſo honoured: as though he were a 
God amongſt them, and is catled Sambe and Pongo, 
that is, God : and they believe that he can give them 
Rain when he liſtcth; fo once a year, when it is time 
© rain, which is in December, the People come to 
beg it, and bring their Gifts to the King, for none 
come empty. Then he appointeth the day, and all 
the Lords far and near come to that Feaſt, with all 
their Troops as they go in the Wars: and when all 
the Troops of Men be before the King, the greateſt 
Lord cometh forth with his Pow and Arrows, and 
ſheweth his skill with his Weapons, and then he hath 
a merry Conceit or Jeſt 'thar he ſpeaketh before the 
King, and knecleth at his feet, and then the King 
P thank- 
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thanketh him for his Love, and in like manner they 
do all. The King {itreth abroad in a great place, 
and hath a Carpet ipread upon the ground which is 
{ome _ mg wap fine Euſacks, —_ 

e wt e Velyet, upon. the Carpet his 
Tos which is a Fathom from the ground. Then 
he commandeth his Dembes to ſtrike up, which are 
Drums ſo great that they cannot carry them. He 
hath alſo cight Pongos, which are his Waits, made of 
the greateſt Elephants Teeth , and are hollowed and 
ſcraped light , which play alſo ; fo that with the 
Drums and Waits they make a Helliſh noiſe. Afrer 
they have ſported and ſhewed the King pleaſure, he 
arileth and ftandeth upon his Throne, and taking a 
Bow and Arrows into his Hand, ſhooteth to the Sy; 
andthat day there is a great rejoycing, becaule ſomc- 
times they have Rain, which when ir happens is a 
great Confirmation of their Folly. « 

Here is ſometimes born in this Country W hite 
Children, which is very rarc among them, tor their 
Parents are Negroes ; and when any of them are 
born, they are preſented untothe King, and are cal- 
led Dondoes. Theſe are as white as any white man, 
and are madethe Kings Witches, being brought up 
in Witchcraft, and alwavs wait on the King. There 
is noman that dares meddle with theſe Dondoes ; if 
they goto the Market, they may take what they liſt, 
for all men ſtand in awe of them : the King of Longs 
hath four of them. 

This King is alſo a Witch, and believeth in two 
Idols which arc in Longo ; the one is called Mokiſſo 2 
L ongo, the other is called Checocke. This laſt is a lir- 
tle black Image, and ſtandeth in a little Houſe at a 
Village that is called Kirnga, which ſtanderh in the 
Landing-place of Longo. The Houſe of —_ 

and- 
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flandeth in the High-way, where all that goby clap 
their bands, which is the courtelte of the Country, 
Thoſe that be Craftimen, as Fiſhermen, Hunters, 
and Witches , do otter to this Idol that they may 
have good- luck. This Checocke doth fometimes in 
the night come and haunt ſome of his beſt beloved ; 
ſometimes a Man, ſometimes a Boy or a Woman, 
and then they befrantick for the ſpace of three hours; 
whatſoever the frantick Perſon Ipeaketh, that they 
think is the will -of Checorke, making a great Feaſt 
and Dancing at his Houſe. 

There is another Mokiſo, which is alſo in Rinpa, 
and it is called Gombert; it is the name of a Wo- 
man, and is in an houſe where an old Witch dwel- 
leth, and ſhe iscalled Ganga Gomberi, which is, the 
Prieſt of Gomberi. Here once a year is a Feaſt made, 
and Garga Gomberi ſpeaketh under the ground 
and this is a common thing every year. I have ask- 
cd the Negroes what it was, and they told me, it1s a 
ſtrong Mokiſo that is come to abide with Cha- 
cocke. 

There is a place-two Leagues from the Town of 
Longo called Longeri, where all their: Kings be buri- 
cd ; atd it is compaſled round about with Elephants 
Tecth pitched in the ground as it were a Pale, being 
ten Roods in compals. 

Thele People will ſuffer no white man to be buried 
in their Land; and if any Stranger or Portuga/ come 
thither to trade, and chance todie, he is carried in a 
Boat two miles irom the ſhore, and caſt into the Sea. 
There was once a Portugal Gentleman that came to 
trade with them, and had his Houſe on ſhore ; this 
Gentleman died, and was buricd four moneths: that 

ear it did not rain lo ſooh as it was wont, which 
Legienah about December ; {o that thcy lacked gon 
ome 
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ſome two months. T hen their my cold them, that 
the Chriſtian which was buricd mult be raken out of 
the Earth and caſt into the Sea, and ſohe was taken up 
and caſt into the Sea, ard within three days it rained, 
which made them have a great belict in the Devil. 
Nineteen Leagues from Longo is the Province of 
Mayombe, which is all Woods and Groves, to over- 
yo_ that a man may travel twenty days in the ſha- 
ow without any Sun or Heat. Here is no kind of 
Corn or Grain, nor any kind of tame Catrel nor 
Hens, {o that the People live onely upon Plantans, 
and Roots of {urdry ſorts very good, and Nuts. But 
they have great ſtore of Elephants fleſh, which they 
highly eſtecm ; alſo they have many kinds of wild 
Bealts, and grear (tore of Fiſh. The Woods are {0 
covercd with Baboons, Monkeys, Apes, and Parrots, 
that it will fear any man to travel in them alone. 
Here is allo two kinds of Monſters, which are com- 
mon fn, thele V/oods, and very dangerous ; the 
Pau of theſe two Monſters iscalled Pongo in their 
nguage, and the leſſer is called Ergeco. This Pongo 
is 11 all proportion like a man, bur more like a Giant 
in ſtature, for he is very call and hath a Mans face, 
hollow eyed, with long Hair upon his Brows. His 
Face and Ears are withour Hair, as alſo his Hands; 
his Bocy is full of Hair, but not very thick, and ir is 
of a Dunniſh colour. He diftereth not from a Man 
but in his Lees, for they have no Calf. He goeth 
always upon his Legs, and carricth his Hands claſped 
on the nape of his Neck when he goeth upon the 
ground. They ſleep in the Trees, and build ſhelters 
for the Rain. They teed upon Fruic that they find 
in the Woods, and upon Nurs, for they eat no kind 
of Heſh. They cannot (peak, and have no under- 
ſtanding more than a Beaſt. The People of the 
Ceun- 
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Country, when they travel in the Woods, make 
Fires where they flecp in the nights, and inthe morn- 
ing when they are =u_ the Pongoes will come and 
{it abour the Firc ill it goeth our, for they have no 
underſtanding to lay the Wood together. They go 
many incompany, and kill divers Negroes that tra- 
vel in the Woods. Many times they fall upon the 
Elephants, which come to teed where they be, and 
lo beat them with their clubbed Fiſts and picces of 
Wood, that they will run roaring away from them. 
Thele Pongoes are nevertaken alive, becauſe they are 
ſo ſtrong that ten men cannot hold one of them ; 
bur yet they take many of their young ones, for the 

oung Pongo hangeth on his Mothers Belly, with his 

ands faſt claſp'd about her ; {o that when any of 
the Country people do kill the Female with theirpoi- 
ſoncd Arrows, they calily take the young one {o 
hanging about her. When they dic among them- 
ſelves.they cover the dead with great heaps of Boughs 
and Wood, whichis commonly found in the Foreſt. 
Oneof thele Pongoes took a Negro Boy of the Au- 
thors, which lived a month with them, for they 
hurt not thoſe which they ſurpriſe at unawares, cx- 
cept they look on them, which he avoided. He ſaid 
their height was like a Mans, but their bigneſs twice 
as great. 

The Morombes uſc to hunt with their Country 
Dogs, and kill many kinds of little Beaſis, andgreat 
ſtore of Pheaſants. Bur their Dogs be dumb, and 
canngt bark at all ;they hang wooden Clappers about 
rheir Necks, and follow them by the rattling of their 
Clappers- The Huntſmen have Petes, which they 
whiftle their Dogs withall. 'T he Exrojean Dogs arc 
highly eſteemed there becauſe they do bark, one of 
them havirg been ſold upin the Country for Jo of 

py n 
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In the Town of Mani-Mayombe is a Fetiſſo or Idol 
called Maramba, and it ſtandeth in a high Basker 
made likea Hive, and over it a great Houte. This 
isthcir Houſe of Religion, for they believe onely in 
him, and keep his Laws, carrying his Reliques al- 
ways with them. They are for the moſt part Wirt- 
ches, and uſe their Witchcraft for hunting and killing 
of Elephants, Fiſhing, helpingot Sick and Lame men 
and to forecaſt Joyrnies, whether they ſhall ſpeed w 
or evil. By this Maramba arc all 'Thetts and Mur- 
ders tried, for in this Country they uſe to bewitch 
one another to death ; therefore when any dieth, 
their Neighbours arc brought before Maramba ; and 
if it bea great man that dicth, the whole Town co- 
meth to ſwear. "The Orderis, when they come be- 
fore Maramba, to kneel and claſp the Idol in their 
Arms, and to ſay, Emeno, eyge bembet Maramba z that 
is, I come tobe tried, O Maramba. And if any of them 
be guilty, I down ſtark dead for ever. "The 
ſame way of Tryal alſo they have for any other 
matter. 

In this Country of Mayombe did Batte! continue 
the ſpace of twelve moncths, going from thence to 
Mani-kefock ; North-caſt of which place live a kind 
of little people called Matinbas, which are no bigger 
than Boys of twclve years old, but very thick, and 
live onely upon Fleſh, which they kill in the Woods 
with their Bows and Darts. Several other places in 
Angola did he allo fee ; art laſt, deſirousto return to 
his Native Country, he embarqued andarrived fafe- 
ly in Englind, where he lived a long time after, leav- 
ing in writing bchind himat his death.the Relation of 
thele his Miraculous Travels and Deliyerances.

16 Hiſtories and Obſervations 


A ſtrange Deliverance of an Engliſh-man from a 
Deſolate Iſland near to Scotland, wherein he 


had long continued in extream penury and mi- 


ſery. 


_ the Year 1616, a Flemming ramed Pickman, who 
was well known in Eng/and and Holland, for his 
Art and dextcrity in getting out of the Sca the great 
Guns of that Spaniſh Fleer, which was forced upon 
the Coaſts of Scotland and Ireland in the Year 1588. 
This man coming from Dronthem in Norway, in a 
Veſſel loaden with Boards, was overtaken by a Calm, 
during which, the Current carried him upon a Rock 
or littlc Ifland, rowards the Extremities of Scotland, 
where he was in ſome danver to have been caſt away. 
Toavoid a Wrack, he commaruled fome of his men 
togo into the Shallop, and to tow oft the Ship. They 
kaving done fo, would needs vo up into a certain 
Rock to look for Birds Fgos : But as ſoon as they 
were got up into it, they art tome diſtance, perceived 
a man, whence they imagined tl:at there were others 
lurking thereabouts, and that this man had made his 
eſcape thither from {ome Pyrars, who it not prevent- 
cd, might ſurprile their Ship: and therefore they made 
all the haſte they could co their Shallop, and ſo re- 
turried to their Ship. Bur the Calm continuing, and 
the Current of the Sea ſtil driving them upon the 
land, they were forced ro get into the Long-toat 
and to tow her oft again. "The man whom they had 
leen before, was in the mean time come to the 
| Erinkofthe Ifland, and made fiens with his hands lift- 
cd up, and ſometimes falling on his knecs,” and joyn- 
ing hus hands together, begging and crying to them 


for 
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for relief. Ar fitlt they mae ſome _— to £0 
to him, but at laſt, being oyetcome by his Jame:.t- 
able ſigns, they werit neater the Iſland where they law 
ſomecrhing that was rmore like a Gholt then a hviig 
Perſon ; a Body ſtark naked, black and hairy,a mca- 
ger and deformed countenance, with hollow and 
diſtorted eyes, which raiſed ſuch compatlion in them, 
that they aſſayed to take him into the Boat. But 
the Rock was lo ſteepy thercabours, that it was im- 
pothble for them to land: whereupon they went 
about the INand, and came art Jalt to a flar ſhore, 
where they rook the man aboard. They found no- 
ching at all in the Iſland, neither Grafs nor Tree, 
nor ought clic from which a man could ptocute any 
ſubſiſtence, nor any ſhelter, bur the ruines of a Boar, 
wherewicth he had made a kind of Hur, under 
which he might lye down and ſhelter himlclt againſt 
the injuries of Wind and Weather. 

No ſooner were they gotten to the Ship, but there 
aroſe a Wind, that dtave them off from the Ifland ; 
oblcrving this Providence, they were the more inqui- 
{itive to know of this man what he was, and by what 
means he came unto that uninhabitable place 2 Here- 
unto the man anſwered ; 

I am an Eng/t-man, that about a year ago, was 
to pals in the ordinary Paſſage-Boat froni England to 
Dublin im Ireland; but by the way we were taken by 
a French Pyrate, who being immediatcly forced by 
a Tempeſt which preſently aroſe, to let our Boat go, 
we were three of us in ir, left to the mercy of the 
Wind and Waves, which carried us between Ire- 
find and Scotland into the main Sea : In the mean 
time we had neicher Food nor Drink, but only ſome 
Sugar in the Boar: upon this we lived, and drank 
our own Urine, till our Bodies were lo dricd up, that 
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we could make no more : whereupon, one of our 
company bcing quite ſpent, died, whom we heaved 
over-board ; A a while aftcr, a ſecond was grown 
ſo teeble, that he laid himſclt along in the Boar, rea- 
dy to yicld up the Ghoſt. Bur in this extremity, it 
pleaſed God that I kenned this Ifland afar off, and 
thereupon encouraged the dying man to rouſe up 
him{clt with hopes of Lite : and accordingly, upon 
this good news, he raiſed himſelt up, and by by 
our Boat was caſt upon this Ifland, and ſplit againit 
a Rock, 

Now were we in a more wretched condition, than 
if being ſwallowcd up by the Sca, we had becn de- 
livercd out of the extremitics we were now in for want 
of Meat and Drink. Yet the Lord was plcaſcd ro make 
ſome Proviſion for us; for on the Iflland we took 
ſome Sea-mews, which we did cat raw : we found alſo 
in the holes of the Rocks, upon the Sea-lidc, fore 
Eggs : and thus had we ( through God's good Provi- 
dence) wherewithal to ſubſiſt, as much as would kcep 
us from ſtarving, : but what we thought moſt inſup- 
portable, was thirſt, in regard that the place afford- 
cd no freſh water, but what fell from the Clouds, and 
was lctt in certain Pits, which Timc had made in the 
Rock. Neither could we have this at all ſcalons, by 
reaſon that the Rock being ſmall and lying low, in 
ſtormy weather the Waves daſhed over it, and filled 
the Pits with Salt-watcr. 

When they came firſt upon the Iſland, about the 
midſt of it, they found two long Stones pitched in 
the ground, and athird laid upon them, like a Table, 
which they judged ro have been fo placed by ſome 
Fiſhermen, to drv thcir Fiſh upon, and under this 
they lay in the Nights, till with ſome Boards of their 
Boat they male a kind of a Hut to be a ever fol 
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them. In this Condition they lived together jor 
the ſpace of abour fix Weeks, comforting one ano- 
ther, and finding ſome caſe in their common Cala- 
mity ; tillat laſt,one of them being lett alone,the Bur- 
den became almolt infupportatle : for, one day awa- 
king in the morning,he milled his Fellow, and getting 
up, he went calling and ſceking all the Ifland abour 
tor him: but, when he could by no means find him, 
he fell into ſuch deſpair, that he oft relolved to have 
caſt himſelf down into the Sea, and fo to put a final 
period to that AMiCtion, whereot he had endured 
bur the onceall, whillt he had a Friend that divided 
ir with him. What became of his Comrade he could 
not gueſs; whether Deſpair forced him to that cxtre- 
mity, or whether gctting up in the Night, not tully 
awake, he fell into the Seca; but rather thought thar 
thorough Careleſnels he tell from the Rock as he 
was looking for Birds Eggs, tor he had diſcerned no 
Diſtraction in him, neither could he imagine that he 
ſhould on a ſudden fall into that Deſpair, againſt 
which he had fo fortined himlclt by frequent and 
fervent Prayer. And his loſs did fo aftc&t the Sur- 
vivor, that he oft took his Beer, with a purpolc to 
have leaped from the Rocks into the Sea; ver ſtill 
his Conſcience ſtopped him, ſuggeſting to him, that 
it he did it he ſhould be utterly damned for his (clt- 
Murther. 

Another AMiCtion alſo befell him, which was 
this : Hig only Knife, wherewith he cut up the Sez 
Dogs and Se: Mews, having a bloody Cloath abour 
it, was carricd away (as he thought } by ſome Fowl 
oft Prey, ſo that not being able to kill any more, he 
was reduced to this Extremity, with much difficulty 
to get out of the Boards of his Hut, a great Nail, 
which he made ſhite {o to ſharpen upon the Stones, 
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that it ſerved him inſtcad of a Knite. When Win- 
ter came on, he endured the greateſt Milery imagi- 
nable; for, many times the Rock and his Hut were 
ſo covered with Snow that it was not poſſible for him 
to £0 abroad to provide his Food ; which Extremi- 
ty put him upon this Invention; He put out a little 
Srick at the Crevice of his Hut, and baiting it with 
a little Sea Dogs Far, by that means he got ſome 
Sea Mews, which he took with his hand from under 
the Srow, and ſo kept himlelt from ſtarving : in 
this ſad and ſolitary Condition he lived for about 
eleven Months, expeCting therein to' end his days, 
when Cod's gracious Providence ſent this Ship thi- 
ther, which delivered him out of the greateſt Miſery 
that ever Man was in.. The Maſter of the Ship com- 
milecrating his deplorable Condition, treated him fo 
well, that within a few days he was quite another 
C rcature ; and afterwards he ſet him a ſhore at Derry 
in Jre/md, and fome time aftcr ſaw him at Dub, 
where {uch as heard what had happened unto him, 
cave him Money wherewithall to return into his 
Native Country of Englund.

A ſtrange Adventure of ſome Engliſh-arex in the 
recovery of their onn Freedom, and a Ship 
called the Exchange of Briſtol, froze the Tur- 
kiſh Pirates of Argier: Publiſhed by John 
Rawlins ove of the AFors thereof. 


N che Year 1921, the firſt of November, there was 
one John Rawlins, born in Rochefter, and dwell 
ing three and twenty Years in P/imouth, employed 
tothe Streight of Gibratter,by Mr.Richard and Stephen 
Pp Trevil's, 
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Treviles, Merchants of Phmonth, and fraightcd in a 
Bark called the Nichol of Plunonuth, of the burden 
of torty Tun, which had allo in her Company ano- 
ther Ship of P4mouth, called the George Borwcventure, 
ot {:yenty Tun Burden ur thereabout; which by 
realon of her Greatnels beyond the other, I will name 
the Admiral, and Jobn Kawlir's Bark ſhall (it you 
plea(e) be the Vice-Admiral. Theſe rwo, according 
ro the time of the Year, had a fair Paſlage, and by 
the eightcenth of the ſame month came to a place at 
the entring of the Streights, named Tr.fflugar z but the 
next morning, being in the fight of Gibra/er, at 
the verv Mouth of the Streights, the Watch deicryed 
five Sail of Ships, who as it {ecmed, uſed all the 
means they con'c! ro come near. us; and we (as we 
had caule) uſed the fame means to go as: far from 
them: yet did their 4dmr./ take in both his Top- 
Sails, that either we might not ſuſpett them, or that 
his own Company might come up the cloler toge- 
ther : at laſt, perceiving us Chri#1.ns, they fell trom 
Devices to apparent diicovery of Holtiliry, and ma- 
king out againſt us; we again (ulpe*ting them Pi- 
rates, took our courſe to e{cape trom them, and made 
all the Sail we pothibly could for Terr: or Gibratter : 
but all we could do could not preventrtheir approach; 
tor ſuddenly one of them came right over againſt us 
to Wind-ward,and fo fell upon our Quarter; another 
came 17on our Luffe, and fo threatned us there, and 
at laſt all five chalcd us, making great ſpeed to fur- 
Prize us. 

Their 4dmira/ was called Calfater, having upon 
her main Top-Sail two top-gallant Sails, one above 
another. Bur whereas we thought them all five ro 
be Turkiſh Ships of Var, we afterwards underſtood, 
that two of them were their Prizos, the one a ſmall 
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Ship of London, the other of the Welt-Country, that 
came out of the 2uttith laden with Figs, agd other 
Merchandile, but now {ubjcCt to the Fortune of the 
Sea, and the Captivity of Pirates. But to our buli- 
neſs; three of thele Ships got much upon us, and ſo 
much, that c're halt the day was ſpent, the Admiral, 
who was the belt Sailer, ferch'd up the George Bona- 
venture, and made Booty of it. The Vice-Admiral 
again bcing ncarcſt unto the leſſer Bark, whereof 
7okn Rawlins was Maſter, ſhewed him the force of a 
{trongcer Arm, and by his Tarkh- Name, called V:la- 
Riſe, commanded him in like orr to ſtrike his Sails, 
and tfubmir to his Mercy ; which not to be gain-ſay- 
ed nor prevented was quickly done: and fo Kawlins 
with his Bark was taken, although the Rear-Admirat, 
being the worſt Sailer of the three, calied Reggipriſe, 
came not in till al] was done. 

The ſame day, before night, the Admiral, either 
loth co peſter himlelt with too much Company, or 
ignorant of the Commodity was to be made by the 
Sa'e of Eng Priſoners, or daring not to truſt them 
in his Company, tor fear of Murinies, and exciting 
others to Rebcllion ; {ct ewelve Perions who were in 
the George Baventure on the Land, and divers other 
Engliſh whom he had taken bctore, to trv their For- 
runes in an unknown Country. But Villz-Riſe, the 
Vice-AJmirat, that had taken John Rawlins, would 
not ſo diſpence with his Mcn, but commanded him 
and five more of his Company to be brought aboard 
his Ship, lcaving in his Bark three mcn and his Boy 
with thirtcen Turks and Moors, who were queltionlcis 
ſuſfcient to over-maſter the other, and dire& the 
Bark to Harbour. Thus they failed direRly for Ar- 
gierz but the Night following tollowed them with 
a great Tempeſt and foul Weather, which cnded 
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not without ſome effeCt of a Storm: for they loſt the 
{1ght of Kawlins's Bark called the Nicholas, and mm 4 
manner loſt rhemſelves, though they ſeemed fafe a 
Ship-board, by fcartul conjccturing what ſhould be- 
come of us : at laſt, by the 22 of the ſame month, 
they (or we, chule you whether) arrived at Argzer, 
and came in Satety within the Mould, but tound not 
our other Bark there; nay, though we carneltly en- 
quired after the ſame, yer heard we nothing to our 
Satisfaftion ; bur much matter was miniſtred to our 
Diſcomtort and Amazcment. For, although the 
Caprain and our Ovcr-{cers were loth we ſhould have 
any Conference with our Country men, yet did we 
adventure to inform our {clves ot the preſent Afﬀairs 
both of the Town and the Shipping : to that findins 
many Engliſh at work in other Ships, thev {parcd 
not to tell us the danger we were in, and the mi!- 
chicks we muſt nceds incur, as beirg {ure if we were 
not uſed like Slaves, to be fold as Slaves: for there 
had been five hundred brought into the Market tor 
the ſame purpoſe, and above a hundred handlome 
Youths compelled to turn Tirks, or made {ubjc& ro 
more vile Proſtirutions, and all Fng/h : ver, like 
good Chriftiens, they bid us be of good cheer, and 
comtort our fclves in this, that God's Trvals were 
gentle Purgations, and thele Crofies were but to 
cleanle the Droſs trom the Gold, and bring us out 
of the Fire again more clear and lovely. Yet I mult 
necils conteis, that they attorded us Reaſon tor this 
Cruelty, as it thev determined to be revengcd of our 
laſt attempt, to fire their Ships in the Mould ; and 
therefore proteſted to ſpare none whom they could 
(urpriſc and take alive, bur cither ro fell rhem for 
Money, or torment them to {erve their own Turns. 
Now their Cuſtoms and Ulages in both rhe'e was in 
this manner. C 4 brit, 
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Firſt, concerning the firſt, The Baſraw had the 
over-{ceing of all Priſoncrs, who were prelented un- 
to him at their firſt coming into the Harbour, and 
lo chole one out of eycry cight for a Preſent or .Fee 
to hinclt- the reſt were rated by the Captains, and 
{o ſent to the market to be fold ; whereat, it either 
there were repining, or any withdrawing back, then 
ccrtain Moors and Officers attended cither to beat you 
torward, or thruſt you into the ſides with Goads. 
And this was the manner of the ſelling of Slaves. 

Secondly, concerning their enforcing them either 
to turn Turks, or to attend their Filthinels and Im- 
pieties, although it would make a Chriſtians Heart 
blced ro hear of the ſame, yet muſt the Truth nor 
be hid, nor the Terror lctt untold. TT hey common- 
ly lay them on their naked Backs or Bellics, beating 
them {o long till they bleed at the Note and Mouth, 
and it yet they continue conſtant, then they ſtrike 
the Teeth out of their Heads, pinch them by their 
Tongues, and ule many other tort of Torturcs to 
convert them ; nay, many times they lay them their 
whole length in = Ground, like a Grave, an {o 
cover them with Boards, threatning to ſtarve them 
if they will not turn ; and fo many, even for fcar of 
Torment and Death, make thcir Tongues betray 
their Hcarts to a molt fearful Wickednels, and {© 
are circumciſed with new Names, and brought to 
confels a new Religion. Others again, I mult con- 
tels. wha never knew any God but their own f{eniu- 
at Luſts and Pleaſurcs, thought that any Religior 
would ferve their Turns, and fo tor Preferment or 
Wealth very voluntarily renounced their Faith, and 
became Ren-g.,dves in defpight of any Connſcl whictt 
ſeemed to intercept them. And this was the #1: 
News we encountered with at qQur coming firſt tw 4r- 
grer. The 
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The 26 of the ſame month, John Rawlins his Bark 
with his other three Men and a Boy, came {ate into 
the Mould, and fo were put all rogether to be car- 
ried before the B.ſhaw, but that they rook the Own- 
ers Servant, and Kawlns's Poy, and by Force and 
Torment compelled them to turn Turks; then were 
they in all ſeven Engith, belides Fohn Rawlins, of 
whom the Baſhaw took one, and ient the relt to 
their Captains, who ſct a Valuation upon them, and 
ſo the Souldiers hunted us like Dogs into the Mar- 
kcr, where, as men cl] Hacknies in Eng/ind, we were 
rolled up and down to ice who would give molt for 
us ; and although we had heavy Hearts, and look- 
cd with ſad Countenances, yet many came to behold 
us, ſometimes taking us by the Hand, fometimes 
turning us round abour, tomcrtimes teeling our 
Brawns and naked Arms; and fo beholding our Pri- 
ces written in our Breaſt, they bargaincd tor us ac- 
cordingly, and ar laſt we were all fold, and the Soul- 
dicrs returned with the Moricy to their Cap- 
tains. 

Join Rawlins was the laſt who was fold, by rca- 
fon of his lame hand, and bought by the Captain 
that took him, cven that Dog V:ll Riſe, who better 
intormirg himlelt of his Skill ft to be a Pilot, and 
his Expericnce to be an Over-ſeer, bought him and 
his Carpenter ap very cafic Ratcs: for, as we after- 
wards underſtood by divers Engliſh Renegadoes, he 
paid for Raw/:ns but one hundred and fifry Dooblets, 
whvch make of Engliſh Money ſeven Pounds ten 
Shillings. Thus was he and his Carpenter with di- 
vers other Slaves, ſent into his Ship ro work, and 
employed about ſuch Afairs as bclonged to the well- 
rigging and preparing the ſame. Bur the villanous 
Tarks perceiving his lame hand, and that he could 
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not pcrform {o much as other _— quickly com- 
| 


plained to their Patron, who as quickly apprehend- 
ed the Inconvenience; whereupon he ſent for him 
the next day, and told him he was unſerviccable for 
his preſent purpoſe, and therefore unle(s he could 
procure him fifteen pound of the Eng4h there for 
his Ranſome, he would {cnd hitn up into the Coun- 
try, where he ſhould never ce Chrien.o again, 
and endure the Extremity of a miſcrable Baniſh- 
ment. 

But (ce how God work<cth all for the beſt, for the good 
of his Servants, and confoundeth the preſumprion of 
Tyrants, truſtrating their Purpoſes, to make his Won- 
ders known to the Sons of Men, and relicves his Pco- 
ple when they leaſt think of Succour and Relcaſ- 
ment. Whilſt John Rawlins was thus terrified with 
the dogged Anſwer of Villa-Kiſe, the Exchange of 
Briftol, a Ship formerly furprized by the* Pirates, lay 
all unrigged in the Harbour; till at Jaſt, one John 
Goodale, an Fnglifh Turk, with his Confederates, un- 
derſtanding ſhe was a good Sailer, and might be made 
a proper Man of War, bought her from the Turks 
that took her, and prepared her for their own pur- 
pole. Now the Captain that ſet them on work was 
alſo an Engl:h Renegado, by the name of Rametham 
Riſe, bur by his Chriſtian Name Henry Chandler 
who reſolved to make-Coodalr Maſter over her; and 
becauſe they were both En, /ih Turks, having the 
Command notwithſtanding of many Moors and 
Turks, they concluded to have all Eng/tfh Slaves to 
g0 in her, and for their Gunners Fng/h and Dutch 
Reneg-1does;, and ſo they agreed with the Patrons of 
nine Eng/ft and one French Slave tor their Ranſoms, 
who were preſently employed to rig and furniſh the 
Ship for a Man of War : while they were thus _ 
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ed, two of John Rawlmns's Men, who were taken with 
him, were alſo taken up to ſcrve in this Man of 
War, their names James Roe and John Davies, the 
one dwelling in Plimouth, and the other in Foy, 
where the Commander of the Ship was allo born; b 
which occaſion they came acquainted, ſo that bot 
the Captain and the Maſtcr promiſed them good 
Uſage, upon the good Service they ſhould pertorm 
in the Voyage; and withall demanded of him it he 
knew of any Engliſh man to be bought that could 
ſerve them as a Pilot, both to dire& them out of 
Harbour, and condutt them in their Voyage : for 
in Truth- neither was the Captain a Mariner, nor 
any Turk in her of Sufficiency to ditpole of her tho- 
rough the Streights in ſecuritv, nor oppoſe any Ene- 
my that ſhould hold it out bravely -againft them. 
Davies quickly replyed, thar as tar as he underſtood 
Vila-Riſe would ſell John Kawlins, his Maſter and 
Commander of the Bark which was taken, a man 
ſufficient every way for Sca Afﬀairs, being of great 
Relolution and good Experience; and for all he had 
a lame hand, yet had he a ſound Heart and noble 
Courage tor any Adventure. 

When the Captain underſtood thus much, he 
cmployed Davies to (earch tor Rawlins, who at laſt 
lighting upon him, asked it the Tark would fel! 
him? Rawlins ſuddenly anſwered, that by reaſon of 
his lame hand he was willing to part with him; bur 
becaule he bad disburſed Moncy for him he would 
gain ſomething by him, and fo prized me at three 
hundred Dooblets, which amountcth ro fifteen 
__ Engliſh; which I muſt procure, or incur ſorer 

ndurances. When Davies had certified thus much, 

the Turks a Ship-board conferred about the matter, 

and the Maſter, whoſe Chriſtian Name was John 
Goodale, 
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Goodale, joyned with two Turks who were conſorted 
with.him, and disburled a hundred Dooblets a picce 
and {Oo bought him of Villa-Kiſe, ſending him into 
the ſaid Ship called the Exchange of Briitol, as well to 
tuperviſe what bad bcen done, as to order what was 
letr undone, but cipecially to ft the Sails, and to ac- 
commodate the Ship ; all which Rawlins was very 
carctt] and indulgent in, not yet thinking of any pe- 
culiar Plot of Deliverance, more than a general de- 
fre to be freed from this Turkiſh Slavery and Abu- 


ics. 

By the ſeventh of Jannary the Ship was prepared 
with twelve. good caſt Picces, and all manner of 
Munition and Provition which belonged to ſuch a 
purpole, and the ſame day haled out of the Mould 
ot Argzer, with this Company, and in this man- 
ncr. 
There were in her ſixty three Turks and Moore, 
nine Eng/ſh Slaves, and one French, four Hollanders 
that were Frec-men, to whom the Turks promiſed 
one Prilc or other, and fo to return to Ho//and; or, 
if they were diſpoſed to go back again for Arezer, 
they thould have great Reward, and no Enforcc- 
ment offered, but continue as they would, both 
their Religion and Cuſtoms : and for their Gunners 
they had two of our Souldicrs, one Eng/ih and one 
Dutch Renegado; and thus much for the Company. 
For the manner of {letting out, it was as uſual as in 
other hips, but that the Turks delighted 1n the often- 
rous bravery of their Streamers, Banners, and Top- 
Sails ; the Ship being a handſome Ship, and well 
built tor any Purpoſe. The Slaves and Eng/h were 
employed under Hatches about the Ordnance, and 
other works of Order and accommodating of them- 
telves: all which, 7b» Rawhns marked, as _ 
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ſing it an intolerable Slavery to take ſuch Pains, and 
be tubjc& to fuch Dangers, and {till to enrich other 
Men, and maintain their voluptuous Filthinels and 
Lives, returning themſelves as Slaves, and hving 
worſe than their Dogs amonglt them. Whereupon, 
he burſt our into theſe or ſuch like abrupt Speeches, 
0 helliſh Slavery to be thus ſubjett to Dogs! Oh! God 
Brengthen my Heart and Hand, and ſomething ſhall be 
done to eaſe us of theſe Miſchiefs, and deliver us from 
theſe cruel Mahumetan Dogs. The other Slaves pity- 
ing his Diſtraſtion (as the _—_— bad him ſpeak 
ſoftly leſt they ſhould all -farc the worle for his Di- 
ſtemperature; the worle, (quoch RKaw/ms) what can 
be worſe? I will cicher attempt my Deliverance art 
one time or another, or periſh in the Enterprize: 
but, if you would be contented to hearken aftcr a 
Releaſe, and joyn with me in the Action, I would 
not doubt of facilicating the ſame, and ſhew you a 
way to make your Credia thrive by ſome work of 
Amazcment, and augment your Glorv in purcha- 
{ing your Liberty. Iprcthee be quiet (ſaid they again) 
and think not of Impoſlibilitics: yet, 1t you can bur 
open {uch a door of Reaſon and Probability, that 
we be not condemned for deſpcrate and diſtrated 
Perlons, in pulling the Sun as it were out of the Fir- 
mament, we can but ſacrifice our Lives, and you 
may be lure of Secrecy and Taciturnity. 

The fifteenth of January, the morning Water 
brought us near Cape de Gatt, hard by the Shore, we 
having in our Company a ſmall 7urkih Ship of War 
that followed us out of Argier the next day, and now 
joyning with us, gave us notice of ſeven ſmall Veſ- 
(els, fix of them being Sattees, and one Pollack, who 
very quickly appeared in fight, and ſo we made to- 
ward them : bur having more advantage of the Pol- 
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lack than the-reſt , and loth to loſe all, we both 
terch'd her up, and brought her paſt hope of Reco- 
very ; which when ſhe perceived, rather than ſhe 
would yoluntarily come into thc Slavery of theſc 
Mahumetans, hc ran her {clt a ſhore, and fo all the 
men forſook hcr; we ſtill followed as ncar as we 
durſt, and tor tcar ot ſplitting, let fall our Anchors, 
making out both our Boats, whercin were many 
Mulquetcers, and ſome Engliſh and Dutch Renegadoes 
who came aboard home at their Conge, and foun 
three Picces of Ordnance, and four Murtherers; but 
they {trait-way threw them all over-board to lighten 
the Ship, and {othey got her oft, being laden with 
Hides, and Logwood for dying, and preſently (ent her 
to Arger, taking nine Turksand one Engliſh Slave out 
of one Ship, and {1x out of the lets, which we thought 
lufficient to man her. 

In the rifling of this Catelynia our Turks fell at 
variance one with another, and in ſuch a manner, 
that we divided our ſelves, the leſs Ship returned to 
Argier, and our Exchange took the opportunity of + 
the Wind, and plycd our of the Streights, which rc- 
joyced John Rawlins very much, as rciolving on 
ſome Stratagem when opportunity ſhould ſerve: in 
the mcan while the Turks began to murmur, and 
would not willingly go into the Marr Granada, as 
the Phraſe is amorgtt them, notwithſtanding the 
Moors being very {uperſtitious, were contented to be 
directed by their Hoſhea, who with us {ignificth a 
Witch, and is of great Account and Reputation 
amongſt them, as not going in any great Veſlel to 
Sea without one, and obſerving whatſoever he con- 
cludcth our of his Divination : The Ceremonics hc 
uſerh arc many, and when they come ipto the Occ- 
an, every {ccond or third Night he maketh his Con- 
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juration; he beginneth and endeth with Prayer, uſing 
many CharaQers, and calling upon God by diyers 
Names, vet at this time all that he did conkilted in 
theſe Particulars. ; : 

Upon the ſight of two great Ships, and as we 
were afraid, chaling us, bcing ſuppoled to be Spaniſh 
men of War, a great {ilence is commanded in the 
Ship, and when all is done, the Company giveth 
as great a Shreik, the Captain ſtill coming to John 
Rawlins, and ſometimes making him take in all his 
Sails, and forncrtimes cauſing him to hoyſe them 
all out, as the Witch findeth by his Book and Pre- 
ſages : then have thcy two Arrows and a Curtle-axe, 
lying upon a Pillow naked; the Arrows are one for 
= Turks and the other for the Chriſtians; then the 
Witch readcth, and the Captain or ſome other ta- 
keththe Arrows in their hand by the Heads,and ifthe 
Arrow for the Chrifttans cometh over the head of the 
Arrow for the Turks, then do they advance their 
Sails, and will not endure the Fight whatlocver they 
ſce : but if the Arrow of the Turks is found, in the 
opening of the hand, upon the Arrow of the Chriſt:- 
ans, then will they ſtay and encounter with any 
Ship whatſoever; the Curtle-axc is taken up by ſome 
Child that 1s innocent, or rather ignorant of the 
Ceremony, and fo laid down again ; then dogghey 
oblerve whether the ſame fide 15 uppermoſt which 
lay bcfore, and fo proceed accordingly. 

They alto obſerve Lunaticks .and Changclings, 
and the Conjurcr writeth down their Sayings in a 
Book, groveling on the Ground, as if he whiſper'd 
to the Devil to tell him the Truth, and Oo cxpound- 
cth the Letter as it were by Inſpiration. Many other 
looliſh Rites they haye, whereon they do dote as 


fooliſhly. 
Whilf 
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Whilſt he was buſted, and made Demonſtration 
that all was finiſhed, the People in the Ship gave a 
great Shgur, and crycd our, a Sail, a Sail, which at 
laſt was'dilcovcred to be another Man of War of 
Jurks ; tor he made towards us, and ſent his Boat 
aboard us, to whom our Captain complained, that 
being becalmed by the Southern Cape, and having 
made 10 Vovage, the Turks ron pl go any far- 


ther Northwards; but the Captain reſolved not to 


return ro Argier, except he could obtain ſome prize 
worthy his cnduranccs, bur rather to go to $.4//e and 
{ell his Chriſtians to victual his Ship; which the other 
Captain apprehended for his honour, and fo perſwa- 
dead the —_ be obedicnr unto him z whereupon 
followed a Pacification amongſt us, and fo that 
Turk took his courſe for the Streights, and we put 
up Northward, expeCting the good hour of lome be- 
neficial Booty. 

All this while our Slavery continued, and the Turks 
with inſulting T yranny ſet us ſtill on work in all baſe 
and ſervile ations, adding ſtripes and inhumane re- 
vilings, even in our greateſt labour ; whereupon John 
Rawls reſolved to obtain his Liberty, and furprize 
the Ship, providing Ropes, with broad {pikes of Iron, 
and all the Iron Crows, with which he knew a way, 
upon conlcnt of the reſt, ro ram up, ortye faſt their 
Scuttles, Gratings, and C abbins; yea, to ſhut up the 
Captain himlſclf, with all his Conſorts, and {oro han- 
dic the marter, that upon the Watch-word given, 
the Eng/h being Matters of the Gun-room, Ord- 
nance, and Powder, they would either blow them in- 
tothe Air, or kill chem as they adventured to come 
down one by one, it they ſhould by any chance open 
their Cabbios.Bur becauſe he would proceed the better 
16 bis Enterprize, as he had lomewhat abruptly dilco- 

ver' 
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ver'd himſelf to the nine Fng/h Slaves, fo he keptthe 
lame diltance with the tour Hollanders, that were tree- 
men; rill tinding chem coming tomewhat toward 
him, he acquainted them with the whole Conſpira- 
cy, and they, attefting the Plot, offer'd the Adven- 
rure of their Lives in the buſineſs: then very warily 
he undermined the Eng/th Kenegado, which was the 
Gunner, and thrce more, his Atloctazes, who ar farlt 
{eemed to retra't « Laſt ot all were brought in the 
Dutch Renegades, who were alio in the Gunner- 
room, for always there lay rwelve there, tive Chri- 
#ians, and feven Fg and Duicy Turks; fo that 
when another Motion had tertlect their Retolutions, 
and John Rawtns vis Confttancy had put new Lite as 
it were 11 the matter, the four Ho//rders very ho- 
neltly, according to their Promiſe, founded the 
Dutch Renegades, who with cafic Perſuaſion gave 
their Conſent ro fo brave an Enterpriz2z whereupon 
Fohn Rawlins not caring whether the EughÞ Gan- 
ners would vicl4 or no, refolved in the Caprain's 
morning Watch to make the Attempt. Bur, you 
muſt underſtand, that where the Eng/ah Slaves lay, 
there hung up always tour or five Crows of Iron 
being ſtill under the Carriages of the Pieces; an 

when the time approached, being very dark, becauſe 
Joim Rawlins would have his Crow of Iron ready, 
as other things were, and other mon prevarcd in their 
ſeveral places ; in raking it ove of 1/12 Carriage, by 
chance it hit on the ttde of te Piece, making ſuch 
a noiſe, that the Souldicrs hearing i awaked the 
Turks, and bid rhem come down ; witereupon, the 
Boar-[wain of the Turks aelcendel with a Candle, 
and preſently fearchet ail the Slaves places, making 
much ado of the matter; buc Fnding neither Hatch- 
& nor Ha:nmer, nor any thing <l:e t9 move {u{picion 
þ) 
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ot the Enterprize, more than the Crow of Iron, which 
lay flipped down under the Carriages of. the Pieces, 
they went quictly up again, and certified the Captain 
what had chanced, who ſatisfied himſclt that it was 
a common thing to have a Crow ot Iron flip from 
his place. Put by this occaſion we made ſtay of our 
Attempt, yet were relolved to take another or a 
better opportunity. 

For we lailed {tl} more North-ward, and Rawlins 
Eat more time to tamper with his Gunners, and the 
relt of the Engl Kenegadoes, who very willingly, 
when they con{tucred the matter, and perpended 
the Realons, gave way unto the Projcft, and with 


the Entcrprite, which was no way fit for them to do 
becaule they were no Slaves, but Rencgadoes, and 
ſo had alwavs benchcial Entertainment amongſt 
them ; bur when it was once pur in practice they 
would be fure not to fail them, bur venture their 
Lives for God and their Country. But once again 
he 1s dilappoinred, and a fulpicious Accident brought 
him to recollect his Spirits anew, and ſtudy on the 
danger of the Enterpriſe: thus it wasz After the Re- 
nceado Gunner had proteſted Secrecy by all that 
might induce a man to beſtow tome Beliet upon him, 
he preſently went up rhe Scuttle, but ſtayed not alotr 
a quarter of an hour, nav, he came ſooner down, and 
in the Gunner room lat by Rawlins, who tarricd tor 
him where he lett him; he was no fooner placed, 
and entered into lome Conterence, bur there cntcr- 
ed into the place a furious 7zrk, with his Knytc 
drawn, and preicnted it to Rawlns's Body, who vc- 
rily ſuppoſed he intended to kill him, as ſuſpicious 
that the Gunner had dilcoverd foracthing 3 whercat 
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Rawlins was much moved, and ſo haſtily asked what 
the matter meant, or whcrher he would Kill him or 
no? Obſerving his Countenance, and according to 
the nature of Jealouſic, conceiting that his colour 
had a paſſage of Change, whereby his lulpicious 
Heart condemncd -him for a I raytor; bur that at 
more leifture he {ware the contrary, and afterward 
proved faithful and induſtrious in the Enterprize: 
and for the preſent he an{wered Rawlins in this man- 
ner, No Maſter, be not afraid, Ithink he doth bur jeſt : 
with that John Rawlins gave back a little, and drew 
oat his Knitc, ſtepping alſo ro the Gunner's Sheath 
and takings out his, whereby he had two Knives to 
one, which when the Turk perceived, he threw down 
his Knife ſaying he did but jeſt with him. Bur (as I 
ſaid ) when the Gunner perceived Raw{ms took it to 
ill, he whiſper'd ſomething in his Ear, thart at laſt ſa- 
tied him, calling Hcaven to witnels, that he never 
ſpake word of the Enterprize, nor ever would, either 
to the prejudice of the Butineſs or danger of his Per- 
ſon; notwithſtanding, Rawls kept the Knives in his 
Slceves all night, and was troubled tor that he had 
made {o many acquainted with an Action of ſuch 
Importance ; but the next day, when he perceived 
the Coaſt clear, and that there was no caule of fur- 
ther fear, he ſomewhat comforted himſelf. 

All this while Raw/ns drew the Captain to lye for 
the Northern Cape, aſluring him, that thereby he 
ſhould not miſs Purchaſe, which accordingly fell Our 
as a Wiſh would have it; bur his Drift was, in 
truth, to draw him from any Supply or Second of 
Turks, it God ſhould give way to their Enterpriz? or 
lucceſs to their Victory ; yet for the preient, (the fixth 
of February ) being twelve Leagues from the Cape, 
we deſcrycd a Sail, and preſently rook the advan- 
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tage of the Wind in chafing her, and at laſt ferch'd 
her up, making her ſtrike all her Sails, whereby we 
kizew her to be a Bark belonging to Tor Bay near 
Dartmouth, that came from Aucrare laden with Salt : 
'ere we had fully diſpatched, it chanced to be foul 
Weather, fo that we could not, or at leaſt would 
not make out our Boat, but cauſed the Maſter of the 
Bark to let down his, and come aboard with his 
Company, being in the Bark but nine Men and one 
Boy ; and fo the Maſter leaving his Mate with two 
Men in the ſame, came himſelf with five Men and 
the Boy unto us; whereupon, our Turki/þ Captain 
ſent ten Turks ro man her, amongſt whom were two 
Dutch and one Englih Renegado, who were of out 
Confederacy, and acquainted with the Buſineſs. 

Burt when Rawlins law this partition of his Friends, 
before they could hoylc out their Boat for the Bark, 
he made means to ipeak with them, and rold them 
plainly, that he would proſecute the martcr either 
thar Night or the next, and therefore what'ocver 
came of it they ſhould acquaint the Erghh with his 
Reſolution, and make rowards England, bearing up 
the Helm while the Trks flept, and ſuſpected no 
ſuch matter; for by God's Grace, in his firſt Watch 
about Mid-night, he would ſhew them a Light by 
which thev might underſtand that the Enterprize 
was begun, or art lcaſt in a good forwardncls for the 
Execution : and io the Boat was let down, and they 
came to the Bark of Tor Bay, where the Maſtcr's 
Mate being icft (as before you have heard) quickly 
apprehended the matter, and heard the Diſcourlc 
with Amazement ; but time was precious, and not 
to be ſpent in diſputing or caſting of Doubts, whe- 
ther the Turks that were with them were able to ma- 
{ter them or no, being teven to 11x, conſidering t =y 
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had the Helm of the Ship, and the Turks being Soul- 


icrs and ignorant in Sea Afﬀairs, could not diſcover 
whether they went to Argzer or no; or it they did, 
they reſolved by Rawlnss Example to cut their 
Throats, or caſt them over-board: and fo I leave 
them ro make ule of the Kenegado's Inſtruſtions, and 
return to Rawlins again. 

The Maſter of the Bark of Tor-Bzy, and his Com- 
pany, were quickly ſearched, and as quickly pillaged, 
and diſmitled ro the Liberty of the Ship, whereby 
Rawlins had Icilure to entertain him with the lament- 
able News of their Extremitics, and in a Word, of 
every particular which was betting to the purpoſe: 
yea, he told him, that that Night he ſhould loſc the 
light of them, for they would make the Helm for 
Englmd, and he would that Night and evermore 
pray for their goo:] Succels and fate Deliverance. 

When the Maſter of 7or-B.y Bark had hcard him 
out, and that his Company were Partakers of his Sto- 
ry, they became all ſilent, nor cither diffideat of his 
Diſcourſe, or afraid of the Attempt, but re{8lved to 
atliſt him : yet to ſhew himſelt an underſtanding man 
he demanded of R.aw/ns what Weapons he had, anc 
in what manner he would execute the Buſineſs? To 
which he anitwered, that he had Ropes and Iron- 
Hooks to make faſt the Scurrels, Gratings, and Cab- 
bins ; he had alſo in the Gunner-room two Curtle- 
Axcs, and the Slaves had five Crows of Iron betore 
them ; beſides, in the {ſcuffling they made no queſti- 
on of ſome of the Souldiers Weapons : then tor the 
manner, he told them they were ſure of the Ord- 
nance, the Gunner-room, and the Powder, and fo 
blocking them up, would either kill them as they 
came down, or turn the Ordnance avainſt gge Cab- 
bins, or blow them into the Air by one Stratagem or 
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other : and thus were they contented on all ſides» 
and relolyed to the Lnterprizc. 

The next Morning, being the 7th day of February, 
the Prize of Tor-By was not to be ſeen or tound; where- 
at the Captain began to ſtorm and ſwear, command- 
ing Rawls to ſearch the Seas up and down for her, 
wao beltowed all that day in the bufinels, bur to 
little purpoſe : whereupon, when the Humour was 
ſpent, the Captain pacitied himſelf, as conceiting he 
ſhould ſurc find her at Argier; but by the Permitlion 
of the Rulcr of all Actions, that Argier was England, 
and all his Wickednels fruſtrated : for 'Rawlins being 
now ſtartled leaft he ſhould return in this humour tor 
the Streights, the cighth of February went down into 
the Hold, and finding a great deal of Water below, 
told rhe Captain of the ſame; adding, that it did not 
come to the Pump, which he did very politickly, that 
he might remove the Ordnance; for, when the Cap- 
tain ask*d him the reaſon, he told him the Ship was 
too far after the Head; then he commanded to ute 
the beſtqmcans he could ro bring her in order : ſure 
then, quoth Rawhns, we muſt quit our Cables, and 
bring four Picces oft Ordnance attcr, and that would 
bring the Water to the Pump, which was preſently 
pur in practice : fo the Pieces being uſually made 
talt thwart the Ship, we brought two of them with 
their Mouths right before the Biricle, and becauſc the 
Renegado Fle:mings would not begin, it was thus con- 
cluded ; that the Ship having three Decks, we that 
did belong to the Gunner-room ſhould be all there, 
and break up the lower Deck; the Eng/ih Slaves, 
who alvvays lay in the middle Deck, ſhould do the 
like, and yvatch the Scuttels: Rawlins himſelt pre- 
vailed wygh the Gunner for ſo much Povvder as ſhould 
prime the Picccs, and ſo told them all there vvas no 
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better Watch-Word nor means to begin, than vpon 
the Report of the Piece to make a Cry and Shrick, 
for God and King mes, and St. George tor Eng- 
land. 

When all things were prepared, and every man 
reſolved, as knovving vvbat he had to do, and the 
hour vyhen it ſhould happen to be ryvo in the Attcr- 
noon : Rawlins adviſed the Maſter Cmmnner to {peak 
to the Captain that the Soldiers might attend on the 
Poop, vvhich vvould bring the Ship atter ; to which, 
the Captain vvas very vvilling; and upon the 
Gunner's Information, the Souldiers got themſelves 
to the Poop, to the tumber of rwenty, and five or 
ix vvcnt into the Captains Cabbin, vyhere alvways 
lay divers Curtle-axcs, and tome Targets, ard fowr tell 
to work to pump the Watcr, and carried the mattcr 
fairly-rill the next day, vvhich vvas ſpent as the tor- 
mer, being the ninth of Februzry, and as God mult 
have the Prailc, fo the Triumph of our Victory. 

For by that time all things were prepared, and 
the Souldiers got upon the Poop, as the day betore ; 


- to avoid Suſpicion, all that did belong to the Gun- 


ner-room yycnt down, and the Slaves in the mid- 
dle Deck attcnde their Buſinels, to that we mav cait 
up our Account in this manner. firlt, nine Eng/ih 
Slaves beltdes John Rawiins, tive of the Tor- Bay mcn, 
and one Boy ; four Fng/jh Kenegadoes, and tvvo 
French, and tvvo Holtanders, in all tour and tweity 
and a Boy; fo that litting up our Hearts and Hands 
to God tor the {uccels of the Bulinels, we were won- 
dertully encourage, and fectled our {elves till the re- 
you of the Piece gave us vvarning, of the Ineerprizo. 
ow you mult conſider, that in this Company wcre 
two of Rawlins's Men, James Koe and John Davies, 
vyhom he brought out of Erg/nd, and vvhom the

Fortune of the Sea brought into the ſame Predica- 
ment vvith their Maſter. Theſe vvere employed 
about Noon to prepare their Matches, vvhillt all 
the Turks, or at lealt molt of them, ſtood on the 
Poop, ro weigh down the Ship as it vvere, to bring 
the Water forvvard to the Pump; the one breughr 
his March Iighred between rwo Spoons, the other 
brought his in a little piece of a Can; and fo in the 
Name of God, the 7Tirks and Moors bcing placed as 
vou have heard, and five and forty in number: 
Rawhns having proined the Touch-holes, James Roe 
rave Fire to one of the Pieces, about tvvo of the 
Clock in the After-noon, and the Confederates up- 
on the Warning ſhouted moſt cheartully. The Re- 
port of the Picce dizi rear and break down a!l the Bi- 
ticle, and Compatlles, and the Noiſe of the Slaves 
made all rhe Souldiers amazxd at the matter, till {ce- 
irs the Quarter of the Ship rent, and feeling the 
whole Body to ſhake under them: underſtanding the 
Ship was {urprized, and the Attempr tended to their 
utt:r Deftruftion, never Bear robb'd of her Whelps, 
was {o fell and mail; for they not onely called us 
Dogs, and crved out Vſ mee de L.tmair, which is as 
much as ro fav, the Fortune of the Wars, but at- 
t-myted to tear up the Plancks, fetring on yvork 

ammers, Harchcis, Knives, the Oars of the Boar, 
the Boar-hook., their Curtle-Axes, and vyhar cle 
came to hand, belides Stones and Bricks in the Cook 
Room : alt which, they threw amonolt us, attempr- 
ing ſtill ro break vp the Harches and Boards of the 
Sweering, nor defifiing from their former Exccrations 
ard horrible Blatphemics and Revilings. 

When John Rawlins porceived them fo violert.and 
undcrſitood how the Slaves had cleared the Decks of 
ail the Tarks and Myr, beneath, he fer a Guard up- 
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on the Powder, and charged their own Muſquers a- 
gain{t them, killing them trom divers (cout holes, both 
before and behind, and fo leflened their number, to 
the joy of all our hearts ; whereupon they cried out, 
and called for the Pilot, and fo Kawlins, with tome to 
guard him, went to them, and underltood them by 
their kneeling, that they cried for mercy, and to have 
their Lives ſaved, and they would come down, which 
he bade them do, and fo they were taken one by one 
and bound, yea killed with thcir own Currle-axcs ; 
which when the reſt perceived, they called us Englih 
Dogs, and reviled us with many opprobrious terms, 
ſome leaping over-board, crying, it was the chance of 
War; {ome were manacled, and fo thrown over- 
board, and fome were {lain and mangled with the 
Curtle-axes, till the Ship was well cleared, and our 
ſclves aliurcd of the Viftory. 

Art the firlt report of our Picce, and hurly-burly 1 
the Decks, the Caprain was writing in his Cabbin, 
and hcaring the nuile, thought it ſome ſtrange acci- 
dent, and {0 came out with his Curtle-Axe in his hand, 
preſuming by his Authoricy to pacine the mitchict ; 
But when he caſt his eyes upon us, and ſaw that we 
were like to {urprize the Ship, he threw down his Cur- 
tlc-Axe, and begged us to fave his Life ; intimating 
unto Rawlins how he had redeemed him from V1//4- 
Kiſe, and ever tince admitted him to a place of Com- 
mand in the Ship, beſides honeſt uſage in the whole 
courle of the Voyage. All which Rawlins confelled, 
and ar laſt condeſcerded to Mercv, and brought the 
Captain and five more wro Frg/ind. The Captain 
was called Rammam-Riſe, but his Chriſtian name was 
Henry Chandler, and, as they ſay, a Chandlers Son in 
Southwark , John Cood-ale was allo an Engliſh Turk, 
tichard Clark, in Turkiſh, Tatar; George Cook, Ram- 
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dam ; John Brown, Mamme ; William Winter, Mufta- 
tha: belidcs all the Slaves and Hollanders, with other 
Renegadoes, who were willing to be reconciled to 
their true Saviour, as being formerly ſeduced with 
the hopes of Riches, Honour, Preterment, and fuch 
like deviliſh Baits, to catch the Souls of mortal Men, 
and entangle Frailty in the Tarriers of horrible Abu- 
ics, and 1mpolturing Deccit. 

When all was done, and the Ship clearcd of the 
dead Bodies, John Rawlins allembled his men toge- 
ther, and with one: Conſent gave the Praiſe unto 
God, uſing the accuſtomed Service on Ship-board, 
and tor want of Books litred up tke:r Voices ro God, 
as he put into their Hearts, or renewed their Memo- 
rics; then did they fing a Pla!m; and laſt of all, cm- 
braced one another for playing the Men in {ſuch a 
Deliverance, whereby our Fear was turned into Joy, 
and trembling Hearts exhilerated, that we had eſca- 
ped ſuch incvitable Dangers, and eſpecially the Slave- 
ry and terror of Bondage, worle than Death ir {elt. 
The fame Night we wathcd our Ship, put every thing 
in as good Order as we could, repairing the broken 
Quarter, ſet up the 'Biticle, and bore up the Helm 
for England; where, by God's Grace and good pui- 
ding, wc arrived at P/mouth the thirteenth of Februa- 
ry, and were welcomed like the recovery of the loſt 
Sheep, or as you rcad of a loving Mother that run- 
neth with Embraccs to entertain her Son trom a long 
Voyage, and elcape oft many Dangers. 

As for the Bark that came from Tor-Bay, the next 
day aftcr they lett us (as you have heard) the three 
Renevadocs acquainted the Maſter's Mate and the 
two Fneh ſh in her, with Rawlinss Determination, and 
that they themlelves would be true to them, and al- 
{iſt them in avy Enterprize; then it the worlt _ 
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there were bur ſeven to fix : bur, as it fell out, they 
had' a more calie Paſlage than Turmoyl or Man- 
flaughter ; tor, they made the Turks believe the Wind 
was come fair, and that they were failing to Argier, 
till chey came within fight of Eng/znd? which one of 
them amongſt the reſt diſcovered, ſaying plainly, thar 
that Land was not Cape Vincent : Yes, faith he that 
was at the Helm, and you will be contented, and 
go down into thc Hold, and trim the*Salt over to 
Wind-ward, whereby the Ship may bear full Sail; 
you ſhall know and {ce more to morrow : whereupon 
tive of them went down very orderly, the Kenegadoes 
teigning themlelves afleep, who preſently ſtart up, and 
with the help of the wwo Enghſh, nailed down the 
Hatches, whereat the principal amongſt them much 
repined, and began to grow into Choller and Rage, 
had it not quickly been over-paſled ; for one of them 
ſtep'd ro him and dafſh'd out his Brains: the reſt were 
brought ro Exceiter, and there put in Goal, where 
they continucd until Juſtice was executed upon them.

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A remarkable Story of eight Men left in Green- 
land, Anno Chriſti, 1630. with a Relation of 
their ſtrange Preſervation until the Ship's Re- 
Inrn, 


N the Year of our Lord, 1639. May the firſt, the 
Muſcovy Merchants of London ſent a Ship called the 
Salutation of London, tor Green-land, which arrived 
there in Safety the eleventh of June following, toge- 
ther with two other Ships; all which were command- 
cd by Captain William Goodler. The Ship whercin 
the Captain was, ſtayed at Bell-ſound; this of the $.a/u- 
tation, 

ov 
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tation, at the Fore-land; and the Captain meeting 
with {tore of Whales, quickly made a great Voyage, 
and {o ſent for the Sa/utation, to take in part of ba 
Train-Oyl. By the way as they went to him, mcet- 
ing with crols Winds, the Maſter ſet cight of his 
Men on ſhore to kill ſome Veniſon, in a place where 
there uſcd to be good ſtore. Thele Men taking with 
them a Brace of Dogs, a Snap-hance,two Lances, and 
a Tinder-box, went on ſhorc, and thar day they Jaid 
fourteen good Deer upon the Ground ; and then be- 
ing weary, and the Night coming on, they betook 
themſelves to reſt, intending the next day ro make 
an-end of their Hunting, and to return to their Ship ; 
bur the next day proved toggy, and there was much 
Ice between the Shore and the Ship, and the Wind 
coming Southerly, the Ship was fain to ſtand fo far 
oft into the Sea to te clear of the Ice, that they loſt 
the fight of her; and the Weather growing thicker 
and thicker thev thought fit to hunt along the Shore 
to Green- Harbour, _ there to ſtay aboard the Ship, 
till their own Ship ſhould come into the Porr. 

In this pailage thev killed cight Deer more, and (o 
having laden their Shallop with Veniſon, they kept 
on thcir courſc to Green-Harbour ; But when they came 
thither, they found, ro their great aſtoniſhment, that 
the Ship was departed. Being thus fruſtrated of their 
expeCtation, and having but rhree daycs to the utrer- 
moſt expiration of their limited time for their depar- 
cure out of that Countrey, they thought it their beſt 
courle to make all ſpzed potlible ro Be!/-found to their 
Captain : and leſt delay ſhould prove dangerous, they 
lIighrened their. Shallop by heaving their Venizon 
over-board into the Sea; and {o they haſted all they 
might, and that night got half way ; but the dark Fog 
incrcaling, they were force:] ro come in a point of 
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Land till the next day at noon : Ar which time, the 
weather being clearer, they haſted forward ; but ha- 
ving no Compaks to dirctt their Courle by, they wan- 
dred up and down fo long till the Ships were depart- 
ed. This filled them with tear and aſtoniſhment,know- 
ing that neither Chriſtian nor Heathen had ever inha- 
biced thoſe deſolate Climartes : yea, they had heard 
that the Merchants had endeavoured, with profers of 
great Rewards, and of ſufficient Furniture, and provi- 
{10n of all things neceſlary, to hire ſome to undertake 
to winter in thoſe Parts, bur could neyer mect with 
any that would adventure their Lives to {o hazardous 
an undertaking. They had heard alſo, that the 
Company of Muſ-ovy Merchants had once procured 
the Reprieveof ſome MalctaCtors,condemned to death 
here in England, unto whom they promiſed Pardon, 
together with Rewards, and proviſion of Cloaths, Vi- 
Etuals, and all other neccflarics, if they would ſtay one 
Winter there; but when they came thicher, and took 
a view of the deſolatenels of the place, they conceived 
ſuch horror and fear in their hearts, chole rather to re- 
turn for Englind, and there to fatishc the Law with the 
loſs of their Lives, than to ſtay in fo delfolate and 
darkſome a Countrev. They remembred alſo, a more 
tcrrible Example of nine good and able men left there 
formerly by the ſame Maſter that had now lctt them, 
who all died miſerably upon the place; and whole 
Bodics were feartully disfigured by the ſavage Bears 
and hungry Foxes, which are the only Inhabitants ot 
that comtortleſs Countrey. All-which made them like 
amazcd men to ſtand one looking upon another, eve- 
ry one forc-ſecing the future calamities both ot him- 
ſelf and of his Fellows : and that which much increa- 
ſed their horrour, was, their want of a}l ncceflary Pro- 
vition for the Lite of man, having neither Cloaths to 
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keep them warm, nothing for ſhitr, nor Food to pre- 
vent the miſeries of cruel Famine, nor a Houlc where- 
in to ſhrowd themſclves from the extremity of Cold. 

But atter a ſpace, knowing that Delay in Extremi- 
ties is the Mother of all Danger, they began to con- 
ceive Hope our of the depth of Deſpair; and therefore 
they conſulted together of the likelieſt courſe for their 
prelervation in that place : and relolved upon the op- 
portunity of the next fair Weather ro go to Green- 
Harbor to kill tome Veniſon for part of their Winter 
Proviſion ; which accordingly they did, but found 
not ſo many Deer as they expected; yer the firſt day 
they killed ſeven, and four Bears to bouor, which they 
alſo intended to cat : The next day they killed fix 
Deer more; andas they returned they killed 11x more; 
and then the Weather proving foul and cold, they 
laded their Shallop with the Deer and Bears; and 
hnding another Shallop left there, as uſually they do 
from Year to Year, they laded it with Graves of 
Whales that had been boyled there that Year; and 
ſo dividing them(clves into thoſe two Shallops, they 
took the firſt opportunity of returning to Bell-ſornd, 
rotheir Tent, where they intended ro take up their 
Reſt for the Winter. 

Bur in thcir Patſage, the Night toming on, and 
the Wind blowing hard, they were forced to ſtay 
in the midſt way, art B»tte/ Cove, for that Night ; there 
they faſtened their Sha!lops one to another, and caſt- 
ing out their Anchor, they lett them riding in the 
Cove. 

Jut here again, for the Tryal of their Paricnce, 
and to teach them to relve more upon God's Provi- 
dence than upon anv outward means of their own, 
this Miſchance befellthem ; The Wind blowing hard 
into the Cove, and their Anchor coming home, their 
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Shallop ſunk into the Sea, and fo wet all their Proyi- 
lion, and ſome of it they tound ſwimming up and 
down by the Shore. The Sight hereot wonderfully 
troubled them, to {ce the belt part of their Provition, 
the only hope of their Lives under God, in danger 
cither utterly to be loſt, or to be ſpoiled by the Sea- 
Water, for which they had taken ſuch Vains, and 
run ſo many Adventures in the getting of it: and in 
this their Miſery they ſaw but one Remedy, and 
that was a deſperate one; viz. to run into the High- 
wrote Sca to their Shallops, to ſave the remainder of 
their Proviſions, now ready to be waſhed away by 
the Billows: this they did, and by main force drew 
the Shallops to the Shore, then they went along by 
the Sea fide to gather up tuch of their Proviſions as 
was ſwimming up and down; and when the Wea- 
ther proved fair, they went on to Be//-ſound, where 
being arrived, they took out their Proviſion, and 
viewed the great Tent which was built of Timber 
and Boards, and covered with Flemmiſh Tylcs; the 
uſe of it was for the Coopers to work, and lodge in 
whilſt they made Casks tor the putting up ot the 
Train Oyl; and they reſolved to build another {mall- 
er Tent within that for their Habitarion ; and accord- 
ingly taking down a lefler Tent that ſtood near to 
it, wherein the Land-men lay whilſt they made their 
Oyl, they fetched their Materials from thence, both 
Boards, Poſts, and Raftcrs, and from the Chimneys 
of the Furnaces they rook a thouſand Bricks; thev 
found allo tour Hogſhcads of Lime, which mingled 
with Sand from the Shore, made good Mortar ; bur 
the Weather was grown ſo cxtream cold, that thev 
were fain to make wo Fires on both fides ro keep 
their Mortar from freezing : then they raiſed a Wall 
of one Brick thicknels againſt the inner Planks of 
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the fide of the Tent ; but by that they had walled 
ewo ſides of their Houſe, their Bricks tailed, fo that 
they were forced ro build the other two {1des of 
Boards, which bcing nailed on both fides the Polls, 
they were hollow between, which they filled up with 
Sand, that made ir fo tight, that the lea(t breath of 
Air could not pothibly annoy them. The length of 
their Tent was 20 toot, and the breadth 16; their 
Chimncy was the breadth of a Dea}-board, ard four 
toot high; they ſciled it with boards hve or 11x times 
double, that no Wind could pothibly ger thorough : 
the Door they made as clole as they could, and lincd 
't with a Bed that they found there, which came over 
both the opening and ſhutting of it ; they made no 
Windows, having no Light but what carr e thorough 
the Chimney; then fer they up four Cabins, quar- 
tering themſelves ewo and two in a Cabin; their 
Beds were the Deer Skins drycd, which was a warm 
and comfortable Lodging for them m their Diltrels. 
Their next Car? was for Kiring ; and finding {even 
old Shallops which were unſcrviceable. they brake 
them up, and ſtowed them over the Beams in the 

reat Tent to make it the warmer, and to keep the 
$ now from driving thorough the Tylcs incothe T ent: 
and bv this time the cold cncrea{fng, and ſcarce ha- 
ving any day at all, thev ſtaved fome empry Cask, 
and brake two old Coolers {wherein they cooled their 
Ovl) providing whatſocyer firins they conld, with- 
out prejudice to the next Years Vovazc: yet conft- 
dering the ſmall quantity of Fuel, the Extremity of 
Cold, and the long time of their Abode, they hul- 
banded 1t as thrittily as poſlibly they could. 

Having thus fheted every thing in the beſt man- 
ner thev were able, on the tweltth of Septen;ber look- 
ing our into the Sound, they efpyced two Sca Horlzs, 
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up an old ing-iron, they haſted ro them, and 
firſt flew the old'one and then the'young one :. and 
ſo bringing them aſhore,they flayed them,roſted,and 
eat them. Not long aſter, they killed another; bur 
the Nights and cold Weather increaſing on them 
and they viewing their Proviſion, found it too ſmall 
by half; whercupon they ſtinted themſelves to one 
reaſonable meal a day, and agreed to faſt Wedneſ- 
days and Fridays excepting from the Graves, or Frit- 
ters of the Whale, ( which was a very Joathſom 
meat ) of which they allowed themſelves ſufficient 
for their preſent hunger : at which Diet they con- 
tinued about three Months. 

| Having finiſhed whatever they could invent for 
their Preſeryation, they found that all their Cloaths 
and Shoes were torn ; to repair which, they had this 
new device; of Rope-yarn they made thread, and 
of Whale-bones Needles,to ſew their cloaths withal : 
But Ottober the tenth, the Nights being grown very 
long, and the Cold fo violent, that all the Sea was 
frozen over, and they having nothing now to exer- 
ciſe their minds upon, were troubled with a thou- 
ſand imaginations ; ſometimes they bewailed their 
abſence from their Wives and Children, thinkin 
what gricf it would be to them to hear of their mil- 
carriage : then thought they of their Parents, and 
what a cutting corroſive it would be to them to hear 
of their untimely deaths, &c. and being thus tor- 
mented in their minds with fear and grief, and pinch- 
cd in their Bodics with hunger and cold, the hide- 
ous monſter of Deſperation preſented his nglieſt 
ſhape unto them : But thinking it not beſt to give 
way to grief and fear, they doubled their Prayers 


fo Almighty God for ſtrength and Patience in their 
mi 
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miſeries, by whole Affiſtance, they ſhook off their 
former Thoughes, and cheared up themſelves to uſe 
the beſt means for their Preſervation. 

Then, for the betrer husbanding of their Veniſon 
and lengthning of their fiering, they thought beſt 
to roaſt eycry day half a Deer, and to ftow it in 
Hogſheads, which accordingly they did rev ſo 
much raw as would ſerve to roaſt every Sabbath ay 
a Quarter, &c. And when this was over, on Ag 
again to think of their enſuing Miſery, which they 
found much aggravated, by reaſon their Whale- 
Fritters, after they had been drenched in the Sea 
Water, lying cloſe together, were grown monldy 
and ſpoiled ; and _ ſugveying their Bear and 
Veniſon, they found that it would not afford them 
five Meals a Week, whereupon they were fain to 
cut off one Meal more; fo that for three months at- 
ter, four days in the Week they fed upon the unſa- 
youry, mouldy Whale-Fritrers, and the other three 
they feaſted with Bear and Veniſon: But befidesthe 
want of Meat, they now began to want Light, fo 
that all their Meals were Suppers; for from the four- 
reenth of Offober to the third of February, they ne- 
ver ſaw the Sun, ſo much as aboyethe Horizon ; 
but the Moon, when not obſcured with Clouds 
they always ſaw ſhining as bright as in England ; all 
which darkſome time, they could not certainly tell 
when ir ſhould be day and when night. 

In the beginning of this Darkneſs they foughr 
ſome means to preſerve Light, and finding a piece 
of Shcet-lcad, and ſome Oyl'in the Coopers Tents, 
and Rope-yarn, they made a Lamp, which they 
kept continually burning, and'was a great Comfort 
to them in their extremity : and ide, Comfort 
was much wanting to them; for, in the beginning, 
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of January the Weather was {o vehement cold, that 
it raiſed Bliſters on their Fleſh as if they had been 
burnt with Fire, and if at any time they touched 
Tron it would ſtick to their Fingers like Bird-lime ; 
it they went out a doaxs to fetch in a lirtle Water, it 
would fo pinch them, that they were ſore as if they 
had been beaten. In the beginning of Winter, 
with Pick-axes breaking the Ice daily, they got 
ſome Water on the Sea Shore; bur, after the tenth 
of January they had none but Snow-Water which 
they melted with hot Trons, which was their only 
Drink till the twentieth of May following, 

- By the laſt of January the Days were ſeven or 
cight Hours long, and then viewing their Vidtuals 
in, they found that it would not laſt above {ix 
Weeks langer, which: made them fear further Fa- 
mine; but they had recourſe tro God, who they 
knew could ſupply chem beyond their Hopes. 
ing out on a bright day, they ſaw a great 
ſhe Bear with her Cub, coming rowards their T ent ; 
whereupon, arming themſelves with their Lances, 
thev went forth, and ſtaid her coming ſhe ſoon 
calt her greedy Eyes upan them, and hoping to de- 
your them, haſted towards them; but, with their 
Lances they gave her {uch an hearty Welcome, that 
ſhe tumbled upon the ground, biting the Snow for 
Anger: the Cub ſceing this eſcaped by Flight : The 
Weather was ſo extream. cold, that they were fain 
preſently to retire into the Tent, and having warm- 
ed themſelves, they drew in.the dcad Bear, where- 
with they dined merrily, and this Bear ſerved them 
twenty days; only this milchance they had, eating 
her Liver,, ir wi their Skin pech-off. When ſhe 
was ſpent, they yet fcarcd that their: Veniſon would 
not hold out till the Fleet conn from England ; but

Nature): the 
only, Daygbtcr of Ordgerw,, Duke of Devonſhire, 
founded; {os loud in thole Weſtern parts, that the 
Eccho.therddf was heard: into King Edgar's Court, 
and entcted:his Ears, which ever lay open.to give 
tis Eyes the' of Defare, and his wantorrthoughts 
the Reins 'of Will: to try; the Truth. whereof, he 
ſecretly. ſent: his Minion or::Favourite, Earl Ethet- 
wold of Eaft-Anglii, who well-could j of Beaury, 
and knew the Dyet of the Kang, with-Commilli 
that if the Pearl proved fo orient it ſhould be 1cizr 
tor Fdgar's' bwn wearing, who ment ta make her 


his Queen,' and Ordgarss the Father of a King. 


Fthelwood a jolly youog Gallant, poſted into De- 
vonſkire, and gueſt-wiſe viſited Duke Ordgaras his 
Court ;- where ſeeing the Lady 'ſ{urpaſting: the*Re- 
_ blam'd Fame's - over-{1ght | for ſounding her 

raiſe in ſo-baſe and leaden a Trumpet; and whol- 
ly furprized with her Loyc himſelf, began to wooe 
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the Virgin, yea, and with her Father's good liking, 
ſo as the King would give his Afſent. Earl Ethet- 
wold returning, related, that the Maid indeed was 
fair, but yet her Beauty much augmented by babling 
Reports, and neither her Feature or Parts any wile 
befiring a King. Edgar miltruſting no Rival in his 
Love, nor dreaming falſe Fellowſhip in Wooing 
did, with a ow. 1 ought, pals over Elfrida, and 
pitch'd his AﬀeCtions the faſter another way. Earl 
Ethelwold following the Game now on Foot, de- 
ſired Edgar's Atliſtance to bring it to a ſtand, pretend- 
ing not ſo much for any liking to the Lady as to 
raiſe his own Fortunes by being her Father's Heir 
to which the King yielded, and ( om—_ of what 
had paſſed ) follicited Ordgarws in the behalf of his 
Minion Ethelwold, T ke, glad to be ſhroud- 
ed under the fayour of {uch a Fayourite, willingly 
conſented, and his Daughters Deſtiny's Ae 7a) 
Earl Ethelwold. 

The Marriage folemnized, and the Fruits thereof 
a ſhort time enjoyed, the Fame of her Beauty be- 
gan to be ſpread, and that with a larger. Epithet than 

ly it had been: whereupon, Edgar much 

doubting of double dealing, laid bis Angle fair to 
catch this great Gull; and bearing no ſhew of wrong 
or ſuſpe&, invited himſelf ro hunt in his Parks; 
and forthwith repairing into thoſe parts, did not a 
litle grace his old Seryant, to the great Joy of Ord- 
garus the Duke.

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Having taken upon her this Reſolution, to be a 
righr Woman, and like a true Daughter of Eve, 
deliring nothing more than the thing torbidden,ſhe 
made preparation ro put it in Praftice : Her Body 
ſhe endulced wigh the ſweeteſt Balms, diſplayed her 
Hair, and beſpangled it with Pearls, bcltrewed her 
Breaſts with Rubies and Diamonds, rich Jewels 
like Stars depended at her Neck, and her other 
ts every way alike, coſtly and ſuitable, ſo 
that ſhe ſeemed the Paragon of Nature, and appear- 
ed rather like an Angel than an earthly Creature.

1he Story of Mackbeth, K ing of Scotland. 


"oe the Year of our Lord, 1949. one Dean 
was King of Scotland, who being of a ſoft, gen- 
tle Nature, unapt for Warlike Exerciſes, and to 
govern {o robnſtious and rough a Pcople as the 

Scots ; 
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Scots; he therefore, in all matters of Importance,em- 
ployed two of the principal of his Nobles Mackbeth 
and Bangaho. "Theſe two travelling together toward 
Fores, whereas the King then lay, they went {port- 
ing by the way together, without other Company 
ſaving only themlelves; as they thus journeyed 
thorough the Woods and Fields, ſuddenly, in the 
midſt of a Launde, there mer them three Women, 
in ſtrange and antick Apparel, reſembling Creatures 
of an elder World ; whom when they atrentively 
beheld, wondering much at ſuch an uncouth fight, 
the firlt of them ſpake and ſaid, All hail Mackeeth, 
Thane of Glammis : ( Thane was a Title unto which 
that of Eer/ afterwards ſucceeded ; and he had new- 
ly entered into that Dignity of Gl/zmmis by the 

ath of his Father who was Thane thereot;) the (c- 
cond of them ſaid, Hail Mackbeth Thane of Cawder; 
and the third coming up to him, ſaid, All hail 
Mackbeth that hereafter ſhall be King of Seot/and. 
This is unequal dealing ſaid Banquho, tro give my 
Friend all the Honours, and none unto me; yes, 
( faith the firſt of them) we promile greater. Benefis 
unto thee, than unto him, farhe ſhall reign indeed, 
but with an unlucky end; neither ſhall he leave any 
Itlne behind him . to ſticceed in his place ; where 
contrarily, thou indecd ſhalt not reign at all, bur 
of thee thoſe ſhall be born which ſhall govern the 
Scottiſh-Kingdom by long Order of continual De- 
{cent: and having ſaid theſe Words, they imme- 
diately vaniſhed” our of their fight. 

This ſtrange Apparition was reputed at the firſt 
but ſame vain fantaſtical Illution by Mackberh and 
Bng'tho ; infoimch, that B mquh» would oftentimes 
tn jelt, call Mackbet5 King of Scotland, and Mackbeth 
again woul:} call! hm in fport licewite, the Father 

Ot 
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of many Kings. But afterwards, upon more ſerious 
Conſideration, the common Opinion was, thar 
theſe Women were the Werrd Siſters, viz. the God- 
deſſes of Deſtiny ; or elſe ſome Nymphs or Fairies, 
endowed with knowledge of Prophecy by their Ne- 
cromantical Science, becauſe every thing came to 
paſs as they had ſpoken. 

For, ſoon after their Arrival at Court, the Thane 
of Cawder being condemned of Treaſon againſt the 
King, his Title, Lands, Livings, and Offices, were 
piven, of the King's Liberality, unto Mackbeth. 

The ſame Night at Supper Banquho jeſted with 
him, and faid, Now Macketh thou haſt obtained 
thoſe things which the two tormer Siſters promiſed, 
there remaineth only for thee to purchaſe that which 
the' third ſaid ſhould come to pals. Encouraged 
thus - Banquho's Words, but more by aflurance 
of his Jying hand, he refolycd not to be wanting 
to himſelf to fulfill the Prophecy of the third Weird; 
his Wife allo exicomeging kia much tothe Attempt 
being very ambitious, and burning with unquench- 
able deſire ro bear the name of a Queen. 

Hereupon, to put his diſloyal Thoughts into Ex- 
ecution, he murthers the King; and by reaſon of 
his Command among the Souldiers and conumon 
People, he ſucceeded in his Throne, and was crown- 
ed at Scone, the uſual place for the Coronation of 
their Kings : and being thus inveſted in the Regal 
Chair, he, for a while uſed great Juſtice and Libe- 
rality amongſt his Subjes, whereby he gained the 
- +1 goom boch of the Nobles and Common Peo- 
ple. 

But, as commonly thoſe who make a Ladder of 
Miſchief to climb up to Promotion, are ever jealous 
of thole who may prejudice their unjuſt Titles, fo 
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he calling ro Mind the Prediftion given to his Com- 
panion Banguhs, whom hereupon ſuſpecting as his 
Supplanter, he cauſed to be killed, rogerher with 
his whole Kindred, Fleance his Son only, with much 
difficulty, elcaping into Wales. Glad he was now 
that he was freed from this Fear, but yet, tor bis 
further Security, he built a ſtrovg Caſtle on the top 
of an high Hill called Danjnane, ten miles from 
Perth, on \uch a _—_ height, that ſtanding there 
aloft, a man might behold well near all the Coun- 
tries of Angus, Fife, Stermond, and Ernedale, as it 
were lying underneath him, making this his ordi- 
ro Seat ; yet could not his guilty Conſcience be 
ſtill ſecure; bur, upon new Fears conſulting with 
certain Wizards about his future Eſtate, was told by 
one, that he ſhould never be overcome till Bername 
Wood (which was ſome few miles diſtant) did come 
to Dunſinane Caltle ; and by another, that he ſhould 
never be {lain by any Man born of a Woman.; Sc- 
cure:then as-he thought, he omitted no kind of Li- 
bidiouſneſs or Cruelty, putting to Death many of 
his Nobles upon flight pretences, thereby to get 
their :Eſtates into# his hands. Mackduffe, T hane of 
Fife ſecing no end of his Ln cd into Erg- 
land to Malconme Cammore, a Prince of the Royal 
Blood, perſuading him to take'upon him the Cxown 
of: Scotland, and to free his Country from to detc- 
{table a Tyrant; and o far he prevailed, that Ma/- 
contre, with Syword, Earl of Northumberland, and 
ten thouſand well appointed Souldicrs, marched. in- 


-to Scotland, rw _ whom joyned lome tew Patriots | 


which had not yet felt the T'yrants Sword. Thee 
marching with as much Priyacy as { great antAr- 
my. could be capable of, came one Night to, Ber- 


maze Wood, and carly in the Morning marched, 


every 
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every Man bearing a Bough in his hand the better 
ro keep them from Diſcovery, toward Dun'naze 


Caſtle, which they preſently took by Scalado. Mack: 
beth eſca ing, was purſued, over-taken, and urged 
to fight by Mackdyffe, ro whom the Tyrant halt in 
Scorn replyed, that in vain he attempted his death, 
for it was his Deſtiny never to be ſlain by any man 
born of a Woman; now then is thy fatal Hour 
come, faid Mackduffe, for I was never born of a 
Woman, bur violently cut out of my Mothers Bel- 
ly, ſhe dying before her Delivery ; which Words 
o daunted the Tyrant, though otherwiſe a man of 
gvod Performance, that he was eaſily lain, and 
Malcolmne Cammore, the true Heir of the Crown, 
ſeated in the Throne. 

In the mean time, whilſt theſe things were ating, 
Fleance the Son of Banguho ſo thrived in Wales, that 
he grew into great fayour and eſtimation with the 
Prince of that Countrey, and into ſuch familari 
with his Daughter, that ſhe, of courreſie, in the end, 
ſoftered him to get her with Child ; which bein 
once underſtood, herFather the Prince conceived fuck 
hatcful diſpleaſure towards Feance,that he finally flew 
him,and held his Daughter in moſt vile ſtate of ſer- 
vitude, for that ſhe bad conſented to be on this wile 
deflowred by a Stranger. 

At the laſt yet ſhe was delivercd of a Son, na- 
med Walter, who within few ycars proved a Man 
of greater Courage and Valiancy than any other 
had commonly been found, although he had no 
better bringing up than ( by his Grand-tathers Ap- 
pointment) amongſt the baler ſort of People. How- 
beit he ſhewed ever, cven from his Infancy, that 
there reigned in him a certain ſtoutnels of Stomach, 
ready to attempt high Enterpxizcs. It chanced, that 

falling 
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falling out with one of his Cmpenions, after many 
taunting Wotds which paſſed betwixt them, the 
other, to his Reproach, objected that he was Ille- 
gitimate ; wherewith being ſorc kindled, in his ra- 
ing Fury he ran upon him and flew him out of 
Fad; then was he glad to flee out of Wales: and 
coming into Scotland to ſeek ſome Friendſkip there, 
he happened into the Company of ſuch Engliſh 
men as were come thither with Queen Margaret, 
the Siſter of Edgar Atheling, who was married to 
Malcolne ; and now he behaved himſelf fo ſoberly 
in all his Demcanour, that within a while he was 
highly clſteemed amongſt them. 
ot long after, by ſuch means attaining to the 
degree of high Repuration, he was ſent with a great 
Power of Men into the Weſtern Ifles, into Galloway 
and other parts of the Realm, to deliver the ſame 
of the Tyranny and injurious Oppreſſion there ex- 
erciſed by divers miſgoverned Perſons; which En- 
rerprizc, according to his Commiſſon, he atcheived 
with ſuch prudent Policy and Man-hood, that im- 
mediately upon his Return to the Court he was 
made Lord Steward of Scotland; from which Office 
the name of Steward became as the Sir-name of all 
his Poſterity. From this Water deſcended that Ro- 
bert Steward, who was after, in Right of his Wile, 
King of Scot/and; fince which time, there was ſuc- 
celliyely nine Sovereigns of that Name in Scot/nd, 
and three in England, King James, King Charts 
che Firſt, and King Charles thie Second.

F all the Paſſions which poſſeſs the Spirits of 
Men, there is none which yields ſuch variety 
of Admiration and Wonder as thoſe of Love; of 
which, I ſhall give you herein a moſt notable Ex- 
ample, ſcarcely to be parallelV'd in any of our Ro- 
mantick Stories, did not we know the Power of 
Beauty, how it ſubdues far beyond the Sword, by 
conquering the Conquerours, and making all things

In our Metropolitan City of London, there lived 
a Coſtermonger, who had only one Daughter, but 
ſhe the Paragon of Nature, of an admirable Beauty ; 
and thereto was added firch Excellencics of inward 
Qualifications, as made her to be defired in Marri- 
age by many young Gallants and other wealthy Ci- 
tizens: Bur Love, that knows no Laws nor Limita- 
tions, had ſetled her AﬀeCtions upon a young Page, 
whole ſmooth "Tongue and complacent Carriage

But under this green Graſs of Diffimulation lav 
lurking the Serpent of Ingratitude and Deceit; for 
this innocent Maid miſtruſting no Evil, as intend- 
ing none, was by the fly Infinuations of that Decei- 
ver, whoſe Loye was Lucre, and Faith Falſhood, 
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under Pretence of ſceing ſome Friends, carried on 
Board of a Barbadoes Ship, where this wicked Wretch 
(O Grief to hear) for rwenty Pounds moſt villa- 
nouſly ſold her ro-be a Slave.

This wicked Wrerch having received his Money, 
departeth home with the Reward of Iniquity; t 
whulſt the Ship ſet Sail from Graveſ-end, manned 
with fouricore tall Men, and the Wind ſtanding 
fair, they ſmoothly glide along the Thames, anden- 
ter into that yaſt Gulph, the boundleſs Ocean ; but 
the Heavens being angry for the forcible carrying 
away of this innocent Virgin, ſent forth ſuch a vio- 
lent Tempeſt on the Sea, as made the ſtoureſt Spi- 
rit of them all to tremble; for they had- not failed 
far, when there aroſc a foggy Miſt trom out the 
Seas, fo that the clearnels of the Skics might not be 
{cen for the darknels of the Air, dreadtul Flaſhes of 
Lightning ſeemed to have ſer the Seas on Fire, and 
terrible Vollics of Thunder threatned the ſhaking of 
the Heavens, and ſundring of the Earth ; Showers 
of Rain poured down amain, which, with the Impe- 
tuoſity of the Winds, cauſed Showers of Tears to 
trickle down the Checks of the ſtouteſt Spirits there,

entring into. the hands of more violent Enemies 
than Storms: and Tempeſts; for, being by the Fury 
of the Seas brought upon the Coaſt 0 ang vc 
were eſpyed by a Turkih man of War, belonging 
to Tunis, a Recepracle of Pirates under the Procecti- 
on of the Grand Seignior, who preſently ſeized u

fiſtance ; and having d her, ſecured her 
Goods, carrying all the Perſons thereot into the 
Town; who (according tothe Cuſtom of that place) 
wexeammediately committed to Priſon.

©* gli. | | 

Accordingly, in purſuance of his intended Pur- : 
poſe, he akeh the lovely Damſel out of Priſon, | 
treats her nobly, and cloaths her gorgeovſly ; who, | 
not willing to hide thoſe Luſtres wherewith ſhe ha 
captivated the Eyes of thole Mahumetans, a—_ | 
her utmoſt Skill, with the bravery of A , to 
add to thoſe Perfeftions of Nature. In the mean 
time, a Meſſenger is diſpatched to the Grand Seig- 
nior's Court, to certifie him of the beautiful Prize 
which was coming to him ; the Govyernour, with 
his Charge, following more leiſurely after. When 
they put forth to Sea, it is ſaid, that the Fiſhes dan- 
ced and leaped about their Ship, and though it was 
a Serene time and very calm Weather, yet the Bil- 
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lows roſe up gently, as it were to behold her Face 3 
and having ſeen it, ſunk down again, as it were in 
Obeylance to her.

Hiſtorical Obſervations out of ſeveral Authors. 


T fuch time as the Tartars hag roreign, and 
were firſt known in the World, there were 

four Brethren, the eldeſt of which, Mongn, reigned 
in Sedia. Thelc purpoling to ſubdue the World, 
went one to the Eaſt, another to the North, to the 
South a third, which was V1:n, and the other tothe 
Weſt. This Y4zr having an Army of an hundred 
thouſand Horſe, belides Foot, fought againſt the 
F 4 Caliph 
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Caliph of Baldach, a great City in the Confines of 
Tartaria, whom he overcame, and took both him 
and his City, whercin he found infinite ſtore of 
Treaſure; at which, he greatly wondring, ſent for 
the Caliph, whom he ſharply reproved, that having 
ſo much Treaſure, he would not thercwith»provide 
himſelf of Souldiers for his Defence; and therctore, 
commanded that he ſhould be incloſed in that Tow- 
er where his Treaſure was, without any other Su- 
ſtenance, ſo long as he lived. This ( ay the Hi- 
ſtorians of that time) ſeemed a juſt Judgment from 
cur Lord Jeſus Chriſt on him : for he, in the year 
1225. ſecking to convert the Chriſtians to Mahomet, 
and taking advantage on that place of the Goſpel, 
that he which hath Faith a4 much as agrain of Muſtard- 
ſeed ſbould be able to remove Mountains; He convent- 
cd all the Chriftians, Neſtorians, and FJacobites, and 
ropounded to them in ten days to remove certain 
ountains, or turn Mahometans, or be lain, as 
not having one man amongſt them which had the 
leaſt Faith. They therefore continucd eight days in 
Prayer: after which, a certain Shoo-maker , by 
Revelation to a Biſhop, was deſigned to perform it. 
This Shoo-maker, once tempted to Luſt by fight 
of a young Woman, in putting on her Shoo, zca- 
louſly had fuifilled char of the Goſpel, and litcrally 
had put out his right Eye: he now, on the day ap- 
pointed, with other Chriſtians, tollowing the Croſs, 
and lifting his hands to Hcaven; prayed to God to 
have Mercy on his People; and then with a loud 
Voice commanded the Mountain. in the Name of 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, to remove, 
which preſently, with great Terror to the Catiph 
and all his Pcoplc, was effeted. And that day was 
for a long, time aftcr kept holy, with faſting allo on 
the Eycning. In 
. 
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In Draugiana, a Province of Perſia, near unto a 
City called Mulebet, lived a ſeditions Perjian, named 
Aladine, commonly called the o/d man 'of the moun- 
tainz he had, in a pleaſant Valley berwixt two 
Mountains, very high, made a goodly Garden, fur. 
niſhed with the beſt Trees and Froke e could find, 
adorned with divers Palaces and Houſes of Pleaſure, 
beautified with Gold Works, Pictures, and Furni- 
tures of Silk. There, divers Pipes, anſyvering di- 
vers parts of theſc Palaces, vvere (cen to run Wine 
Milk, Honey, and clear Water. In them he ha 
placed goodly Damſfels, skiltul in Songs, and In- 
ſ{truments of Muſick and Dancing, and ro make 
$ports and Delights unto men, vvhatloever they 
could imagine. They vvere allo fairly attired in 
Gold and Silk, and vyere ſeen to go continually 
GEE in the Garden and Palaces. This Place 
thus furniſhed yvith Delights, he had made in imi- 
tation of Mahomet, yvho had promiſed {uch a fen- 
{ual Paradile tro his devour Follovversz the entrance 
into yvhich he tortihed vvith a ſtrong Caſtle called 
Tigado. Hicher he brought all the luſty Youths 
he could light on, caſting them into Priſon, vvhere 
they endured much Sorrovy and Woe. And vyhen 
he thought good, he cauſcd a certain Drink to be 
| them, which caſt them into a dead {lcep : then 

e cauſed them to be carried into divers Chambers 
of the ſaid Palaces, where they ſaw the things aforc- 
laid as ſoon as they awaked; each of them having 
thole Damſels to miniſter Meats and excellent 
Drinks, and all varieties of Pleaſures to them, inſo- 
much, that the Fools thought themſelves to be in 
Paradiſe indeed. Having enjoyed this Happineſs a 
whole day, they were in a like Sleep canveyed to 
their Irons again ; after which, he cauſed them = 


- 
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be brought into his Preſence, and ; —q— where 
they had been; which an{wered, 4 your Grace, 
in Paradife, and recounted all the Particulars be- 
fore mentioned. Then the-old man an(wered, this is 
the Commandment of our Prophet, That whoſoever 
defends his Lord, he makes him enter into Paradiſe: 
and if ye will be obedient ro me, and hazard your 
Lives 1n my Quarrel, ye ſhall have this Grace. 
This fo animated them, that they {wore to be obe- 
dient to his Commands; and he was thought hap- 
py whom the old man would command any thing, 
though it coſt him his Lite 3 that other Lords, 
and his Encmies, were flain by theſe his Aſugines, 
which expoſed themſelves to- all Dangers, and con- 
remned their Lives. Theſe men the Italians call 
Aſſaſſmes, (whence we uſe the Phraſe to Aſaſſinate) 
the name importing as much as Thieves or Cut- 
throats: ſuch a one was he who murdered the 
Count of Tripols, in the Wars for the Holy Land ; 
and ſuch a:onc was he, who ſo deſperately wound- 
cd our Edward the Firſt, ar the Siege of Acon, with 
a poyloned Knife, whoſe Venome could by no 
mcans be, allwaged, till his vertuous Wi ite { pra 
ſing herein a moſt rare Example of conjugal Love) 
ſucked ,out the Poylon, which, her loye made ſweet 
to her delicate Pallatc;- ſo-ſovereign a Medicine is a 
Witec's: Tongue, angintcd with the Vertue of love- 
ly AﬀeCtion : and indeed,- it isno wonder that Love 
ſhould do Wonders which is it ſelf a Wonder. This 
Aladine thus playing the Tyrant, and robbing all 
which paſſed that way z Vn, in the Year 1262. 
{ent and beſieged his Caſtle, which, after three years 
Sicge, they rook, flew him. and ruined his Paradilc, 
not being ablc,tor want of Vadtuals, ro hold our lon- 
gcr, | 
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Paulus Venetws reporteth, that in a City called 
Samarchan, ſubje& to the Nephew of the Great 
Cham of Tartary, the Brother of the Great Cham, 
named Zagataz, governed that Country ; who be- 
ing cd to become a Chriſtian, the Chriſtians, 
thorough his Fayour, built a Church, in honour of 
Se. John Bapti#, with ſuch Cunning, that the whole 
Root thereof was ſupported by one Pillar in the 
midſt z under which, was feta ſquare Stone, which 
by favourot their Lord, was taken fron: a Building 
of the Saracens: Zagathai's Son {ucceeded after his 
Death in the'Kingdom, bur not in the Faith ; from 
whom, the Saracens obtained, that the Chriſtians 
ſhould be compelled ro reſtore that Stone : and 
when they offered a {ufficient valuable Price, the 
Saracens refuſed to receive any other Compoſition 
than the Stone; bur the Pillar lifred up it (elf, thar 
the Saracens might take away their Stone, and {o

About the Year of our Lord 409. one Agilmond 
was 'King' of the Lombards, inhabiting Parnonig, 
now called Himgary. This King one morning go- 
ing a hunting, 'as he was riding by a Fiſh-pond he 
ſpied ſeven Children fprawling for Life, which one 
as fairh Paklus Diaronw) or (it may be) many 
Harlots had been delivered of, and barbaroufly 
thrown into the Water. ' The King amazed-at this 
SpeCtacle, put his Boar-{pcar or Hunting-pole among 
them ; one' of the Children's hands faſtned to the 
Spear, and the King ſoftly drawing back his Hand, 
wafred the Child to the . This Boy he na- 
med Lamiſſus, from Lama, which in their Language 
ſignified a Fiſh-pond. He was in the King's Court 
carefully brought up, where there appeared in him 
fuch Tokens of Vertuc and Courage, that _ the 
cath 
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Death of Agiimond, he was by the Lombards cho- 
ſen to lucceed him. 

In the time of the wy Frederick Barbaroſa, 
Anno 11G1. Beatrix the Empcrout's Wife, coming 
to ſee the City of Milain in Italy, was, by the irre- 
verent People, firſt impriſoned, and then moſt bar- 
barouſly handled ; for they placed her on a Mule, 


with her Face towards the Tail, which ſhe was 


compelled ro uſe inſtead of a Bridle : and, when 
they had thus ſhewn her to all the Town , they 
brought her to a Gate and kicked her out. To re- 
venge this Wrong, the Emperour beſieged and for- 
ced the Town, and.adjudged all the People to die, 
fave ſuch as would undergo this Ranſome : Between 
the Buttocks of a skittiſh Mule a bunch of Figs was 
faſtened ; and ſuch as would live, muſt, with their 
hands bound behind, run after the Mule, till, with 
their Teeth, they had ſnatched qut ane or more of 
the Figs. This Condition, beſides the hazard of 
many a ſound Kick, was by moſt accepted and 
performed. Since which time, the. Italians, when 
they intend to {coff or diſgrace one, uſe to put their 
Thumb between two of their gs and ſay, E:- 
co, [4 fico; which is counted a Dilgrace anſwerable 
to our Engliſh Cuſtom, of wn - Horns to that 
Man whom we ſuſpett to be a Cuckold. 

Giraldus Cambrienſis, who wrote an Hiſtory of Ire- 
Lind, reporteth, that in his timc, in the North of Eng- 
land, a knot of Youngſters took a Nap in the fields. 
As one of them lay ſnorting with his Mouth gaping 
as though he would have caughr Flies, ir happened 


that a Snake or Adder flipt into his Mouth, and gli- 


ded down into his Belly, where harbouring ir ſelf, 
it began to roam up and down, and to feed on the 
young man's Entrails.

that if ir with his gracious Will, ei- 
ther wholly to bereave him of his Life, or elſe of his 
unſpeakable mercy to caſe him of his Pain. The 
Worm would never ceaſe from gnawing the Pati- 
ent's Carcaſs, but when he had taken his repaſt ; and 
his Meat was no ſooner digeſted, than it would give 
a freſh onſet in boring his Guts. Divers Remedies 
were ſought, as Medicines, Pilgrimagesto Saints, but 
all could not prevail. Being at _ ſchooled by 
the grave Advice of ſome ſage and expert Father, 
who willed him to make his ſpeedy repair to Ireland, 
where neither Snake nor Adder would live. He pre- 
ſently thereupon would tra& no time, but busked 
himſelf oyer Sea, and arrived in Ire/and. He had no 
ſooner drank of the Water of that Iſland, and eaten 
of the Vittuals thereof, but forthwith he killed the 
Snake, avoided it downward, and fo being luſty and 
wm he returned into England. 
hen David Bruce was King of Scotland, in the 
beginning of his Reign, for the Jet proof of exer- 
cifing Juſtice among them that covered to live b 
truth, and to have more ready occaſion to puni 
others that meant the contrary ; he commanded that 
Saddles and Bridles, with all ether ſuch Inſtruments 
and Stuff as pertained,co Husbandry, ſhould be left 
abroad both day and night without the doors : and 
if it chanced that any of them were ſtollen or taken 
away, the Sheriff of the Shire ſhould cither cauſe the 


ſame to be reſtored again, or elſe ro pay for it out of 


his own Purſe. During the time, whilſt ſuch ſtrait 
puniſhment was executed againſt Offenders, it for- 
runed that a Carle of the Countrey, becauſe he durſt 
not ſteal other mens goods, ſtole his own Plow-Irons, 
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that he pnight have the value of them recompenced 
ro binfy the Sheriff: but ſuch o__ was uſed in 
the range and tryal who had the Plow-Irons, that 
finally the truth came to light; whereupon for his 
crafty falſhood, the Party guilty was banged, as he 
had well deſerved. 

Heliogabalus being choſen. Emperour of Rome, al- 
ſumed the name of Antonine. His Apparel was ex- 
treme brave and gorgeous, and yet he never wore 
one Garment twice. His Shoos were embelliſhed 
with Diamonds, and Oricncal Pearls of the greateſt 
price. His Seats were {trewed with Musk and Amber. 
His Beds were covered with Cloth of Gold, tiflucd on 
Purple, and emboſſed with Gems of incſtimable 
value. His Way was ſ{trewed with filings of Gold 
and Silyer. His Veſlels, even of baſeſt ule, were of 
the pureſt Gold. His Lamps burned with precious 
Balms and Gums of Indza and Arabia. His Fiſh- 
Ponds were filled with Roſe-water. His Ships, in 
their Theatrical Sea-fights, loatcdin Rivers of Wine. 
His Baths, moſt magnificently builr, when he had 
once uſed them, were pulled down, and new built. 
His Plate, was of refined maſly Gold; but never (er- 
ved twice to his Table. His Rings and Jewels infi- 
nitely rich, yet never worn twice. His Concubines 
numberleſs, yet never lain with twice. Every Sup- 
per in his Court coſt a thouſand pound Sterling, 
When he lay near to the SF, he would cat no Fiſh, 
when he was fartheſt in the Continent, he would cat 
no Flcſh. W hole mcals were turn iſhed with Tongues 
ot ſinging Birds, and Brains of the rareſt Creatures. 
All Aſia, Earope, and Africa, with the adjacent 
Wands; in a word, the whole Globe of and 
Sea ( whereof he was Lord Paramount ) was not 
able to fill this Gulph. In his Progreſles he was * 

tend- 
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tended with fix hundred Chariots, fraught with Con- 
cubines, Catamites, and Panders: for whom he builr 
a Serag/io in his Court, where nimſelt ( in the Habit 
of a Courtezan ) uſed ro make lolemn Speeches un- 
to them, - terming them his brave Fellow-louldiers 
and Companiqns in Arms. He cauſed to be gathere 
in Rome ten thouſand weight of Spiders, ten thou- 
ſand Mice, and a thouſand Pole-cats, which he ex- 
hibired ro the Roman Peers and People in aPublick 
Show and Solemnity, protething that now he pertect- 
ly underſtood how mighty a City Rowe was. Lalſt- 
ly, he ſummoned a Parliament of Women, to con- 
rd abour Tiires, Faſhions, Dreſles, T inCtures, and the 
like weighty and imporrant Afairs. 

In the Province of Chamul, bclon ging to the Cham 
of Tartaria, the Inhabitants are Idolaters, have a 
peculiar Language, and feem to be born for no 
other purpole but to apply themlelves to Sporting, 
Singing, Dancing, Writing and Reading atrer their 
faſhion, playing on Inſtruments, and to give them- 
ſelves to delight. When any Traveller palling by. 
rurneth into any man's Houle for entertainmenr, the 
Maſter of the Family receiveth him with great Joy, 
and commandeth his Wife and all the Family, 
that they, as long as he will abide with them, obev 
him in all things. In the mean ſpace, he m_—_— 
not to return fo long as the Gueſt remaineth in his 
Houle : and mean' while he lieth wh the Wile, 
Daughter, and the reſt, as with his gwn Wives. 
The Women of that Countrey arc beautiful, and 
ready to obey all thoſe Commandments of their 
Husbands, who are ſo beſorred vvith this folly, that 
they think it a glorious thing for them, and accep- 
table to their Idols, tor vyhich they proſper vvith 
plenty of all things. Mangy Can having heard - 
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this Folly, commanded them to obſerve this dete- 
ſtable Cuſtom no longer ; which they did abour 
three Years, and then iccing not their wonted Fer- 
tiliry, and troubled with tome domeſtical Crofles, 
ſent Ambaſſadors to the Cham, and earneſtly en- 
treated that he would revoke {o grievous an Edit, 
and not aboliſh, that Tradxion which they had re- 
ceived from their Elders. The Cham anſwered, 
Secing you deſire your Reproach and Shame, let it 
be granted» you; go and do herein after your wont, 
The Meſſengers returning with this Anſwer, brought 
great Joy to all the People. This Cuſtom is ob- 
ſerved in that Country to this day. 

In another Province, called Tebeth, likewiſe un- 
der the Great Cham, they had a Cuſtom, that no 
Man married a Wite who was a Virgin : for, when 
Travellers and Strangers, coming trom other parts, 
paſs thorough this Country, and pitch their Pavilli- 
ons, the nh of that place having marriagcable 
Daughters, bring them unto Strangers, defiring 
them to take them, and enjoy their Company as 
Jong as they remain there : thus the pretticr are 
ſen, and the reſt return home ſorrowful. And when 
they will depart, they are not ſuffered ro carry an 
away with them, but faithfully reſtore them to ther 
Parents : the Maiden alſo requireth ſome Toy or 
{mall Preſent of him who hath defloured her, which 
ſhe may ſhew as an Argument and Proof of hcr 
deflouringg And ſhe that hath been loved, and 
abuſed of moſt men, and ſhall have many ſuch Fa- 
vours and Toys to ſhew to her Wooers, is account- 
ed more noble, and may more calily and honou- 
rably be married : and when ſhe will go gallantly 
attired, ſhe hanegcth all her Lovers Favours about 
hcr Neck, and the more acceptable ſhe was to ma- 
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ny, of (o much the more Honour is ſhe ad judged 
worthy. But, when chey are once married ro Hul- 
' bands, they are now no more ſuffered to be coupled 
with ſtrange men : and the men of this Country are 
very wary that they offend not one another in this 
matter 


In China, ſuch there as be impriſoned for Debt, 
lye there until it be paid ; the Taiſn, or head Officer 
of that place, calling him many times before him 
by vertue of his Office ; who underſtanding the 
cauſe wherefore they do not pay their Debts, ap- 
pointeth themi a certain time to do it, within the 
Cotmpals whereof, it they wy ay their Deb 
being Debters indeed, then they _—_ an 
condemned to perpetual Impriſonment : If the Cre- 
ditors be many, and orie is to be paid before ano- 
ther, they do contrary to our manner, pay him 
firſt of whom they laſt borrowed, and fo ordinarily 
the reſt, in ſuch ſort, that the firſt Lenders be the 
laſt Receivers. The ſame order is kept in paying 
-> mw the laſt named receiverh his Portion 


In the ſame Country, all ſuch Thieves as are ta- 
ken, are carried to Priſon from one place ro ano- 
ther, in a Cheſt, upon mens Shoulders, hired there- 
tore by the King : the Cheſt is ſix handful high; 
the Priſoner ſicreth therein upon a Bench, the Cover 
of the Cheſt is two Boards, amidſt them' both, a 
Pillory-like hole for the Priſoner's Neck ; there 
{ureth he, wich his head without the Cheſt, and the 
reſt of his Body within, notable to move orto wir 
his Head this way or that way, nor to pluck it in; 
the Neceſhitics of Nature he voideth at a hole in the 


botrom of the Cheſt; the Meart he cateth ispur into 


his Month by others. a - abideth he day and 


night 
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night during his whole Journey : it haply his Por- 
_ ſtumble, or the Cheſt do jog, or be ſet down 
careleſly, ir turns to ſuch great Pains unto him, 
that all ſuch Motions are near as bad as a hanging. 

The Emperours of Raſa, ro ſhew their Soyc- 
reignty in their ExaQtions for Money, have uled 
very [trange Cavillations. One of them, named 
TvanVaſilowich ſent into Permia for certain Loads of 
Cedar Wood, whereof, he knew that none grew in 
that Country : The Inhabitants returned anſwer 
they could find none there; whereupon, he afleiled 
their Country. in 12000. Rubbels or Marks, as if 
they concealed the Commodity of purpoſe. Again, 
he ſcnt to the City of Moske, to provide for hum a 
Colpack.or Meaſure full of live Fleas, for a Medicine. 
They returned Anſwer, that the thing was impothi- 
ble; and if they could get them, yet they could 
not meaſure them for leaping out : 'whereupon, he 
praved, or beat out of their Skins 7000 Rubbles for 
a Mult. By like Cavillation he extorted from his 
Nobility 30909 Rubbles, becauſe 'he miſſed of his 
Game when he went a hunting for the Hare; as if 
their Hunting and murthcring of Harcs had bcen 
the cauſc of it. 


How they Baptize, Marry, and Bury in Rukia, 


When any Child is born, it is not baptized till 
the next Sunday, and if it chance that it be not 


baptized then, it mult tarry until the ſecond Sun- | 


day after the Birth ; _ and it is lawful for them to 


take as many God-fathers and God-mothers as they | 


will; che more'the berter.

every one of them a ſmall Wax-candle, burning ; 
then cometh the Prieſt, and beginnerh to ſay certain 
words, . which the God-fathers and God-rmothers 
muſt anſwer word for word ; among which, one is, 
that the Child ſhall forſake the Devil, and as that 
name is pronounced, they mul all ſpit at the word 
as often as it is red.: Then he bleſcth the Wa- 
ter which is in che Pot, and doth breathe over it; 
then he raketh all the Candles which the Goſlips 
have, and holding them all in one hand, letteth part 
of them. drop into the Water, and then giveth cve- 
one his Candle again ; and when the Water is 
tified, he raketh the Child and holdeth ir in a 
ſmall Tub, and one of the God-fathers taketh the 
Pat with warm Water and poureth it all upon the 
Child's Head. After this, he anointeth the and 
Eyes with Spittle, and maketh certain Crofſes with 
Oyl upon the Back, Head, and Breaſt of the Child ; 
then taking the Child in his Arms, carricth itto the 
Images of St. Nicholzs and our Lady, &c. and ſpeak- 
eth untothe Images, deſiring them to take charge of 
the Child, that he may live, and believe as a Chri- 
ſtian Man or Woman ought to do, with many 9- 
ther words. Then coming back from the Images, 
he taketh a pair of Shears and clippeth the young 
and tender hairs of the Child's head in three or four 
places, and then delivereth the .Child ; whercunto 
every one of the God-fathers and God-mothers lay 
a hand : then the Prieſt chargeth them, that the 
Child be brought up in Ln Faith and Fear of God

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and Chriſt, and thar it be inſtrufted to cringe and 
bow to the es, and ſothey make an end. Then 
one of the God-fathers muſt hang a Croſs abour 
the Neck of the Child," which he muſt alwayes 
wear. 


Their way of marrying. 


Firſt, when there is Love between the Parries, the 
Man ſendeth unto the Woman a ſmall Chelt or 
Box, whercin is a Whip, Ncedels, Thred, Silk, Lin- 
nen-cloth, Shears, and {uch like Neceflaries as ſhe 
ſhall occupy when ſhe is a Wife, and perhaps ſendeth 
therewithall Raiſins, Figs, or ſome ſuch things, gi- 
ving her to underſtand, that if ſhe do offend, ſhe 
muſt be beaten with the Whip ; and by the Nee- 
dels, Thred, Cloth, &c. that ſhe ſhould apply her- 
ſelf diligently to ſew, and do ſuch things as ſhe 
could beſt do ; and by the Raiſins or Fruits, he mea- 
neth, if ſhe do well, no good thing ſhall be with- 
drawn from her, nor be too dear tor her : and ſhe 
ſendeth unto him a Shirt, Hand-kerchicfs, or ſome 
ſich things of her own making. ' 

When they are agreed, and the day of Marriage 
GH_ when they ſhall go towards the Church, 
the Bride will in no wiſe conſent to go out of the 
Houſe, but reſiſteth and ftriveth with them that 
would have her our, and fcigneth her ſelf ro weep ; | 
yet in the end two Women pet her out, and lead | 
her towards the Church, her Face being covered | 
cloſe, becauſe of her difiamularion, that it ſhould not 
be openly perceived : for ſhe maketh a great noite, 
as though ſhe were ſobbing and weeping, until ſhe | 
come at the Church, and then her Face 1s uncover- 
ed. The Man cometh after, among orher of his | 
Friends, and they carry with chem ro Church a 
F rcat 
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great Pot of Wine or Mead ; ther the Prieſt cou- 
pleth them- together much after our Otder, one 
miſing to love and ſerve the other during their 
ives together, &c. which being done, they begin 
to drink, and firſt the Woman drinketh ro the 
Man, and when he hath drank he letterh the Cup 
fall ro the Ground, haſting immediately to tread 
upon it, and ſo doth ſhe, and whether of them tread 
firlt upon it muſt have the Viftory, and be Maſter 
at all times after ; which commonly happeneth to 
che Man, for he is readicſt ro ſer his Foot upon it, 
becauſe he lerteth it fall himſelf. Then they © 
home again, the Womans Face being unco- 
vered.

Of their Prieſts in Muſcovia. 


For their Prieſts, it is Iawful to marry for the 
firſt rime z but, if the firſt Wife dic, he cannot take 
a ſecond but he muſt loſe his Prieſt-hood, and his 
Living withal : the Reaſon they make out of that 
place of St. Paul to Timothy, I. 3, 2. not rightly un- 
derſtood : thinking that ro be ſpoken - of divers 
Wives ſucceſſively that the Apoſtle (pcaketh of ar 
one and the ſame time. If he will needs marry 
again after his firſt Wife is dead, he. is no long 
called Papa, but Roſpapa, Or Prieit quondam.. T his 
maketh rhe Prieſts ro make much of their Wives, 
who are accounted as the Matrons, and of beſt Re- 
putation among the Women of - cus 

For the Stipend of the Pricſt,. their manner is not 
to pay him any tenths of Corn, or ought elſe ; but 
he muſt ſtand at the Devotion of the People of his 
Pariſh, and make up the Incomes towards his Main- 
tainance fo well as he can, by Offerings, Shrifts, 
Marriages, Burials, Dirges, and Prayers for the 
Dead and the Living ; (which they call Molitua) for 
beſides their Publick Service within their Churches, 
their manner is, for every private Man to hayc a 
Prayer ſaid for him by the Prieſt, upon any occaſt- 
on of Buſineſs whatſocycr, whether - ride, go, fail, 
plough, or whatſoever he doth elſe ; which is not 

amed according to the Sn of his ra = 
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_ © Banos, being mans the ny and 
uſua urc Foaverss this 1s thought to be 


more holy an l, if it be repeated by the 
Prieſt's Mouth, rather than by his own. They 
have a Cuſtom beſides, ro ſolemnize the Saints day 
that is Patron to their Church, once every Year; 
what time all the Neighbours of their Country 
and Pariſhes about, come in to hear Prayers ſaid to 
that Saint for themſelves and their Friends, and (o 
make an Offcring to the Prieſt for his Pains : This 
Offcring may yield them ſome ten pounds a Year, 
more or lels, as the Patron or Saint of that Church 
is of Credit and Eſtimation among them. The 
manner is, on this day, ( which they keep Anniver- 
fary for the Prieſt ) to hire divers of his Neighbour- 
Prieſts to help him, as having more Diſhes to drels 
for the Saint than he can well turn his hand unto. 
They uſe beſides to viſit their Pariſhioners Houſes 
with holy Water and Perfume, commonly once a 
Quarter ; and fo rug ſprinkled and becenled the 

ood Man and his Wite, with the reſt of their 
Houſhold and Houſhold-ſtuff, they receive ſome 
Devotion, more or leſs, as the man is of Ability. 
This and the reſt laid altogether, may make up for 
the Prieſt, rowards his maintainance, about thirty 
or forty Marks a Year; whercot, he paycth the 
tenth part to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs. 


The Manner of making Fryars in Muſcovia. 


Firſt, the Abbox ſtripperh him of all his Secular 
or ordinary Apparel; then he putteth upon him, 
next to his Skin, a white Flannel Shirt, with a long 
Garment over it down to the Ground, girded unto 
him with a broad Leathcr Belt. His uppermoſt Gar- 

men. 
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ment is a Weed of Garr« or Say, for colour and ta- 
ſhion much like to the upper Weed of a Chimney- 
Sweeper : then is his Crown ſhorne a hand breadrh, 
or more, clole ro the very Skin; and thele, or like 
Words pronounced by the Abbot, whilſt he clippeth 
his Hair: 4s theſe Hairs are clipped off, and taken 
from thy Head, ſo now we take thee, and ſeparate thee 
clean from the World and worldly things, &c. This 
done, he anointeth his Crown with Oyl, and put- 
teth on his Cool, and ſo taketh him in among the 
Fraternity. They vow perpetual Chaſtity, and Ab- 
ſtinence from Fleſh.

The Life, Manner, and Cuitoms of the Samoits, 
a People inhabiting near Nova-Zembla. 


IN their Journey,their upper Coat is called a Park 
which is for the moſt part of Deer-skin, an 
ſome of white Fox or Wolyerin, which they wear 
the Hair or Fur outward ; under that they have an- 
other Coat, which is called a Maltek, made of young 
Fawn Skins, or Hare Skins, or Swan Skins, very 
ſoft and well drefled ; a Cap of Beyer, double, and 
cloſe to their Heads, with ewo Flaps tor their Ears, 
4. under their Chin, a Pair of Breeches of Deer- 
Skin, with the Hair inwards; upon their Feet they 
have Socks or Stockings of Decr-skin, the Hair to 
their Skin, upon that long Boots, which they call 
Pemyes, made of the Legs of Deer 5kins; thus ap- 
parelled, rhey fit upon the Sleds cro(s-legged, with 
a Deer-skin under them; two Deer bein yoaked 
to a Sled, they will run with ſuch Swiftneſs, and fo 
long continue, as is not to be belicyed, en—_ to 

olc 
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thoſe that have (cen the ſame; for, riding Poſt, they 
will ride without Reſt or Sleep rwo hundred miles 
in four aud twenty hours, bat with their Argiſh or 
Stuff, thirty miles in rwelve hours; their Women 
uſually do guide their Argiſh, which is ten Sleds, 
and to cvery Sled a Buck, all made faſt one: after 
another; the Men in the way do provide Wood 
tor fring, and do huar for all manner of Beaſts and 
Fowl, which the Women dreſs. Ir is the Womans 
Labour to ſet-up the Choom or Tent, making one 
place therein always holy, which the Woman muſt 
not ſet her Foot into, neither go about the Tent 
round, which it they chance to do, they will pre- 
ſcatly remove all, far tcar of the Walt or Bcar, 
which they ſay would deyour them it they did not 
remove. F-- wp _ or _—_ ” wy in =_ 
manner ;-frſt, they ſet up long Firr-polcs, then they 
have fix Quarters double of Deer-skins, which be- 
ing {ft up, {they throw. Snow round about the Edges 
a Yard thicknels, leaving the _a_ for to vent 
Smaak,. making a Firc in the middle, ſpreading 
Deer-skins, upon which they liez in which manner, 
it is altogether as warm as the Stones in Ruſſia : they 
haye no bor neither any certain place of abode, 
but with their Deer they txavel from place to place, 
A they find the belt Mols, on which their Deer 
tced. 
Their Wives thcy buy, tor Deer, and wyll have, 
it ke have ability, four ar five Wives, with whom 
he. lycth by turn every Night ſeveral; he is the 
richeſt man that hath moſt Deer or Daughters, ſcll- 
ing them to any that will give moſt for them. In 


their Marriage, having agreed of Price, they ule 


nat great Ceremonies, only they make a Fealt to 
their Friends, after which, the Woman is brought 
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tothe Man that hath bought her, ſhe bcing hung 
with many Iron Rings and Brazen Bells, all de- 
parting out-of the Tent, {ave rhey two, cillthenexr 
morning, and then he departerh ; bur, it he be one 
of Wealth,they will continue their Fealt ſeven days. 
It falleth our many times, that after they have had 
their Wives balf a Year or a, Year, _ will turn 
them back to their Friends; zaking their -Deers 
again, paying for the charge of the Feaſt, : which is 
always to be mad at her Fathers charge, and loſing 
the encreaſe of his: Deer. 

\ They have no knowledgeof the true God, but 
worſhip Blacks and Images of che Devil, untowhich 
they will ſttangle rame Deer, rubbing the Blood 
on the Idols, and cating the Meat themtelves. When 
a rich man dics, becauſe he-ſball not travel on foor, 
his' Friends will kill three Deer to draw him in the 
new World, and they will ſtrangle a Slave to tend 
on him. The Deer they kilh m chis manner, to ſerve 
the dead man; they make a Stake ſharp, which th 
thruſt into the Beaſts Fundament, with many How 
ings and Cryings, till they be dead : the Maſter, 
with-thc —_ cy bury;- the Deer they' cat as 
well raw as boiled or roaft, alchough they uſe all 
three.. It a young Child dye under fgurtcen oftheir 
Years, which 1s ſeven of ours, they do hang it by 
the Neck on ſome Tree, faying, it muſt fly to Hea- 
ven. 

_ If any Controverſic be, which cannot be decided, 
or the Truth known, then one of the two betwixt 
whom the Controverſie is, muſt be ſworn, which 
is in this manner ; they will make an Image of a Man 
in Snow, bringing a Wolf's Noſe, and dclivering a 
Sword to him that muſt ſwear he rehearſing by 
name all his Friends, deſiring that they might all 

be 
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be cut in Pieces in that manner as he doch cut that 
Image of Snow. Then he himſelf doth cut the 
Image of Snow all to pieces with the Sword ; then 
alter, the Wolves Noſe being laid before him, he 
defires that the Wolf may deſtroy all his tame Deer 
and that he may neyer more take or kill any wild 
Deer after that it he ſpeak not the Truth: fo cutting 
the Wolt's Nole in pieces, there is no more to be 
laid of that Controverhie. 

When they would know any thing to come, they 

ſend for their Prieſt or Witch to converſe with the 
Devil, ſitting in one ſide of the Tent, having before 
his Face a piece of an old Shirt of Mayl, hung with 
Bells and pieces of Braſs; in his right hand a ereat 
Tabor made with a Wolves skin, beating upon the 
fame with a Hares foot, making a very doteful 
found, with lmging and calling for the Devil to 
anſwer his Demand ; which being ended, they 
ſtrangle a Deer for a Sacrifice, making merry with 
the Fleſh. 

The Women be very hard of Nature; for, at 
their Child-bearing, the Husband muſt Play the 
Mid-wite; and being delivered, the Child is waſh- 
e1 with cold Water or Snow, and the next day the 
Woman is abjc to condutt her -4rgiþ or Sled.

A Deſcription of Groen-land, and the Inhabi- 
tants thereof: by an Eye-witneſs, Anno 1612. 


32 North-weſt part of Groen-lind is an ex- 
cceding high Land to the Sca-ward, and al- | 
moſt nothing but Mountains, which are wondertul 
high all within the Land, as far as we could ur 
they 
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they are all of Stone, ſome of one colour, and ſome 
of another, and all gliſtering asthough they were of 
rich Value, but indeed = are not worth any 
thing. There are ſome Rocks in thoſe Mountains 
which are exceeding pure Stone, finer and whiter 
than Alabaſter. The ſides of theſe Mountains arte 
covered with Snow for the moſt part, eſpecially the 
North-ſides; and che North-ſides of the Valleys ha- 
ving a kind of Moſs, and in ſome places Grafs, with 
a little Branch running all along the Ground bear- 
ing a lictle black Berry. There are few or no Trees 
growing, as far as we could perceive, but in one 
place, ſome forty miles within the Land, in a Ri- 
yer, which we called Balls River; there I ſaw on 
the South-ſide of an high Mountain, which we went 
up, and found (as it werc)} a —_—— of (mall 

ood, ſome of it fix or ſeven high like a 
Coppice in Eng/and, that had been ſome two or three 
Years cut : and this was the moſt Wood that we 
ſaw growing in this Countrv, being fome of it a 
kind of Willow, Juniper, and ſuch like. 

We found in many places much Angelica ; we 
ſuppoſe the People cat the Roots thereof for ſome 
Cauſes, for we have ſeen them have many of them 
in their Boats. T here are great Store of Foxes in the 
Iſlands, and in' the Main, of ſundry colours : and 
there are a kind of Hares as white as Snow, with 
their Hair or Fur very long. 

Alſo there be Deer, but they are moſt common- 
ly up within the Main 'very far, becauſe the Pco- 

le do ſo much hunt them that come near the Sea: 
ſaw at one time ſeven of them together, which 
were all that we did fce in the Country; but our 
men have bought divers Coats of the People, made 
of Deers skins, and have bought of their Horns alſo; 
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belides, we have diyers times ſen the Foot- of 
ſome Beaſts, whole Foot was bigger -than the Foo! 
of a great Oxc. Furthermore, the Inhabitants haye 
a kind of Dogs, which they keep at their Houles 
and Tents, which. Dogs, are almoſt like unto 
Wolves, ing by.Fiſh, as the: Foxes do : but one 


thing is very ſtrange, as I thought, for the Pizzles 
of both Dogs and _ are mg ; 

The Pcoplez all the Summer rime, uſe nothing 
bur fiſhing, drying their Fiſh and Scals-fleſh upon 
the Rocks, for their Winter Proviſion. Every one, 
both Man and Woman, have cach of them a Boar 
made with long {mall picces of Firr-wood, covered 
with-Scals-skins very welldrefled, and ſcwed fo well 
with Sinews or Guts, that no Water can pierce them 
thorough, being ſome of them above twenty foot 
long, and not paſt two foot or two foot and an 
broad, in form of a Weaver's Shugle, and fo light, 
that a man may many of them at once for 
the weight. In Ae of om they will row fo ſwittly, 
that it is almoſt. incredible: for no Ship in 
World is able to keep way with them, alchough ſhe 
have never fo good a Gale of Wind: and yer they 
uſe bur one Oar, who litting in the middle of their 
Boat, and holding their Oar in the middle, being 
broad at cach _ like our Oars, will at an Inltant 
go backward and forward as they pleaſe. 

We could not particularly learn their Rites or 
Ceremonies ; but, generally, they worſhip the Sun, 
as chief Author ot their Felicicy. Ar their firſt Ap- 
proach-unto us they uſed with their hands ro point 
up to the Sun, and to ſtrike upon their Breaſts, cry- 
-1ng Thort; as who would fay,. I mean no harm; 
which they will do very often, and will not come 
ncar you until you do the like, and then they will 
come without anyv fear at all. They 
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They bury their Dead in the out-Ilands, near 
the Sea-fide. Their manner of Burial is this; Up- 
on the tops of the Hills they gather a Company of 
Stones together, and make thereof a hollow Cave 
or Grave, of the length and breadth of the Body 
which they-intend to bury, laying the Stones ſome- 
what cloſe like a Wall, that neither Foxes, nor 
other ſuch Beaſts, may deyour the Bodies, covering 
them with broad Stones, ſhewing afar oft like a Pile 
of Stones. And near to this Grave where the Body 
lieth is another, whereinthey bury his Bow and Ar- 
rows, with his Darts, and all his other Proviftton 
which he uſed white he was tfving. He is buried 
in all his Apparel, and the coldnels of the Climate 
doth keep the Body from ſmelling and ſtinking, 
although ir lyc above the Ground.. . 

They eat all their Food raw, and uſe no Fire to 
dreſs their Viftuals, as far as we could perceive. 
Alſo, we have ſecn them drink the Salt water at 
our Ships fide; bur, whether it be uſual or no I can- 
not tell, Although they dreſs not their Meat with 
Fire, yet they uſc Fire for other things, as to warm 
them, and the like. 

Divers of our Men were of Opinion, that they 
were Man-caters, and would have devoured us if 
they could have caught us ; but I do not think they 
would; for itthey had been ſo-minded, they mighr 
at one time have caught our Cook and two other 
with him as they were filling of Water at an'Ifland 
a great way from our Ship. Theſe three (I ay) were 
1n the Ships Boar, without cither Musket, or any 
other Weapon, whenas a great Company of the 
Savages came rowing unto them, with their Darts 
and other. Furniture, which chey never go without, 
and ſtood looking into the Boat for Nails, or yr 
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old Iron, which they greedily deſire, while 6ur 
men were in ſuch a fear that they knew not whatto 
do. Ar length, our Cook remembred that he had 
ſome old Iron in his Pocket, and gave cach of them 
ſome, as far as it would go, with his Key of his 
Cheſt, and preſently,they all departed, without of- 
fering any harm at all. But this I fpeak not that] 
would have men to truſt them, or to go among 
them unprovided of Weapons; for, by fo doing, 
they my chance to forteit their Lite for their fool 
hardincls.

John Lerins, a French-man, who lived in Braflfor 
ſome time, writcth, "That the Barbarians much won- 
dered to ice French-men and other Strangers, co- 
ming far oft, from remote Countries, to take" fo 
much Pains to carry back their Ships laden with Bra- 
fl or Red Wood; ahd therefore, one of the ancient- 
eſt of them queſtioned him in this manner concern- 
ing that matter : What meaneth it that you Mair and 
Peros, (that is French-men and Portugals ) come ſo far 
to fetch Wood ? Doth your Country yield you no Wood for 
the Fire ? Then aid I, It yie/deth Fewel ſurely, and 
that in great Plenty, but we that kind of Trees, ſuch 
4s yours are; efecially Bralil, which» our men carry 
from hence, not to burn, 'as you ſuptoſe, but for to dye. 
Here hegrelſcntly exceptipg, But have you (faid he) 
need of fogreat plenty of that Wood ? yea ſurely, (aid I) 
for ſeeing even one Merchant with us poſſeſſeth more 
Scarlet Cloaths, more Knives and Sciſſers, and more 
Looking-glaſſes ( alledging known and familiar Ex- 
amples unto him ) than all thoſe which were ever 
brought hither unto you, he only will buy all the Brafll, 
to the end that many Ships might return laden from 
hence. Ah! (faith the Barbarian ) you tell me frange 
and wonderful things, Then preſently remembring 
what he had heard, he proceeded to demand fur- 
ther Queſtions ob me. Bur, ſaith he, That great rich 
Mun, of whom you make Report, doth he not die ? He 
dieth, (aid I, as alſo other men do. Who then (ſaid he) 
is Heir of thoſi Goods which this man leaveth when he 
dieth ? His Children, aid I, if he have any: if be 
have none, his Brethren, Stfters, or his next Kin- 

dred. 
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dred., When I had faid this, Swre/y (faith that my 
diſcreet old Fellow ) hereby 1.ea/iy jerceive, that you 
Mair (that is, French-men ) are notable Fools : for 
what needeth you fo greatly to tire and turmoil your 
ſetves tn ſailing over the Sea, in paſſing whereof ( as bc- 
ing here arrived you report to us ) you ſuſtain ſoma- 
ny Miſeries ? Is it forſooth, that you might get riches 
for your Children, or living Kinsfolk ? Is not the Earth 
which hath nouriſhed us, ſufficient alſo to maintain them? 
We ſurely have both Children and Kinsfolk, and them, 
as you ſee, we oe dearly; but ſeeing we confidently hope, 
that it ſhall come to paſs that after our deat 5, the ſame 
Earth which nouriſhed us, ſhall alſo refteve ard cheriſh 
them, therein we repoſe our ſelogs, and reſt content. 

One of theſe Iflands, on the South-part of the 
Streights, is called Baldrvia, which took its name of a 
Spaniſh Caprain ſo called, whom afterwards the Indi- 
ans took Priſoner; and it is ſaid, they inquired of 
him the reaſon why he came to moleſt them, and to 
take their Countrey from them, having no Title or 
Right thereunto? He anſwered, to get Gold: which 
the Barbarians underſtanding, cauled Gold to be 
molten, and poured down his Throat, ſaying, Gola 
was thy deſire, glut thee with it. 
| hen the Spaniards firſt began to inhabit the 

Weſt-Indies, Santta Domingo was an Iſland as full of 
Indians as any place of that bigneſs in all America 
but by the cruelty of the Spaniards, in their excelſrye 
labour in the Mincs, they were moſtof them deſtroy- 
ed, which labour was fo grievous, that many of the 
ſurviving Indians would rather kill themſelyes than 
endure it. It happened on a time, that a Spaniard 
called certain of them to po work in the Mines, 
which rathcr than they = d do, they prollers ro 
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lay violent hands on themſclves; which the Spani- 
ard perceiving, he (aid unto them, Secing you will 
rather hang your (clves than to go and work, I will 
likewiſe hang my ſelf and go with Lao, Bec I 
will make you work in the other World : byt the 
Indians bearing this, ſaid, We will willingly work 
with you, becauſe you' ſhall not go withus ; ſo un- 
willing they were of the Spaniards company : fo that 
of all the Inhabitants of this Iſland, there was none 
eſcaped Death but only theſe few, which was by the 
means of this Spaniard, or ele they would have 
hanged themſelves alſo. 
e cruelry of the Spaniards to the Indians of Pe- 

r# was {0 extracrdinary great, that thoſe filly People 
would not believe that the Spaniards were born un- 
to the World like other men, ſuppolſing,that ſo herce 
and cruel a Creature could not be procreated of 
Man and Woman. They called them therefore Vira- 
cochie, that s, See-Pued : aS it they thence bad re- 
ceived their iginal, Nor can any alter this their 
Opinion, ſo deeply rootcd, faying, The Winds over- 
throw Trees and Houſes, Fire burns them, but theſe Vi- 
racochie devour all things, inſatiably ſeeking Gold and 
Silver, which as ſoon as they have gotten, they play 
away at Dice, War, Kul one another, rob, blaſpheme, 
wickedly forſwear and deny God, never ſpeak truth; and 
us they have ſpoiled of our Countrey and Fortunes: and 
therefore they curſed the Sca, which brought to the 
Land fo fierce and dreadful an Iflue. 

Before the Spaniards conquered Peru, the Tribute

would grow up and increaſe, as did Corn and other 

ds. | 
Throughout all the Mountair$, either of the 
Iſlands, or firm Land of Nova ks, Carthage- 
na,&e. there arc infinite numbers of Monkeys,which 
are a kind of Apcs, but very different, in that they 
have a Tayl, a very long one. And amongſt them 
here are ſome kinds which arcthrice, yea four times 
bigger than the ordinary ; ſome axe all black, ſome 
bay, ſome gray, and ſome ſpotted. Their agility and 
manner of leaping is admirable, for that they ſeeng 
to have Reaſon and Diſcourſe to go upon Trees, 
whercin they icem to imirate Birds. My Author, 
going from Nombre de Dios to Panama, (aw in Ca- 
pira one of thele Monkeys leap from one Tree tg 
another, which was on the other ſide of a River, 


making him much to wonder. They Jeap where + 


they liſt, winding their Tails about a Branch to 
ſhake it; and when they will leap farther than they 
can at once, thcy uſe a pretty device, tying them- 
ſelves by the Tails one of another, and by this 
mearis make, as it were, a Chain of many : then do 
they larichtheraſel vgs forth, and che firſt, holpen b 
the for of the reſh takes hold where he liſt, and ſo 
hangsto a Bough, and hclps all the reſt cill they be 
otren tip. It were long to report the Fooleries, 
ficks, "Travciles, and pleaſant Sparrs they make 
when they,are taught, which ſeem not;zocome from 
brute Beaſts but from a. man-likc underſtanding. 
The fartie Author aw one in Carthagens, in the 
Governours Houſe, fo taught, as the things =

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did ſeemed incredible: They ſent him to the Ta-

Fl of Wine. It any Children met him in the ſtreer, 
and threw any ſtones at him, he would ſer his Pot 
down on the one fide, and caſt ſtones againſt the 
Children, till he had aflured his way, then would 
he return to carry home his Put: and which is more, 
alchough he were a good Bibber of Wine, yet 
would he never touch ir until leave was given him. 
They told him morcover, that if he ſaw any Wo- 
men painted, he would fall upon them, pull off their 
Attire, and would (cek to bite them. 


Several Rarities of divers Countreys. 


He Coco-trce is one of the moſt admirable 

4 rities in the whole World, which Mr. Herbert 
in his Travels thus deſcribes.

full of Dirt at that place where the houſe of Eaſe 
ſtood, that Noah fcaring it might take in Water 
there, thought fit ro conſult God in that Extremi- 
ty. The Divine Anſwer was, that he ſhould ſend 
an Elephant to the {aid common Houſe, and that 
of the Dung of that Creature and Man's mix'd to- 
gether, there was immediately engendered a Swine, 
which fo turned up that heap of Ordure with his 
Snowr, that the Ark went very even. This naſty 
Creature having filled it's Noſtrils with Filth, ſneez'd 
very violently ; by means of which ſneezing, there 
came out a Rat, which put Noah into greater Per- 
plexity than before; inſomuch, that ro be delivered 
out-of theſe Troubles he addreſsd himſelf once 
more to God, and ask'd him what he ſhould do in 
that unhappy ConjunQure. © The Anſwer was, that 
God commanded him to ſtrike the Lyon upon the 
Head with a Wand, and that he being thereby put 
into a Fury, fell a roaring fo loud, that out of his 
Noſtrils there came out a Cat, which immediately 
purſued the Rat. Now Noah knowing that he was 
ro continue forty Years in the Ark, ſeparated the 
Males from the Females, ourt of a fear, that the (c- 
veral Species multiplying, the Ark would not be 
able to contain them, and that they might want 
Meat. Of all Creatures, only the Dog had the 
Freedom allow'd him to ſtay with the Bitch at the

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that thoſe Creatures had the liberty to do what all 
the reſt were deny'd, went and made her Com- 
plaints to Noah, who reproaching them with what 
they had done, the Dog would not acknowledge 
the Fat. But, word was {o often brought to Noah 
of the Dogs Tranſgreſſion, that he defired God to 
make known the Truth of it by an infallible Proof, 
and that afterwards, the Dog deſirous to line the 
Bitch, became faſtned to her, wherewith the Cat 
having acquainted Noah, they were taken in the 
Fat, and found guilty of having lied before. Thence 
| comes, that ever ſince that time, Dogs have been 
ſo faſtned in the A of Generation, and have an 
inveterate Fewd againſt Cats.

The Party or Pilgrim for Bacon was to take his 
Oath before the Prior, the Covent, and the whole 
Town, humbly acknowledging in the Church-yard, 
upon two hard Stones, which ſome {ay are yet to 
be ſeen in the Priory Church-yard : his Oath was 
adminiſtred with ſuch long Proceſs, and fuch folemn 
{inging .over him, as doubtleſs muſt make his Pi 
grimage, as I may term ir, painful. Afﬀeer this, he 
was taken tpon mens Shoulders, and carried, firlt 
abour the Priory Church-yard, and after thorough 
the Town, with all the. Fryars and Brethren, and 
all the Towns-tolk, young and old following him, 
with Shouts and Acclamarions; and with his Bacon 
before him, and in ſuch manner he was ſent home 
with his Bacon ; of which, I find ſore had a Gam- 
mon, and others had a Flirch ; for proof whereof, 
| have found out the Record of the Hoſe, and the 
Names of the feveral, Perſons that ar ſeveral times 
had ir. There was one Stephen Samnel of Little Fa- 
fon in the County of Eſex, Husband-man, that 
came to the Priory of Danmow, on our Lady-day,

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in the ſeventh year of Ry Edward the Fourth,and 


required a Gammon of and was ſworn be- 
fore Koger Ralcot then Prior, and the Covent of that 
lace, as alſo before the multirude of. other Neigh- 
hn ; and there was a Gammon of Bacon deliver- 
ed unto him. - Alſo one Richard Wright of Badeſ- 
north, near the City of Norwich, in the County of 
Norfokk,, came and required of the Bacon of Dwr- 
mow, on the 17 day of Aprif in the twenty third year 
of the Reign of Henry the itxth; and, according to 
the form of the Charter, was ſworn before John Ca- 
mon Prior of the place, the Covent, and many other 
Neighbours, and there was delivered unto him a 
Flitch of Bacon. Hereby appeareth it was given ac- 
cording ro Charter or Donation by ſome conceired 
Benefaftor, to the Houſe; and ir was not to be 
doubted, bur at ſuch a time the bordering Towns 
and Villages would reſort, and be Parrakers of their 
Sport and laugh to ſcorn the poor Mens pains. 
S i is to be remembred, that in the Year of 
our Lord 1519. upon Munday, being the eighth 
day of September,in the ſecond year of King Henrythe 
Eighth, that Thomes L-e of Coxal in Eſſex, was {worn 
ore John Taylor the Prior of the Houſe, and the 
Covent, as allo before a Multitnde of other 
Neighbours; and there was delivercd unto: him a

TL Guy was Son unto one Siward, Baron of 
Wallingford, who marricd unto Felicia, folc 
Daugh-

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Daughter and Heireſs of Rohard, the firſt we read of 
the Saxon Race that was karl of Warwick, and in 
her Right became Earl of that Earldom ; who, for 
his Valour, hath ever fince been, and yet is lo fa- 
roous, that the Vulgar are of Opinion he was a Man 
of more than an ordinary Staturez and the Welch 
taking notice of his brave Exploits will needs have 
him to be deſcended from Brittih Parentage. 

Soon after his Marriage with Felicia aforeſaid, 
being now pretty well ftricken in Years, he went 
on a to the Holy-Land, where he abode 
for ſome ſpace ; during which time, viz. Anno 926. 
inthe third Year of King Athe/F.ine, the Danes ha- 
ving invaded England, cruclly waſtcd the-Countries 
where they march'd, ſo that there was ſcarce a 
Town or Caſtle that they had not burat or deſtroy- 
ed, almoſt as far as Winchefter;, and hearing that 
the King with his Nobles then was in that City 
conſulting about ſome timely means to prevent the 


utter loſs of all, they ſent Meliengers to him, pro- , 


poſing, that cither he would forthwith reſign his 
Crown to the Daniſh Generals, viz. Aulefe and Go-

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ſhould conquer the Daniſh Champion called Colbrand; 
and to the end that God would direft him in the 
choice of one” to undertake this Combate, he ecn- 
joyned a Faſt for three days, in which, with carneſt 
Prayers and abundant Tears, he beſought his Fa- 
vour: but in this choice the Eng were exceeding- 
ly aſtoniſt'd, foraſmuch as one Herand a moſt va- 
liant and* hardy Knight of this Nation, was then 
beyond Seca, ſeeking after Reynburn, the Son of his 
Lord and Maſter Earl Guy, thar had been ſtollen a- 
way by Merchants of a Foreign Country, in his In- 
fancy ; as alſo, thar Earl Rohand,Guy's Father-in-law 
the moſt valiant of a thouſand, was dead ; and alſo 
Guy himſelf (as we faid before) was jour in Pilgri- 
mage to the Holy Land. But it o fell out, that 
being moved with the ſorrowtful Tears and Interceſ- 
ſions of the Engliſh, ſent a good Angel to comfort 
the King, as he lay upen his Bed, the very Night 
of the Nativity of St. John Bapti#, direCting that he 
ſhould rife carty on the Morrow, taking two Biſhops

Sir Guy in the firſt Encounter peirced the Gyants 
Sheild lo tar that his own Lance broke into Shivers, 
which ſo enraged the Gyant, that he bore up fierce- 
ly cowards the Palmer, and {mote his Horle with 
uch Strength, that he cut oft his Head. The Pa4- 
mer therefore being diſ-mountcd, nimbly, and with 

eat Courage, directed his Blow at the Gyants 
Helmet; but, by reaſon of his height, could reach 
no farther than his Shoulder. Then Colebrand 
{mote at the Palmer with a {quare bar of Steel, bur 
he ſeeing his Danger, interpoſed his Sheild, which 
bore off the Blow, and on a ſudden, did fo vigo- 
rouſly lay at the corner of the Gyant's Target, that 
his Club, boſſed with Iron, fell to the ground, 
which, whilſt he ſtretched our his Arm to take up, 
the Palmer with his Sword cut off his Hand; where- 
upon the Danes grew much difmayed, and on the 
other {ide -was there as great rejoycing by King 
Atheliane and the Engliſh: and yet notwithſtanding 
did Colebrand hold out the Combarte till the Evening 


of that day, that by loſing ſo much Blood he faint- 

ed, ſo that Gay with all his ſtrengrh fetching a blow, 

cut off his Head. The other valiant Exploits of Guy 

are thus in tew Lincs expre(sd by the Poet:

Bur to return where we left : Guy having thus 
happily obtained the, Viftory, occaſioned the Danes 
with great Contuſion to haſten away ; and the va- 
liant Gay, to give thanks unto God, repairing forth- 
with to the Cathedral, where he was honourably 
received with ſolemn Proceftion, by the Clergy and 
others, and offered his Weapon to God and the Pa- 
tron of that Church before the high' Altar, which, 
my Author faith, even to his time, was kept in the 
Veſtry there, and called by the name of Colbrand's 
Axe; but, this being done, re-aſſumed his Pilgrims 
Habit. Whercupon, the King became moſt im- 
portunate with him to. diſcover his Name, but he 
utterly refuſed fo to do, except to himſe}, and that 
upon his Oath not to reveal ir; unto' which Con- 
dition the King aflſcnting, they walk'd our alone in 
a Byc-path to a certain Croſs, ar ſome diſtance 
from the City: and as ſoon as they came thither, 
humbly bowing himſelf to the King, and ſaying, 
that he was Guy, Earl of Warwick , the King em- 
braced him in his Arms, kifled him, -and promiſed 
him large Rewards it he would live in his Cour ; 
but he, with much Thankfulnefs, refafing to receive 

| any, 
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any, beſought the King that he would not diſcloſe 
what he had ſaid, in regard his Reſolution was to 
continue in that Pilgrims ſtare; and lo they there 
parted with Tears. 

From whence, the Earl bent his Courſe towards 
Warwick; and coming thither not known of any, 
for three days together Alms at the hands of 
his own Lady, as one of thole twelve poor People 
unto which ſhe daily gave Relict her 1elt, tor the 
Satery of him and her, and the Health of both 
their Souls. And having rendred thanks to her, he 
repaired tro an Hermite that reſided —_— 
ſhady "Woods hard by, deliring, by Conference 
with him, to receive ſome Spiritual Comfort, where 
he abode with that holy Man ill his Death, and 
then ſucceeded him in that Cell, and continued the 
{ame courſe of Life for the ſpace of two Years after ; 
but then diſcerning Death to approach, he ſent ro 
his Lady their Wedding King, by a truſty Servant, 
_— her to take care of his Burial ; adding alfo 
that when ſhe came ſhe ſhould find him lying dead 
in the Chappel, before the Altar; avd moreover, 
that within days after, ſhe her {clt ſhould de- 
part this Life. Whereupon, ſhe came accordingly, 
and brought with her the Biſhop of the Diocels, as 
allo many of the Clergy and other People; and 
hading his Body there did honourably interr it in that 
Hermitage, and was her ſelf afterwards buried by 
him, leaving her paternal Inheritance to Keynbwrn her 
only Son. Which departure of our famous Grv 
hapned in the Year of our Lord, 929. and of his 
own Age the 70. 


I' 4 The 
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The Life of St. Patrick the Iriſh Apoſtle. 


Aint Patrick was born in the Marches between 
\J England and Scotland, in a Town by the Sea- 
ſide, named Eiburn, whoſe Fathers name was called 
Calphurnixs, a Deacon, ang Son to a Prieſt ; his Mo- 
ther, named Couches, was Siſter to St. Martin, that fa- 
mous Biſhop of Tours in France. Patrick of a child 
was brought up in Learning, and well inſtruted in 
the Faith, being much given to Devotion. The Iriſh 
men, (in thoſe daycs) afliſted with ſome Scots and 
Pitts, were become arch-Pirates, greatly diſquierin 
the Seas about the Coaſts of Britain, ro uſcd ro lack 
little ſmall Villages that lay fcartcringly along the 
ſhore, and would lead away the Inhabitants captive 
home into their Countrey. And, as it chanced, Pa- 
trick being a Lad of ſixteen years old, anda Scholar 
then in Secular Learning ; was taken among others, 
and became Slave to an Iriſh Lord, called Macby- 
aine, from whom ( after the term of fix years) he re- 
deemed himſelf with a piece of Gold, which he found 
ina Clod of Earth that the Swine had newly turned 
up, as he followed them in the time of his Captivi- 
ty, being appointed by his Maſter to take charge of 
them, and keep them. + 

And as Afﬀiition (commonly ) maketh men Re- 
ligious, the regard of his former Education had 
ſtamped in him ſuch remorſe and humility, that 
being thenceforth weaned from the World, he be- 
took himſelf ro Contemplation, eyer lamenting the 
want of Grace and Truth in that land, and allu- 
ring one of that Nation to bear him company, for 
exercile {ake, he departed thence, and got him into 
France, ever having in his mind a deſire to . rhe 
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Converfion of the Iriſh People, whole Babes vet un- 
born, {eemed to him in his dreaming, from torth 
their Mothers Wombs to call tor Chriſtendom. 

In this purpoſe he ſought out his Uncle Martin, by 
whoſe means he was placed with Germanus the Biſhop 
of Auxerre, continuing with him as Scholar or Dit- 
ciple for the ſpace of forty Years; all which time, he 
beſtowed in the ſtudy of Holy Scriptures, Prayers, 
and ſuch godly Excercites. Afterwards bcing re- 
nowned thorough the Latine Church, for his Wit- 
dom, Vertue, and Learning, he went to Kome, bear- 
ing Letters with him in his Commendation from 
the French Biſhops unto Pope Ce/ejtine , ro whom 
he uttered his whole Mind and Secret Vow, which 
long before he had conceived as touching, Ire/and. 
Celeftine inveſted him Arch-Biſhop and Primate of 
the whole Ifland, ſet him forward with all Fa- 
your he could, bringing him and his Diſciples onward 
totheir Country. 

In the twenty third Year of the Emperour Theodo- 
ſus the younger, being the yearot our Lord 439, Pa- 
trick landed in Ireland, and becauſe he ſpake the 
Tongue perfectly, and withal being a reverend Per- 
ſonage inthe cycs of all Men, many liſtened and gave 
car to his preaching. And the rather, becauſe (as 
ſome Writers have recorded ) he confirmed his Do- 
Ctrine with divers Miracles,of whichxhat called St.P.- 
tricks Purgatory is moſt remarkable, the deſcription 
of which,out of Gira/dus Cambren/is, an cminent Iriſh 
Author, take asfolloweth. : 

In the Parts of U/ter( faith he ) there is a Pool or 
Lake which environeth an Iſland, in the one part 
whereof there ſtandeth a Church, much enlightned 
with the brightſome recourſe of Angels: the other 
part 15 ugly, and gaſtly, as it were a Bedlam, alortcd 

ro 
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to the vilible Aſſemblies of horrible and priſly 
Bugs. This part ofthe Iſland containeth age, 
and if any dare be fo hardy as to take his lodging a 
Night in one of them, ſtrait thele Spirics claw him 
by the back, and tug him (o ruggedly, and toſs him 
{o crabbedly, that now and then they make him 
more frank of his Bum than of his Tongue apay- 
ment correlpondent to his entertainment. This 
place is called St. Patricks Purgatory, of the Inhabi- 
tants; for when St. Patrick laboured the Converſion 
of the People of Ulſter, by ſetting before their eyes 
in great heat of Spirit, the Creation of the World, 
the Fall of our Progenitors, the Redemption of man 
by the bleſied and precious blood of our Saviour Je- 
ſus Chriſt, the certainty of Death, the Immortality 
of the Soul, the general Reſurrection, the day of 
Tudgment, the Joyes of Heaven, the Pains of Hell; 
how that at length every man,ſmall and great, young 
and old, rich and poor, King and Keiſar, Potentate 
and Pelant, muſt either, through God's gracious 
mercy, be cxalted to the one, to flouriſh in perpe- 
tual Feliciry ; or through his unſearchable Juſtice, 
tumbled down to the other, to be tormented in 
ercrnal miſery. Theſe and the like uy and 
weighty S2nrences, wherewith he was abnndantly 
ſtored, ſo far ſunk into their Hearts, as they ſeemed 
very flexible in condeſcending, to his ine, fo 
that ſome proof of his ſtrange preaching could have 
been verified ; whereupon, without farther delay, 
they ſpake to the Prelate after this manner. * Sir, 
* As we like of your preaching, ſo we diſlike not 
* of our Liberty ; you tcll us of many gew gaws, 
* and ſtrange Drcams, you would have us to aban- 
* don Infidelity, to cage up our Liberty, to bridle 
< our Pleaſure; for which you promiſe us for c_ 

* roy 
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©« toyl and _ a Place to us, as unknown, fo as 


© yet uncertain. You ſermon to usof a Dungeon ap- 
« pointed for Offenders and Miſcreants ; indeed if 
&« we could find that to be true, we ſhould the ſooner 
«*he weaned from the ſweet nipple of our Liberty, 
* and frame our ſelves plyant to the Will of that 
© God thar you reveal unto us. 

St. Patrick conſidering that theſe filly Souls were 
( asall carnal ones for the moſt part are ) more to be 
terrified from Infidelity through the Pains of Hell, 
than allured to Chriſtianity by the Joys of Heaven 
moſt heartily beſought God, tor the Honour an 
Glory of his Divine: Name, to give ſome evident 
token of the matter they fo importunately required. 
'Finally, by the eſpecial direftion of God, he found 
in the North-edge of UV/ter a deſolate corner, hem- 
med in round, andin the middlethereof a Pir, where 
he built a Church; at the Eaſt end of which was a 
door which led to a Cloſer of Stone, like to a long 
Oven, which 'was called St. Patrick's Purgatory, for 
that the People for ſeveral Ages atter reſorted thither 
to do Penance, reporting art their return ſtrange Vi- 
{ions of Pain and Bliſs appearing unto them; and 
this is the Cave which the Inhabitants in theſe dayes 
call Ellzn i Frugadory, that is, the Iſte of Purgatory 
and St. Patrick's Purgatory, and is by the Irith had 
in great Veneration to this day. 

Thoſe that repaired to this place for Devotion- 
ſake, uſed to continue therein twenty four hours, 
ſometimes with Ghoſtly meditations, and other- 
whiles with dread for the Conſcience of their Deſerts, 
when they faid they ſaw a plain reſemblance of 
theirown FauhsandVirtues.,with the horror thereun- 
tobelonging ; the one (o terrible,the other fo joyous, 
that they verily d&mcd themſelves for the time to 

have 
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have had a ſight of Heaven and Hell. The Revela- 
tion of Men, ( St. Patrick, Net living) were kept writ- 
ten within the adjoyning Abbey tor many Agecsatter, 
Now when any Perſon was diſpoſed to enter,(for the 
Door was alwayes kept faſt ſhut up ) he repaired firſt 
tothe Arch-Bithop, who caſt before him the Perils 
and Dangers belonging thereunto, becauſe it was 
known that divers entering into that Cave, were 
never ſeen to return back : bur if the Party were tul- 
ly reſolved, he recommended him to the Prior, who 
in like manncr would exhort him to chooſe ſome 0- 
ther kind of Penance, and not to hazard fuch a 
danger. If notwithſtanding he found the party ful- 
ly bent, he conducted him tothe Chuach, injoyning 
him to begin with Prayer, and Faſt of fitteen days to- 
cther, or ſo long as indiſcretion could be endured; 
That time expired, it yet he perſeyercd in his pur- 
pole, the whole Convent accompanied him with 
jolema Procethon and Benediftion ro the Mouth of 
the Cave, where they let him in, and fo barred up 
the door till the next morning ; and then with like 
Ceremonies they waited his return; it he were {cen 

no more, they faſted and prayed fifteen days after. 
Burt to return to St. Patrick; what with his Do- 
Arine and the Holineſs of his Life, he won many 
to embrace Chriſtianity, ſo that che berter part of 
the Kingdom were convertcd to the Faith of Chriſt; 
tor, Laigerius Son to Nealws the great Monarch, al- 
though he received nor the Goſpel himſelf, yer per- 
mitted all that would, to embrace it : but, Crs 
he refuſed to þe baptized and apply to his Doctrine, 
the Biſhop denounced againſt him a Curſe from 
God accordingly, but yet tempered with Mercy 
and Judgment; as thus, That during his Life he 
ſhould be vittoruous ; but after hiat, neither ſhould the 
King- 
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Kingdom ſtand, nor his Lineage inherit. T hence he 

took his way to Con? Lord of Connaught, who ho- 

nourably received him, and was converted, with all 

his —_— ſending him afterward to his Brother 
n 


Logan, King of Leinfter, whom he allo converted. 
In Mwniter he found great Friendſhip, by the means 
of an Earl there named Davis, who honour'd him 
highly, and gave him a dwelling-place in the Eaſt- 
Angle of Armagh, called Sorta, where he erected 
many Cells and Monaſteries, both for. religious 
Men and Women. He travelled thirty years in 
pong thorough the Land, planting Biſhops and 
rieſts in convenient places, whoſe Learning and 
Converſation, by the eſpecial Grace and Favour of 
God; eſtabliſhed the Faith in that rude Nation : 
other thirty years he ſpent in his Province of Ar- 
magh, among his Brethren placed in thoſe Houſes 
of Religion , which by his means were founded. 
$o he lived in all about 122 Years, and then he 
dyed; being after his Death canonized for a Sainr, 
and had in ſuch venerable Eſteem in his Country, 

that in Controverſies and folemn Proteſtations the 

were accuſtomed to (wear by St. Patricks pa 
Oath they feared more to break than it they had 
{worn by the Holy Evangeliſts. His Sce alſo of 
Armagh, was, by reaſon of him, had in ſuch ho- 
nourable Eſtimation in old time, that not only Bi- 
ſhops and Prieſts, but Kings alſo and Princes, were 
(in general ) ſubje&t co the Metropolitan thereof in 
all Obedience, and to his Government alone. Af- 
ter his Death roſe as great difference for his Sepul- 
chre, as was for Homer amongſt them of Greece; 
they of Downe challenged his Grave to be with them, 
upon certain Verſcs written on a Tomb, which al- 
cribes Patrick, Bridget, and Co/umbe to be buried 
there- 
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therein; they of Armagh lay claim by the Warrant 
of St. Bernard, who faith, that Patrick, in his Life 
time there ruled, and after Death there reited ;Glaſ- 
ſenbury mn England, by ancient Records, will have 
his Body intcrrcd with them; and Scotland avouch- 
eth his Birth to be at G/zſco, and Bones to reſt at 
ry wo 2c with :them : \ thus..is his Burial place 
kft dubious, ſuch ſtriving there is for che Interment 
of honourable Perſons ; as it/happengd to St. Telion, 
a famous Biſhop of Landaff in Wales, at whoſe Bu- 
rial, it is aid, that three places did ſtrive to have 
the interring of his Body ; Pen-allum, where his 
Anceſtors were buricd ; Lanfolio naur, where he dy- 
ed; and Landaff, his Epilcopal See : Now 
Prayer to. God to a this Contention, in the 
place where they had left him, there appearcd ſud- 
denly three Hearſes, with three Bodies fo like as 
no Man could diſcern the right, and ſo every one 
taking one, they were all well pleaſed.

A marvellous Preſervation of the _— in 


Ireland in the time of Qncen Mary, by a mer- 
ry Accident, 


Aﬀp- the third Year of the Reign of Queen 
k. Mary, a Purſevant was {cnt with a Commitli- 
on into Ireland, ro empower ſoine eminent Perſons 
to proceed with Firc and F ot againſt poor Prote- 
ſtants. It happened by divine Providence, this 
Purſevant, at Chefer, lodged in the Houle of a Pro- 
teſtant Inn-keeper, who having gotten ſome Inkling 
of the matter, ſecretly ſtole his Commiſſion out of 
his Cloak-bag, and put the Knave of Clubs in the 


room 
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room thereof. Some Weeks after, he appeared 
before the Lords of the Privy Council at Dublin, 
whereof Biſhop Coren, Arch-biſhop of Dublin, was 
then a Principal ; bur, inſtead of a Commitlion he 
produced a Card , yvhich fo incenſed them, that 
they cauſed him to be committed to Priſon for 
ſuch an' Aﬀeront, 'as done on deſign to deride them. 
Here he lay for ſome Months, till with much ado, 
at laſt he got his Enlargement. Then over he rc- 
turned for England, and quickly getting his Com- 
miſſion reneyyed, makes with all ſpeed for Ireland 

in; but before his Arrival there, he was prevent- 
od with the News of Queen Mary's Death : and fo 
the Lives of many, and the Liberties of more poor 
Servants of God vvere preſerved.

Of the horrid Myrther of Duffe, King of Scot- 
land, and how miraculouſly it came to be dif: 


covered. 


RD Daffe began his Reign over Scotland abour 
the Year of our Lord g68. being a Prince of 
an upright Juſtice, and one who would not favour 
Offences in any Perſon whatſoever. This his zeal 
of Juſtice was by his Subjes (ro whom former Kings 
had let looſe the Reins of Government) termed Se- 
verity: ſo that the Nobles being reſtrained from 
inſulting and making Slaves of the Commonalty, 
brake forth into ſeveral Inſurrefions, eſpecially in 
Murray-land, who all roſe up againſt the King, un- 
lels it were the Caſtle of Fores, of which one Don- 
wald was Governour. Thele Rebels ſeeing they 
could not preyail upon the King by force, hircd 
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certain Witches to bewitch him to Death : theſe 
n_ being murmured amongſt the People, and 
at lait coming to the King's Ear, who then lay ſick 
of a languiſhing Diſeaſe, and could take no reſt day 
nor night, he tent two men into Marray- land, to dil- 
cover, it *they could, the Truth of the Bulincs: 
Theſe men diflembling the cauſe of their Jovrney, 
did {o efteftually purſue the fame, that they were 
received-into the Caſtle of Fores in the dark of the 
Night, and declared unto Donwald the caule of their 
coming 3 requiring his Aid torthe Accompliſhment 
of the King's pleaſure. The Souldicrs which lay 
there in Garrilon, had an inkling that there was 
ſome ſuch marter in band, as wastalked of amongſt 
the People, by reaſon that one of them kept as Con- 
cubine, a young Woman, which was Daughter to 
one of the Wirches, as his Paramour, who told him 
the whole manner uſed by her Mother and other 
her Companions, with the Intent alſo which was 
to make away the King. The Souldier having 
learned this of his Leman, told the ſame to his Fel- 
lows, who made report thereof to Donwa/d, and he 
ſhewed it to the Kings Meſſengers, and therevvith 
ſent for the young, Damſel which the Souldier kepr, 
as then being within the Caſllc, and cauſed her up- 
on ſtrift Examination to contels the whole matter, 
as ſhe had ſcen and knew: whereupon, learning by 
her Contethon, in what Houle in the Town it was 
where they practiſed their helliſh Myſtery, he ſent 
forth Souldicrs about the midſt of the Night, who 
breaking into the Houle, found one of the Witches, 
roaſting upon a wooden Broach, an Image of Wax 
at the Fire, relembling in each Feature the King's 
Perlon, deviſed as is to be thought, by Craft and 
Art of the Devil: another of them fate reciting cer- 

fan 
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taint Words of Enchantment, and ſtill baſted the 
Image with a certain Liquor very bufily. TheSoul- 
diers finding them occupicd in this wiſe, took them, 
together with the Image, arid led them intothe Ca- 
ſtle, where being ſtrictly examined for what purpoſe 
they went about fach manner of Enchantment; they 
anſwered, to the end to make away the _ : for as 
the Image did' waſte betore the - Fire, fo did rhe Bo- 
-dy of the King break forth in ſweat; and as for the 
words of Enchantment, they ſeryed to keep him ſtill 
waking from Steep, ſo that as the Wax ever mett- 
e&d; ſodid the Kings Fleſh, by which means it ſhould 
have come to pals, that when -the Wax were once 
clean conſumed, the Death of the King ſhould im- 
-mediately follow. - So were they taught by the De- 
vil; and hited by the Nobles of Mirray-/:nd to do 
.thefame. The ſtanders by, that heard ſuch an a- 
bominable tale told by the Wirches, ſtrait ways 
brake the Image,and cauſed the Witches (according 
as had well deſerved ) to be burnt to death. 
Ic is1aid, that the King, at the very ſame time that 
thele things were a doing in the Caſtle of Fores, ſlept 
that night without any Sweat breaking forth upon 
him at all; andbeing thus reſtored ro his' Strength 
and 'certified what the Rebe&'of Murray-lznd ad 
done, heraiſcd an Army, andwith the ſame march- 
ed them, purſuing them thence unto Roſſe, 
and from' Roſſe into Cathneſſe where apprehending (c- 
veral of them, he brought them back rothe Caſtle of 
Fores,, and therecauſed them ro be hanged on di- 
vers Gallowſes and Gibbers. Amongſt thoſe that 


were thus executed, were forme Gentlemen of note, 
near of Kin unto Porwald the Captain of the Ca- 
le, for whoſe lives he much interceded ro the King; 
but recciving from'him : flar denial, he —__ 
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ſuch an inward malice to his Sovercign, and bei 
furcher inſtigated by his Wife, that he never left 
till he found means to mufther him: which was 
brought ro pals in this wile;

N Verona, a famous City in Italy, lived a young 
Gentlewoman named Julietta, of the noble 
Houſe of the Monteſches, or Montacutes ; her Father 
being not —_—_ ſhe ſhould marry, when both 
> wy cat of Time, and aptneſs of her Years 
made tender of themſelves; therefore ( in her faireſt 
Flower) ſhe eſpouſed her ſelf, unknown to her Pa- 
rents, to a Gentleman's Sqa of another Houſe and 
Family, called the CapeletF whoſe Name was Ro- 
meo, thoſe two Families being mortal Enemies one 
to the other. This Marriage ſorted unto the la- 
mentable Death of both the Lovers, as you ſhall 
briefly hear in this manner. They being ſecretly 
married by the hand of a Cordelier or Franciſcan 
Fryar, a man moſt expert in the Secrets of Nature, 
who took great Compatlſion on their carneſt recipro- 
cal AﬀeCtion, and daily Torments between them 
endured. Ir happened, on a certain day, that an 
Uncle to Falertayin regard of the inveterate Hatred 
betwixt the two lies, drew upon Romeo, who 
(in defending himſfelt) flew the faid Uncle; where- 
upon he was baniſhed, or (at the leaſt inforced to 
be abſent from Verona. The woctul Gentlewoman 
having made her moan _ the honeſt _

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Fryar, Fader the ſhadow of Confeſſion, concerning 
the irklome abſence of her beſt eſteemed Friend ; 
he gave her advice to receive a lictle Potion when 
ſhe went to Bed, which ſhould cauſe her to ſleep for 
- more than thirty hours, fo that ſhe ſhould be verily 
ſappofed ro be dead. ' She boldly adventured on 
his Counſel, and her Parents imagining her to be 
dead irideed, cauſed her to be buried in the Tomb 
or Vault belonging to the Houſe of her Predeceflors. 
From thence the _ purpoſed ro ferch her at a 
certain hqur of the Night, and to condutt her, (in 
the Habit of a Novice ) to baniſhed Rowev, who li- 
ved in a Land of another Jurifdiion, yer not far 
diſtant from the City: all this was le and eaſie 
to be performed ; for it was and is a common Cu- 
tom there, not to bury deccaſed Bodies in Graves 
as it is obſerved among us, but in Grotts or vaulted 
Caves. While theſe things were RT 
according to &d purpoſe, it forruned, that 
a Servant belonging to Romeo came to Yerong, to 
bring, Lerters of Recommendation to Jukette; and 
being returned back to his Maſter, reported the 
certain Tidings of her Death, and that himſelf was 
preſent at her interring.

Nor 
long after, the Fryar, knowing the time expired for 
the waking of Juketta, came likewiſe to the Vault; 
bur when he beheld that tragick woeful SpeRtacle, 
let his Sorrow be cenſured by ſuch as are able to 
judge of the fame. On the morrow after, the death 
of theſe two Lovers was diſcovered, and all marters 
rehearſed by Fryar Lawrence ( for lo was the Corde- 
lier named ) to the great Grief and Admiration of 
every one that h w-* 
nother Hiſtory of as ſad cftcfts take as followeth. 
In the City of Rome, not long while ſince, there 
was a young Maiden ( named Larretia, Daughter to 
a rich Merchant) ſecretly c{pouſed to a young man, 
called Paul, Son alſo to another Merchant, the two 
Fathers being vowed Enemics, and both alike en- 
vious of each others Fortune. The Father of Paulo 
erceiving how faſt aged Years came ſtealing on 
im, determined a marriage for his Son, acquaint» 
ing him therewith; that he had made choice of one 
meer for him, commanding him alſo to faſhion 
himſelf to good liking thereof, becauſe he would 
have it accompliſhed within very few _ The 
Son deferred it off fo long as well he could ; yet to 
declare ſome Obcdience to his Father, he craved 
Reſpite to conſider thereof : but in the mean while, 
ir was generally noiſcd thorovgh the City of Rome, 
that Paſo muſt be marricd unto another. This 
L 4 News 
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News coming tothe Ears of Lucretia, ſhe diſlembled 
her inward conceived Diſpleaſure,. verily imagining 
the matter to be already done. Paul coming (as 
oftentimes he did ) when fit time favour'd him, to 
viſit his Lucretia, in the night time, ſo jocund and 
merry as at no time more: after accuſtomed Kind- 
neſles paſſed between them, Paulo. fell into a yery 
ſound Slcep; Lucretia beholding him in that fearle(s 
Eſtate, with a great Knife ſhe gave him ſa many 
Stabs and deep Wounds, both in the Breaſt and 
Belly, that ſhe deprived him of his Life, an after- 
ward committed the like Violence on her (elf. This 
AR, fo full of Sorrow and {ad Miſchance, came to 
the Ear of Pope Paulus the Fourth, who would nat 
allow them to have Chriſtian Burial ; but a Learned 
Divine, a Jacobine by Religion, made fo excellent 
an Oration to the Pope againſt the unkind Parents 
of the deceaſed Lovers, that Obſcquies were grant- » 
ed, and Burial given them : and an aged Woman 
a Servant to Lucretia, who had been the means 
their private Marriage, was (by Authoriry of Juſtice) 
burned alive, becauſe ſhe had not adycrtiſed the 
Parents thereof. 

A third Story, as diſmal as the two former, here 
followeth. Damoiſelle Geneviefue, Daughter unto 
Monſieur Megrelim, a Gentleman 1n ordinary in the 
Court of Francs the {econd, King of France, &- 
p_ her ſelf by Word only, and without Know- 

ge of any in her Fathers Houle, to one that was 
School-maſter unto her Brethren, named Medard, 
a Picar by Nation, born in Laon, a young man, 
of patunte Handſomneſs, and of indifferent Know- 
ledge for his time, being about twenty three years 
old. After ſome ſpace, being thus contracted, ſhe 
found her elf to be with Child; and fearing he 
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Diſpleaſure of her ny, --—_—_ of her Mother, 
who was a very ſevere Woman, ſhe forlook her 
Father's Houſe and the goodly City of Paris, ac- 
companied with none bur her T roth-plighted Huſ- 
band the School-maſter. Trayelling thorough the 
Country,-they made their ſtay in a great Burrough 
Town of Champaign, where likewiſe he became 
School-maſter, taking great Pains to ſupply their 
Necellities. Within ſome tew Months after their reft- 
dingthere, Medard died; and ſhe, five days after the 
death of her Husband, one Evening, after Supper, 
in a publick place, declared to all fuch as gave Fa- 
your to her, the whole Hiſtory of their fore-paſled 
Love, her Marriage by Long her ExtraQtion, 
want of Government, and the Injury done by her 
to her Servants, deling (very heartily ) Pardon 
both,of God and them: {o feigning as if ſhe intend- 
cd tFgo to Bed with her young Infant, which was 
about fix Weeks old, ſhe went and hanged her ſelt 
that Night, on a Beam-end of a poor Cottage which 
they had taken upon hire. 


Certain Obſervations upon Kings of ſeveral Nations. 


A nds, one of the Kings of Fgypr, being 
blind, was aflured by ſome of his Wizards, 
that it he waſhed his Eyes with the Urine of a Wo- 
man which had never known any but her own 
Husband, he ſhould be reſtored to his Sight. At- 
ter a long Search and many vain bo he met 
with one whoſe Water cured him; whom he took 
to Wite: and cauſing all the reſt whom he had 
made Tryal of to be brought together ro a Town 
called G/eba Rabra, he ſet the ſaid Town on Fire, 
and burnt both it and all che Women therein aflem- 
bled, Seſo- 
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Seſofre, 'another King of Egypt, was a Prince of 
ſo great Wealth rok yr Polen that he broughr in 
Subjection all his neighbouring Kings, whom he 
compellcd in turns to draw.his Chariot. It hapned, 
that one of theſe unfortunate Princes caſt his Eye 
many times on the Coach-wheels; and being by | 
Sefefris demanded the cauſe of his ſo doing, he re- 

Iyed, that the falling of that Spoke lowelt which 
bor jult before was in the height of the Wheel, pur 
him in mind of the Inftabiliy of Fortune which 
the King conſidering of, would never afterward be 
ſo drawn in his Chariot: And jndced, he found 
the lame quickly after to be truc, - Sony Expe- 
rience; for, wry, wp Army againlt the Scythians, 
whom in conceit he had already conquered, he 
found himſelf deceived in his Expeftation. Theſe 
Scythians maryelled that a King of fo great Reve- 
nues would wage War againſt a Nation fo Poor, 
with whom the Fight would be doubtful, the Vi- 
Qtory unprofitable, but to be vanquiſhed a 
al Infamy and Diſgrace : fo joyning Battels, Seſo- 
firs was diſcomfited, and puriued even to his own 
home by che Enemy, learning him by that to mo- 
re his Proſperity, and to beware of Fortunes In- 

ility. 

Charles the ſecond King of Nawvarr, was a Prince 
much given to Volupeuouſneſs, and ſenſual Plea- 
ſure, which ſo waſted his Spirits, that in his old Age 
he. fell into a kind of Lethargy : to comfort his 
benummed Joynts he was bound and ſowed up na- 
ked in a Sheer, ſteeped in boiling Aquavite. The 
pn > -n4s having made an end of fowing him, 
and wanting a Knite to cut off the Thred, took a 
Wax Candle that ſtood lighted by him, but the 
Flame running down by the Thred, caught hold 

| on 
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on the Sheer; which ( according to the nature of 
Aquavite ) burned with thac Vehemency, that the 
miſerable King ended his days in the Fire. 

Ewen the third alſo, King of Scot/and, was a Prince 
much addifed, or rather wholly given over to 
' Laſciviouſne(s; inſomuch, that he made a Law that 
himſelf and hs Succeſſors ſhould have the Maiden- 
head, or firſt Nights lodging with every Woman 
whoſe Husband held Land immediately from the 
Crown and the Lords and Gentlemen, of all thoſe 
whoſe Husbands were their Tenants or Homagets. 
This was, it ſeems, the Knights Service which men 
held their Eſtates by 3 and continued in force till the 
days of Malcolm Conmor, who marrying Margaret 
Siſter to our King Edgar Atheling, at her Requ 
aboliſhed the ſame; and ordained, that the Tenants, 
by way of Commuration, ſhould pay unto their 
Lords a Mark in _ which Tribute, the Hi- 
ſtorians of that Nation {ay is ſtill in force. 

Roderick the laſt King of the Goths in Spain, had * 
' for the Governour of one of his Provinces an honou- 
' rable Perſon named Count Julian, whom he ſent up- 
on ati Embaſly to the Moors of Africa, and in the 
mean time defloured his Daughter Cana; which the 
Father rook in ſuch indignation, that he procured 
the Moors (amongſt whom he had gotten much cre- 
dit) to come over into Spain. This requeſt they per- 
formed, under the Condutt of Miſa and Tariffez and 
having made a full Conqueſt,fubjeted it to the Great 
Caliphs, or Mahometan Emperours. Ir is recorded, 
that at the firſt coming of Tariffe into _ a poor 
Woman of the Country, being willingly taken Pri- 
ſoner, fcll down at his feet, kiſſed them, and told him, 
that ſhe had keard her Father, (who was letter'd) ay. 
that Spain ſhould be conquered by a People, whoſe 


nec- 
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General ſhould have a Mole on his right ſhoulder, 
and in whom one of his hands ſhould be longerthan 
the other. He, to animate his Souldiers againſt the 
next encounter, uncloathed himſelf, and ſhewed the 
mark, which ſo encouraged them, that they now 
doubted not the Viftory. Roderick had in his Army 
130009 Foot, and 25000 Horſe: Tariffe had Zo099 
orle, and 180090 Foot, The Battel continued ſe- 
yen dayes together, from morning to night; at laſt 
the Moors were victorious. What became of King 
Roderick was never known; his Souldiers rook one 
arrayed in the Kings Apparel, whom, upon exami- 
nation, they found to be a Shepherd, with whom the 
King, after the Diſcomfiture, had changed clothes. 
It is recorded alſo in Rodericus Toletanus, that before 
the coming of thoſe Saracens, King Roderick, u 
hope of ſome Treaſure, did open a part of the Pa- 
lace, of long time forbidden to be touched, bur found 
nothing' but Piftures which reſembled the Moors, 
* with a Prophecy, that whenſocver the Palace was 
there opened, the People there reſembled*ſhould 
overcome Spain : and ſo it happened. 
By this former Example, you may (ce the ſad efftedts 
of Luſt, ro which wemay add another of like nature. 
Ireland formerly was divided into five Provinces, 
or petty Kingdoms; namely, Muniter, Connaght, Ul- 
fer, Meth, and Leinjter. Thele petty Kings being di- 
vided *amongſt themſelves, became all of them a 
Prey to Turgeſins King of the Norweigians, who ha- 
ving conquered them, reigned as King. One of theſe 
tty Princes, Omo Caghlen, King of Meth, had a 
ughter of renowned Beauty, ro Ann Turgeſius de- 
manded of her Father to ſerve his Luſts : and he, 
ſeeming willing to condeſcend to the.motion, as it 
his Blood would be honourcd thereby, told 2, 


hat 
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That beſides his Daughter, he had at his diſpoſin 
many others of more exquilnte Beauties, which ſho 

all be ready at command. Turgeſins miltruſting no- 
thing, greedily ſwallowed this Bair, and deſired him 
with "1 ſpeed to cffeft this meeting, which he pro- 
miſed ſoop to doz whereupon this policick Prince, 
attired in the Habitsof Women, a company of young 
Gentlemen, who durſt, for the common Liberty, ad- 
venture their ſeyeral Lives, and conducted them to 
the Tyrant's Bed-chamber. And they, according to 
the direftions given them ( whey, for that little mo- 
 deſty ke he had in him, he. had commanded all 
his Attendants to avoid the Room) aſlaulted him, 
now r&dy for, and ajo_—_ more kind embraces, 
and left him dead in the place. The Methian King 
had by this time acquainted divers of the better ſort 
with his Plot, all which, upona ſign given, ruſh into 
the Palace, and put to death all the Norwegians, and 
other Attendants of the Tyrant, and fo recovered 
again their former Liberty. 

_ John, King of England, notwithſtanding he lived 
in continual Trouble, yer bent his Mind to Love and 
Laſciviouſneſs, attempting the Chaſtity of the La- 
dy Matilda, Daughter to the Lord Fitz-Waters; 
who being as averſe to his Deſires as Water to Fire, 
he baniſhes her Father, and ſeyeral of her Friends, 
{cizing upon their large Eſtates; whereupon ſhe flies, 
and takes upon her a Monaſtick Habit in the Mo- 
naſtery of Little Dunmow in Eſex, where he ſtill 
proſecuted his Suit; but finding her more contrary 
to his Deſires than ever, he ſent a Meſſenger unto 
her, who (becauſe ſhe would not agree to his wicked 
motion) he poiſoned a boiled or potched Egg againſt 
ſhe was hungry, and gave it unto het, whereof ſhe 
died. Anno 1213. It hapned, that the next Year, 
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King John being then in France with a great Army,

The Friends of the Lord 
Fitz-Water hearing theſe Wotds, kneoled down, 
and faid, .O King, t is your Knight, it''is Robert 
Fitz-IWater; whereupon, the tiext day he was ſent 
for, and reſtored to the King's Favour, living in all 
affluence of Riches and Honour, the {pace of ſixreen 
Years afterwards. His Father, Walter Fitx-Water, 
with. his Wite Matiddz, dv lye interred in Littt 
Danmow Chancel, under a 'very fair Monument, 
though by ſome Ruincs of the Roof falling upon it 
the Legs of their Effigies were lately broken off; there 
Grand-child Matilda alſo, in-theſe our late rimes of 
Rebellion, . had the Head of her Effigies ſtricken off 
'25 a monument of Superſtition ; bur ſince, by the 
care of my worthy Friend Mr. Barre, who liveth in 
Priory, it is reſtored to the Body again, Ammo

M3 Parcha in his' Pilgrimage relateth of one 
Machamut; a Mooriſh King, who deſeryerth 
mention for one thing, wherein the Sun hath ſcarce 
beheld his like. He lo accuſtomed himſelf ro Poy- 
ſons, that no day p_ wherein he took not ſome, 
for elſe he himſelf had dyed, ( faith my Author ) as 
it farcth with Amſiar or Opinm, the ule whereof 
killeth ſuch as never took it, and the Diſeaſe ſuch 
as have; and beyond that which we read of Mi- 
thridates, in the like Praftice. His Nature was 
fratisform'd-into' ſo venmous an Habit, that if he 
did mean to put any of his Nobles to Death, he 
would cauſe them to be ſet naked before him; and 
chewing certain Fruits in his Mouth, which rhey 
call Chofolos and Tambolos, with Lime tnade of _— 
by ſpitting upon him, in 'one half hour depriye 
him of Life : if a Fly ſat upon his hand it would 
preſently fall off dead. Neither was his Love to be 
|" wy to his Hatred, or with Women was his 
ing leſs deadly ; for, he had three or four thou- 
ſand Concubines, of whom none lived to ſee a ſe- 
cond Sun, after he had carnally known them. His 
Muſtachos ( or Hair of his r Lip) was fo long, 
that he bound it upon his Head, as \Women do with 
an Hair-lace; and his Beard was white, reaching to 
his Waſte. Every day when he arolc, and when 
he dined, fifry Elephants were brought into the Pal- 
lace to do him teverence on their Knees, accompa- 
nied with Ttumpers and other Muſick. 

Celis Rhodiginus mentions the like of a Maid 
thus nooriſhed with Poyſons; her Spittle (and other 
Humours cortiing from der) being deadly: {uch al- 
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ſo as lay with her carnally, preſently dying. Avi- 
cenna hath allo a like Example of a man, whole 
Nacure, infe&ted with a ſtronger Venom, poyſoned 
other venomous Creatures, if any did bite him. 
And when a great Serpent was brought for Tryal, 
he had by the biting thereof a two days Fever, bur 
the Serpent dicd ; the other did not harm him.

A notable Impoſture of one Margaret Ulmer, at 
Eling iz Germany. 


Bout the Year of our Lord 1545. there was 
one Margaret Ulmer, the Daughter of John 
Ulmer, a ſingle Woman, who- thorough rons 
Sickneſs,” and extremity of Pain, had her Belly {o 
excccedingly ſwelled, that ir over-ſhadowed her Face, 
and in compaſs was more than ten hands breadth: 
ſhe ſaid that ſhe fed divers living Creatures in her + 
Belly, yer neither did ſhe cat nor drink, but took 
only ſome Apothecarics Conte&tions, and uſcd the 
ſmell of Herbs and Flowers. There was heard by 
thoſe that ſtood by the Bed where ſhe lay, the 
Voices of divers hving Creatures; as, the crow- 
ing of Cocks, the cackling of Hens, the gagling 


. of Geeſe, the barking of Dogs, the blcating of 


Sheep, the braying of Aſſes, the grunting of Swine, 
the bel!owing of Carrel, and the neighing of Hor- 
{es. Slie vorded Serpents and Worms of a marycl- 
Jous grcatnels, about fifty in number. When the 
Report hercot was ſpread abroad, not only in the 
Towns and Villages adjoyning, butalmoſt therough 
all Germany, multicudes reſorted to the, place to ice 
the Miracle, and beheld che Maid with no lels

Wonder then Compaſſion, who allogave her much 
Money. The advice of divers Phyſicians and Chy- | 
rurgions was asked ; and at laſt the Phyſicians of the 
Emperour Charles ct fifth, and of Ferdinand King of 
the Romans, and of Hungary, came thither, accom- 
panied with divers Noble-men and Gentlemen, who 
notwithſtanding found no deceit therein. Thus ſhe 
continued for the ſpace of almoſt four years. Her 
Torments ſeemed to increale more and more upon 
her. Ar laſt the chict Magiſtrate of the City ſentfor 
her Parents, and asked them whether they deſired to 
have their Daughter delivered from fo great Tor- 
ments, by the Phylicians making inciſion into her 
Belly ? Her Father bcinga plain man, anſwered : that 
he was willing to leave his Daughter to God's Provi- 
dence, and to law{ul Remedies of Phyſicians. Bur 
the Mother ( being guilty of the Deceit) ſaid, thatſhe 
would not have them to attempt any thing to the 
endangering of her daughters lite; adding moreover, 
that ſhe would pray that God's Vengeance might | 
light upon them, it hn Daughter milcatrizd under 
their hands. 

'Yet ſome were ſent tothe Maid, to mind her, that 
they had many times craved help of Phyſicians, that 
now there was a profter made of their help, who, by 
God's athſtance, might cither wholly free her from 
her Diſtemper, or, art leaſt, a{[wage the violence of 
it : Butſhe( being inſtructed of her Mother ) anfwer- 
ed, Thar ſhe, with a willing mind, would patiently 
ſuffer what it ſhould pleale God to inflict upon her: 
that ſhe deſired not any Phyſick; but that as for the 
ſpace of four years ſhe had undergone the extremity 
of her Pains, fo ſhe was ſtill willing to bear the Croſs 
which God had laid upon her, till it pleaſed him to 
remove :t ; hoping that = ſhould [ti] be _ to 

£ car 
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bear the violence of her Diſcaſe as hitherto ſhe had 
| been. Butthe Magiſtrate of EJing, being better plea- 

{ed with her Father's Anſwer, ſent a Dr. of Phyſick, 
with two Chirurgions, and a Mdwife, to ſearch the 
Maidens Belly by Incifion. Theſe came to her, and 
ſearching her Belly, found ir ſtuffed with Clouts ve- - 
ry cunningly, and with Pillows, and ſuch like Marte- 
rials, with divers Hoops, wherewith her Belly was 
made round, ſhe crying out all the while ; and when 
all theſe were removed, they ſaw the Maiden ſtark 
naked, with as well a compadt, and as fair a Body as 
might be. When now the Deccit was diſcovered,the 
Parents, with che Daughter, and all they which were 
acceſſory ( with whom in the Night, whilſt others 
ſlept, ſhe made good cheer) were carried to Priſon, 
and afterwards, put to the Rack. The counterfeit Bel- 
ly was brought to the Town-houſe, and there ſhew- 
ed to the Burgo-maſters; and the Maids Mother was 
found to be a Witch, who, by the Devils help, had 
- cauſed thoſe ſtrange noiſes, which ſeemed to proceed 
out of the Maids Belly ; and upon ſtrict examination, 
ſhe confefled, that ſhe had done all thele things by 
the Devils periwaſton and help, tor Gain-ſake, all 
theſc tour years; for which ſhe was condemned b 
the Judge, had firſt her Neck broke, and afterwards 
was openly burned : The Daughter had her Cheek 
burned through with an hot iron, and was condem- 
ned to perpetual Impriſonment. The Father ( who 
rook his Oath that he was deceived by his Wite and 
Daughter, even till that day wherein this wicked 
Fatt vvas diſcovered) vvas acquitted, and freely diſ- 
miſled: the other Acceſſories vvere baniſhed, and 
ſome of them that yycre moſt guilty, vycre other- 
y Vile puniſhed.

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Of People long-lived, who have had their Teeth 
and Excrements of Hair renewed. 


R. Purchas in his Pilgrimage relateth, that 
whilſt the Portugals were butie in building 2 
Fort in the Kingdom of Decan, belonging to 4/ia, 
that there came a certain Bengalan to the Governour, 
which had lived, as he affirmed, three hundred thir- 
hive years. The old men of the Country teltified, 
that they had heard their Anceſtors ſpeak of his great 
Age, and himſelf had a Son fouricore and ten years 
old, and nor at all Book-learned, yet wasa ſpeakin 
Chronicle of thoſe pailed Times. His Teeth h 
ſometimes fallen our, others growing in their places; 
and his Bcard, after it had been very hoary, by de- 
rees returned into his former blacknels. About an 
undred years before that time, he had alter'd his 
Pagan Religion into the 4rabian or Mooriſh. For 
this his Miraculous age, the Sultans of Cambaya had 
allowed him a Stipend to live on, the continuance of 
which he ſought, and did obtain of the Portugals. 
Fryar Foano dos Santos, tells a Story of one who 
was alive Anno 1695, of whom the Biſhop of Cochin 
had ſent men to inquire, whobywiligent ſcarch found 
that he was then J8o years old, and had married 
cight times; the Father ofmany Generations. They 
{aid his Teeth had thrice fallen our, and were thrice 
renewed; his hair thrice, hoary, and as oft black a- 
gain. He could tell of nineteen ſucccthye Kings which 
reigned in Horan his native Country in Bengals. He 
was alſo born a Gentile and after turned Moor, and 
hoped (he ſaid)to dye a Chriſtian, rejoycing to ce a 
Picture of St Frances, (aying ( as the Fryar tells us) 
ſuch a man, when he was twenty fiye ycars old, had 
forctold him that long lite. 
F M 4 Ntt- 
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Nic-di Conti ſaith he ſaw a Bramane three hundred 
years old. 

But ro: come nearer to our home, Mr: Moriſon 
reporteth of the Iriþ Counte!s of Deſmond, that ſhe 
lived tothe age ofa bundred and forty Years, being 
able to go on foot four or five miles to the Market- 
Town, and uſing weekly (o to do in her laſt Years: 
and not many ycars before ſhe died ſhe had all her 
Teeth renewed. 

He alſo tells of one Femings a Carpenter, in Be- 
werly, a Town of Holdernes in Eng/and, whom the 
men of thoſe Parts reported to have lived a hundred 
and twenty years, and that he married a young 
Woman fome few years before his death, by whom 
(being of good Fame) he had four Children; and 
that his eldeſt Son by his firſt Witc, then living, 
was a hundred years old or thereabouts, bur —_— 
decrepid, as he was rathcp taken for the Father than 
the Son. 

King James going a Progreſs into Hereford-ſhire, 
the ingenious Serjeant Hoskpn gave him an Entertain- 
ment, where he provided ten aged People to dance 
the Morrece before him, all of thcm making up more 
than a thouſand years; fo that what was wanting in 
one was ſupplied in another. - A Neſt of Ne#tars 
(faith Mr. Fulter) not to be found in another-place. 

In the Year 1634. Thome Earl of Arundel (a great 
1 over of Antiquirics in all kinds) brought our of the 
Country, unto King Charles the Firſt, an old man 
named Thomas Parre, Son ot John Parre, born at 
Alberbury, in the Pariſh of Winnington 1n Shrop-ſhire, 
who lived'to be above a hundred and fifty Ycars ot 
Age, veritying his Anagram.

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He was born in the Reign of King Fdward the 
Fourth, 1483. and towards his latter end flept away 
molt part of his time z being thus charaQter'd by au 
Eye-witneſs of him.

Having been at Weſtminfter about two Months, 
change of Air and Dier (better in ir ſelf, bur worte 
for him) with the trouble of many V ifitants or Spe- 
Qators rather, are: conceived to have accelerated 
his Death; which hapned November the 15. 1634- 
and-was buried in the Abbey Church at We/tnri | 
all preſent ar his Burial, doing Homage to this aged 
Thomas de temporibus.

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any Notes. After Sermon, I went with him to his Houſe, where T pre- 
poſed theſe ſeveral following Queſtions to him. Whether it was true the 
Book reported of him, concerning his Hair ? whether or no he bad « 
new ſer of Teeth come ? whether or no his - Eye-ſight ever failed hint ? 
and whether, in any meaſure, he found hu ſtrength renewed unto him 2. 
He anſwered me diflini#ly to all theſe, and told me, he underflood the 
News-book reported his Hair to become a dark brown again, but that 
3 falſe ; he twlb his Cap off, and ſhewed me it ; It is come again libe a 
Child's, but rather flazen, than either brown or gray. For bis Teeth, 
he bath three come within theſe- tw» years, not yet at their Perfettton; 
while he bred them he was very ill. Farty years ſince he could nat 
read the biggeſt print without Spetacles, and now ( he bleſſeth God ) 
there is no print ſo ſmall but he can read without them. For bis 
Nrength, he thinks himſelf »s flirong now as he hath bzen theſe twenty 
years. Not long fmce, he walked t9 Alnwick to dinner, and back a- 
gain, ſix North-Countrey miles. He #s now an hundred and ten years 
of age, and ever ſince Laff May, a hearty Body, very chearful, but floops 
much He had froe Children, after he wt eighty years of age, four 
of them luſly Laſſes, now living with him, the other died lately ; his 
Wife yet hardly fifty years of age. He writes himſelf Machel Vivan, 
he is a Scortiſh-man, born near Aberdeen. I forget the Towns name 
where he is naw Paſtor, he hath been there fifty years.

N the Year 1614. ten Enghſh-men having received 

the Sentence of Death for their ſeveral Crim 

at the Seſfions-Houſe at the 0/d-Bayly in London, h 
their Execution reſpited by the intreaty of the Ea#- 
India Merchants, upon Condition that they ſhould 
be-all baniſhed to Sou/dnia-Bay, to the end (if they 
could find any peaccable abode there) they might 
diſcover ſomething advantagious to their I rade : 
and this was accordingly done. But two of m_ 
when

when they came thither, were taken thence, and 
carried on the Voyage : one whoſe Sir-name was 
Duffield, by Sir Thomas Row, that Year'ſent Ambaſ- 
ſador to the Great Mogol ; that Fellow thus redeem- 


ed from a moſt ſad Baniſhment, - was afterward 
brought back again into Eng/and by that noble Gen- 
tleman, and here, being intruſted by him, ſtole ſome 
of his Plate, and run away: another was carried on 
the Voyage likewiſe, bur what became of him at- 
and is not known: ſo that there remained cigh 
which were there left with ſome Ammunition a 
Vittual, with a ſmall Boat to carry them to and 
from a very: little uninhabired Ifland lying in the 
yery mouth of that Bay, a place for their retreat and 
ſafety from the Natives on the Main. The Ifland 
called Pen-gain Ifland, probably fo named art firſt 
by ſome Welh-man, in whoſe Language, Pen-guin 
ſignifies a White-head ; and there-are many great 
lazy Fowls upon and about this Iſland, with great 
cole black Bodies, and very white Heads, called 
Pen-guins. The chic man of the eight there left, 
was {1r-named Croſs, who took upon him the name 
of Captain Croſs. He was formerly Y coman of the 
Guard to King Fames : but having had his Hand 
in Blood twice or thrice, by men flain by him in 
ſeveral Duels, and now being condemned to die 
with the reſt, upon very great Sute made for him 
he was hither baniſhed with them; whither the Ju- 
ſtice of —_— God was diſpatched after him, as 
it were in a Whirk-wind, and followed him cloſe ar 
the very heels, and over-took him, and left him 
not till he had paid dear for that Blood he had for- 
merly ſpilt. 'T his Croft was a very: ſtout and a ve- 
ry reſolute man, who quarrelling with, and abuſin 
the Natives, and engaging himſelf far among 
them, 
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them, immediately after , himſelf, with the reſt 
were left in that place, many of thele Savages being 
got together, fell upon him, and with their Darts 
- thrown, and Arrows ſhot at him, ſtuck his Body fo 
tull of them, as if he had been Jarded with Darts 
and Arrows, making him look like the Figure of 
the man in the Almanack, that ſeems to be wound- 
ed in every part; or like that man deſcribed b 
Lacan, Totum pro vulnere corpus, who wasall Wound, 
where Blood touched Blood ; a juſt Retaliation of God 
for his Cruelty ſhewed unto others. The other {c- 
ven, the reſt of theſe milerable Brnditi, who were 
there with Croſs, recovered their Boat; and got-off 
the Shore, without any great hurt ; and fo rowing 
to their Idand, the Waves running high, they ſplic 
their Boat at their landing, which engaged them to 
keep in that place, they having now no poſhble 
means left to ſtir thence : And which made their 
Condition, whilſt they were in it, extreamly miſe- 
rable, it was a place wherein grew never a Tree, nei- 
ther for Suſtenance, or Shelter, or Shade, nor any 
thing beſide to help ſuſtain Nature ; a place that 
had never a drop 6f freſh Water in it, but what the 
ſhowers left in the holes of the Rocks. And beſides 
all his, chere were a very great number of Snakes 
in that Iſland, ſo many of thoſe venemous Worms 
that 3 man could; not tread ſafely 1n the lon Graf 
which grew in it, for fcar of them. And all theſe 
put together, muſt needs make that place beyond 
meaſure uncomfortable ro thele-moſt wretched men. 
To this may be gdded, thcir want of Proviſion, ha- 
ving nothing bur dry Bisker, and no great quantity 
of that; {© that vthey lived with hungry Bellies, with- 
our any place fit for Repoſe, withour any quiet Reſt, 
tor they could not chooſe but ſleep 1n tear _— 
ally. 
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ally. And what outward Condition could make 
men more miſerable than this? Yet notwithſtand- 
ing all they ſufferd, theſe ſeven vile Wretches all 
lived to be made Examples afterward of Divine Ju- 
ſtice: for after they had continued in, and endured 
this {ad place for the ſpace of five or fix Months, 
and they were grown all even almoſt mad, by rea- 
ſon of their ſeveral pretting Wants and Exttemities, 
it pleaſed God by Providence to bring an Engifh 
Ship into that Road, returning for Erg/and : four of 
thele ſeven men being impatient of any more hours 
ſtay there, immediately atter that Ship was come in, 
made a Float with the ruines of their ſplit Boat 
which they had ſaved rogether,and with other Wood 
which my had gotten thither, and with rayell'd 
and untwiſted Boat-ropes, faſtned, as well as they 
could, all her, (for there arc no ſuch ſudden 
Teachers and InſtruQtors as Extremities are.) Theſe 
four-got the. Float, which they had thus pre- 
pared, and poizing it as well as they could by their 
evcral weights no by the benefit of their Oars, 
and rang of the Tide (that then ran quick to- 


ward the Ship newly arrived) they might recover 


it; but this their ExpeQtion failed rhem : for, it 
being late in the day when they made this Attempt, 
and they not diſcovered by the Ship which then 
road a good way up in the Bay, before they could 
come up near unto her, the T ide return'd, and fo 
carry'd them back into the Main Sea, where they 
all miſerably periſhed. The day following, the 
Ship ſent a Boat to the Ifland, which took thoſe 
three, yet — into her, as the other four 
might have been, it they could but have exerciſed 
their Patience for one Night longer. Theſe Survi- 
vers coming aboard the Ship, related all that = 

C- 
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betallen to their Fellows: but theſe three, notwith- 
ſtanding all their former Miſeries, when they were 
taken into the Ship, behaved themſelves fo lewdly 
as they returned homewards, that they were often 
put into the Bilbowes, or Ship-ſtocks, and otherwiſe 
many times puniſhed for their great and ſeveral 
i{demeanours. Acr laſt the Ship being ſafely arri- 
yed intothe Downs, ſhe had not been there at an An- 
chor above three Hours, but theſe three Villains 
por on ſhore, and had not been a ſhore above three 
ours, but they rook a Purſe, and a very tew hours 
after were apprehended, and all taken for that Fat; 
and ſuddenly after that, their very foul Story bein 
related to the Lord Chief Jufice, and they looke 
upon as men altogether incorrigible, and uncapa- 
ble of Amendment by lefler Correftions, by his Spe- 
cial Warrant were executed*upon their - 
demnation, (for which they were baniſhed not ro 
return hither again, but neyer pardoned ) near 
Sandwich in Kent, where they committed the Rob- 


As for the People which inhabit this Bay of Soul- 
dania, the Sun ſhincs not upon any Nation in the 
whole World more barbarous than they ; Beaſts in 
the skins of Men, rather than Men in the skins of 
Beaſts, ( with which they are partly cloathed : ) as 
may appear by their Ignorance, Language, — 
_ other things which make them 

rutiſh, 

Firſt, for God, the great God of Heaven and 
Earth, whom generally all the People in the World, 
Heathens, Mahometans, Jews as well as Chriſtians, do 
conſels; they acknowledge none. For their Speech, 
It 1s an marticulate noiſe rather than Language, like 
the clucking of Hens, or gabling of Turkics; when 


they 
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they walk, they go in rank one after the other, as 
Kine in Summer many times do, when they come 
home to the Pail; or as Wild-Geelefly in Ranks, and 
as they fly make a noiſe; fo theſe walking together, 
gabblefrom rhe firſt to the laſt in the Company, as 
it all ſpake, but none anſwered. Their Habits are 
their Sheeps-skins undreſt, chonged rggether, which 
cover their bodies to the middle, with a little flap 
of the ſame Skin y_ before them, being naked 
downward, and when 'tis cold, keep the- woolly, 
when horter weather, the fleſhy fide of thoſe Skins 
next to their Bodies. - Their Ornaments and Jew- 
ek, are Bullocks or Sheeps-guts, full of Excrement, 
about their Necks : and therefore when any ſtrangers 
buy their Cartrel, and kill chem, they will beg again 
their Guts twadorn themſelves. And art other times, 
when hunger pincheth chem, they will fit down u 
on ſome Hillock, - and ſhaking out ſome of that fil- 
o dding out of the Guts they wear about their 

bowing and bringing their Mouths to their 
Hands, almoſt as low as their Knees, like hungry 
Dogs gnaw and cat the raw-guts. The Wo- 
men,as the men.,are thus adorned, thus habited, and 
{odiered. And (by they way) they carry their ſucking 
Infants under theirSkins, upon their Backs, and their 
Breaſts hanging down like Bag-pipes, th put up 
with their hands to their Children, that they may 
fuck them over their ſhoulders. Both Sexes make 
coverings for their Heads, like to Skull-caps, with 
Cow-dung, and ſuch like filth, mingled with a little 
ſtinking greaſe, with which they likewiſe beſmear 
their Faces, which makes their company unſuffera- 
ble, if they get the Wind of you. Yernotwithſtand- 
ing all this their brutiſhneſs, they are ſo cunning,and 
have their Cartel at ſuch command, that when Sca- 
| men 
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men had bought any of their Bullocks, (which Ge 

would {ell for picces of Braſs, Iron-hoops, or fu 

wrifles) it they did not preſently knock them down, 

they would with a Call make them preſently run to 

ahem again, and then there is no getting them out 
r 


of their hands, by new buying them, fo that often- 
times they ſclone Beaſt two or three times over. 
And now thattheſe People will be are tay hu 
to leave their brutiſhneſs, may appear by this Story. 
Avout three years before thoſe wretched Perions 
wcre carried thither, that we ſpake of before, it hap- 
pened that one. of the Eaft-India Company's Ships 
xcturning thence, and atriving at this Harbour, after 
a lurle ſtay, when ſhe was ready to {et fail for Eng- 
{qnd, and having then twoot thoſe Savages aboard, 
her Commander reſolved to bring them both home 
with him, "thinking that when they had got ſome 
Enghſh here, they might diſcover ſomething of their 
Conntrey, which could not be known before. Theſe 
poar wretches being thus brought away, very much 
againſt both their minds, oneof them ( mecrly out 
of extream ſullenneſs, though he was very well uſed) 
died ſhortly atter they put to. Sea; the other, who 
called himſelt Cooree, lived, and was brought to Lon- 
don, and there kept tor the {pace of fix months, in 
Sir Thomas Smiths Houle (then Governour of the 
Eaft-Ind:ia Company ) where he -had good Diet, 
good Clothes, gaod Lodging, with all other fitting 
Accommodations : Now one 'would think that 
this Wretch might have conceived hispreſent, com- 
uw with his former condition, an Heaven upon 
h : but he did not fo, though he had to his 
good Entertainmentmadefor him a Chain of bright 
Braſs, an Armour, Breaſt, Back, and Head-piece, 
with a Buckler of Brafs, his beloyed Metal, and which 
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his Countrey-men eſteemed far above Gold, yer all 
this contented him not; for never any ſeemed to be 
more weary of ill uſage, than he was of Courreſies, 
none ever more deſirous to return home to his Coun= 
trey than he: For when he had learn'd a little of our 
Language, he would daily lye upon the Ground, and 
cry very often thus, in broken Engliſh, Cooree home 

o, Souldania go home go. And not long after when he 
ad his deſire, and was returned home, he had no 
ſooner ſet footing on his own ſhore, bur preſently he 
threw away his Clothes, his Linnen, with all other 
Covering, and got his Sheep-skins upon his back, Guts 
about his neck, and his Cow-turd Cap upon his head. 
Thus you ſce what manner of Life they afte, the 
name of Cleanlineſs not being known amongſt them. 
And for their Religion, Cooree being asked by the 
Miniſter of the Ship, who was their God ? he, lifting 
up his hands, in his bad Ergiſh laid thus; England 
God, great God; Souldania no God. And fo much for 
Souldania.

being then Regent thereof, in the minority of our 
King Henry the ſixth, who was crowned King of 
France in Paris, the principal City. Charles the fe- 
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venth having lice left to him of that ſpacious King- 
dom butonly the Title. He being at this Exigent, 
this young Maid, then about eighteen years of age, 
preſented her ſelf unto him ac Chinon, bidding him 
not to faint, but conſtantly affirmed, that God had 
ſent her to deliver the Realm of France from the Eng- 
Giſh yoak, and reflore him to the fulneſs of his For- 
tunes.

Atarina @ Arcuſo was born in Biſcay in Spin, 

and was in her Childhood bred up in a Mo- 

naſtery of Biſcay, her own Countrey, where ſhe 

wore a Nuns Habit; but repenting xr" Ba Lite be- 

tore ſhe made Profetſion, ſhe went away; and fan- 

cying to live like a _ fied diſguized from her

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Father's Houſe, and went to "7 Court of Spain, 


where, for ſome time, j ſhe ſerv*d in the Habit of a 
Page; Afterwards, ſhe'was minded to go to Sevil, 
_ from thence to the Weſt-Indies, where, at firlt 
ſhe ſery'd as a Man-ſervant to certain Merchan 
bur within a little while, upon occaſion of a quarre 
which befell her, ſhe was fain to fly, and berook her 
ſelf ro the Life of a Souldier, being naturally much 
inclined to Arms, and Martial Afﬀairs. This courſe 
ſhe followed a you whilc in thoſe Parts, being en- 
gag'd in ſeveral Attions, wherein ſhe always gave 
ood arcount of her ſelf as a Souldier; as alſo in ſuns 
J civil Quarrels, ſo that ſhe got the repute of a 
gallant man ; but becaule ſhe wanted a Beard, they 
believed and called her Eunuch. Among other Bat- 
tels, ſhe was in a dangerous one, wherein, her Com- 
. pany being routed, and the Enſign leftto the Enc- 
mies, ſhe effe&ted by her valour, that ſhe ſtaid her 
Companions flight, re-incourag'd them againſt the 
Enemies, and leading them on valorouſly, recoverd 
the loſt Enſign with her own hand, killing him that 
had taken it; for which Scrvice, ſhe remained En- 
ſign-bearcr of that Company. Ar length, Suſpiti- 
ons ariſing that ſhe was a Woman, the matter came 
to be diſcoverd, in a great Quartel which ſhe had; 
wherein, after many proofs of her Courage, ſhe was 
mortally wounded, and to ſave her ſelf from the 
Court of Juſtice, which perlecuted her, ſhe was con- 
ſtrain'd tro pur her ſelf into the Biſhop's hands ; to 
whom ſhe confels'd the former paſſages of her Liſe 
laying, that ſhe was a Woman, and what ſhe had 
done was not our of any evil end, but only through 
an inclination which ſhe had to a Military Life ; and 
for proof hereof, ſhe defired the Biſhop he would 
cauſe her to be ſcarch'd, which was 4 
one, 
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done, and the Matrons and Midwives found her a 
Woman. The Biſhop put her into a Monaſtery, 
and becauſe twas known ſhe had been a Nun, but 
doubtful whether ſhe was profels'd or no, he kept her 
there till certainty came from her own Countrey 
that ſhe was not : Wherefore, being fer at liberry 
and unwilling to become a Nun, bur rather inclin* 
to a Military Life, ſhe returned into Spain, where, 
petitioning the King for a Reward of her Military 
Service, ( her caſe being examin', as the cuſtom is, 
in the Council, and by the way of Juſtice) ſhe ob- 
tain'd of the King cight hundred Crowns of yearly 
Revenue, there in the Indies, being ſtiled in the 
Patents L! Affere, or Enſign-bcarer, and having Li- 
berry given her to live as a man, and to ſerve in the 
Wars in any of the Kings Dominions, without mo- 
leſtation. Hereupon ſhe came into Ite/y, running 
ſeveral Adventures by the way, to beſcech the Po 
for ſome favours in reference to her courſe of Lite, 
which, by the mediation of many principal Perſons, 
ſhe did obtain: and -where my Author ( Peter della 
Valle ) did both bchold and diſcourſe with her, ſhe 
being then aged betwixt thirty five or forty years; of 
a large and portly ſtature for a Woman, wearing 
clothes and a Sword after the Spaniſh manner. What 
became of her afterwards, I am ignorant of,only thus 
far of her pailed Life, our of the foreſaid Peter del:

he made a Confident of his Captain, and Keeper of 
the Caſtle; The Prince moſt of his time kept in his 
Country-houſe, and his Brothers alſo ; but ſometimes 
he would come and lye ſome dayes in his Caſtle.

Bout the Year 1616, there came to the Engliſh 
FaQtory ar Surat (where Sir Thomas Kow's Chap- 

lain then was) a moſt valiant Portzga?, ( if you will

was ſtill ſo unhappy ( the fame of his great Valour 
being {prcad abroad) as that he could nor long enjo 
that Peace and Quicr which he now ſo much deli- 
red, but received a third Challenge from a very 
callant and very valiant man, as he deſcrib'd him, 
a man big enough to beat a Golzah; and then fur- 
ther told them, that his Hononr was cyer more deat 
to him than his'Life, and therefore notwithſtanding 
the lok of the Vice-Roy's Fayour, and what - 
t3TY migat 
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might happen, he cntered the Liſts with him; and 
though he found him the ſtouteſt Adverlary that | 
ever he oppoſed, yer after a long Conflict this little p 
Knight kilPd that great Gyant, and left him dead 
there likewiſe : which done, he (not daring to return 
any more to Goa) told t that he came naked 
out of the Ficld as they ſaw him, with no Orna- 
ments about him, (as my Author aſlures us) either 
ft to make him a Vice-Roy's Companion, or any 
Weapon fit to dub him Kmght of the Golden Rapier. 

When this Rhodomantadift had ended his peril- 
lous Story, it being Dinner-cr1me, the Merchants bid 
him to fit down with them and cat, which he did 
laying about him more valiantly than ever he had 
done before in the Ficld, giving the Meat many a 
Cur, and cating as if he had»been more than half 
ſtarved.

ſter to the King of Portzga/, at Bruges in Flan-

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-whenas, by reaſon of unſcaſonable Weather, he 
could neither hawk nor hunt, and was now tircd 
with Cards, Dice, &c. and ſuch othet domeſtical 
Sports, or to {cc Ladies dance ; with ſome of his 
Crt he would in the Evening walk diſguiſed 
all about the Town.

Memorials of Thomas Coriat, the famous Od- 
combian Traveller. 


R. Thomas Coriat was born at Odcombe, nigh 
Fvil in Somerſet-(Fire, and bred at Oxford, 
wheie ke attain2d to admirable ſurncy in the Gree 
Tongue: he was a Man in his Time, Notus nim 3 
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omnibus, very ſufficiently known ; one who ſeemed to 
carry Folly in his Face, the ſhape of his Head being 
like a Sugar-loaf inverted, with the little end be- 
fore: bur ſuch as conceived him Fool ad duo, and 
ſomething elle ad decem, were utterly miſtaken; for 
he drave on no Deſign, cared for Coin and Coun- 
ters alike; ſo contented with what was preſcnt, that 
he accounted thoſe men guilty of Superfluity who 
had more Suits and Shirts than Bodies, fcldom put- 
ting off either till they were ready to go away from 
him. Noble Prince Henry, King James his Son, 
allowed him a Penſion, and kept him for his Scr- 
vant ; Sweet-meats and Coriat made up the laſt 
Courſe at all Court-Entertainments : indeed he was 
the Courtiers Anvil to try their Wits upon, and 
ſometimes this Anvil returned the Hammers as hard 
Knocks as it received, his Bluntneſs repaying their 
Abuſlivenels. 

He being addicted to trayel, took a Journey into 
ſeveral places of Exrope, and at his Return made a 
Book thereof, known by the name of Coriat's Cru- 
dities, printed about the ycar 1611. being uſhered 
into the World by very many Copies of excellent 
Verſes, made by the Wits of thoſe times, which 
made one to ſay, that the Porch was mere worth 
than the Palace, the Preface of other mens mock- 
commending Verles than the Book ir (elf; however, 
they did very much advantage and improve, it 
not enforce the Sale thereof, doing themſelves much 
more Honour than him whom they undertook to 
commend in their ſcyeral Encomiaſticks. Now be- 
cauſe the Book is very ſcarce, and hard to come 
by, I ſhall give you a Copy of one of their Enco- 


.miums, ( there being abour ſixty in all) by which

tool thou it at the Court, I on the Thames, 
So farewel Odcombe Tom: God bleis King James. 
Afterwards Taylor wrote a Book, called Laygh and 
be ft; wherein he paraphraſed upon all thoſe Gen- 
tkemen that had written on Mr. Coriat's Book; 
which Book, by the Command of King James, he 
pro- 
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procured to be burnt; and afterwards adding more 


Complaints againſt Taybr, to the King, his Majeſty 
was pleaſed to tell him, that when the Lords of his 
Honourable. Privy Council had leiſure, and nothing 
elſe ro do, then they ſhould hear and determine the 
Differences berwixt Mr. Coriat the Scholar, and Fohn 
Taylor the Sculler. Whereupon, Taylor wrote theſe 
flowing Verles to the Ring. 
Moſt mi hey Monarch of this famous Iſle, 
(Upon the Knees of my ſubmithve mind) 
- I beg thou wilt be p—_ inclin'd 
To read theſe Lines my ruſtick Pen compile. 
Know (Royal Sir) Tom Coriat works the wile, 
Your high Diſpleaſure on my Head to bring ; 
And well I wor, the Sor, his Words can file, 
In hope my Fortunes head-long down to _ 
The King whoſe Wiſdom through the World did 
Did hear the cauſe of twoottending Harlots; (ring, 
$o I beſeech thee ( great) Great Britair's King, 
To do the like for two contending Varlets. 
A brace of Knaves your Majelty implores 
To hear their Suits, as Solomon heard W hores. 
Bur to return to more ferions matters: Mr. Coriat 
being deſirous to ſec the moſt remote pros of the 
Earth, in the Year 1612. he ſhip'd himſelf from Lon- 
don for Conftantinople; where being arrived ; he 
took ſpecial notice of all things there moſt obſer- 
vable. - In this place (as indeed in all places where- 
ever he came, for his facetions Conceits ) he found 
very great Reſpett and Encouragement from: Sir 
Paul Pinder, then and there Ambaſſador, ro whoſe 
Houſe he had free and welcome Acceſs whenſoever 
he pleaſed : being there'for ſome time, he rook his op- 
portunities to view divers parts in Grecia, and in the 
Hellefont, as thoſe two famous Caſtles of Seſtos and 
©) Abydos, 
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Abydos, lo celebrated of old by the famous Muſens, 
for the Habitations of Hero and Leander. He allo law 
what yet remains of the Ruins of renowned 1roy, 
So rich, {o powerful, that ſo proudly ſtood, 
That could tor ten years ſpace ipend ſomuch blood, 
Now _ only her old Ruines ſhews, 


And Tombs that famous Anceſtors encloſe. 

The very Ruincs of that place being now almoſt 
gone to Ruine; the moſt remarkable thing there yet 
remaining,1is part of an exceeding great Houſe,which 
is continued by Tradition to have been ſomerimecs a 
part of the famous Palace of great King Priamns. 

From Smyrna he found a paſſage ro Alexandriz 
in Egyyt, where hc obſerved what remains of the 
once fan'd Pyramids, with the other rarities of 
that famous Country ; which having viewed, he, 
with one Eng/ih-man more, found a Paſs by Sea to 
7orpa in the-Land of Judea, and not above twenty 
miles diſtant trom eruſa/em; whither, accompanied 
with divers others, he went, and fornd it a very (o- 
litary, rocky, uncomfortable way, full of Danger, 
by reaſon of the wild 4rabs, who keep abour thoſe 
Paſſages to make poor Travellers their. Prey and 
Spoil. - Bur they: came fate ro Jeruſalem, now in- 
habited by Turks, ” them called Cutts, which fig- 
nificth Holy; where he vvas courtcouſly received by 
the Father Guardian of the Convent of Fraftiſcan 
Fryersthar keep their refidence in Feruſalem, and by 
ſome of them were' mer'at the Gare of the City, 
where they "were compelled by the Turkiſh Souldiers 
who kcep thole Gates, to redeem their Heads by 
paying cach of them the value of five Shillings, be- 
fore they could have admittance into that place ; 
which they had no ſooner entered, but they were 
preſemly carried by thoſe Franciſcans which _ 

them 
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them, to their Convent; and then the firſt thing 
they did to or for __ waſhed their Feer, then 


ſer ſome comfortable RefcCtion before them, and 
after went in Proceſſion about a little Cloylter they 
had, praiſing God that be had brought in Safety 
thoſe rwo Votaries (as they called them) to viſit that 


holy place. A day or two after they accompanied' 


them to Beth/ehem, the place of our Blelied Saviour's 
Birth, about five Eng/ih miles diſtant from Jeruſa- 
lem ; and in the way berwixt theſe two places, ſhew- 
ed them a Rock, on: which, (as they ſaid) the 
Blefſed Virgin fat down, as ſhe went on a time be- 
twixt Jeruſalem and Beth{zhem,to give her Babe ſuck; 
and, that the Rock might not feel hard under her, 
ir yielded ( as they told them) to her Body like a 
Cuſhion, atd that Impreſſion made by her fo firtin 
remaineth unto this Day ; and 1s devoutly kit- 
ſed by Votaries as they paſs up and down. Afﬀer 
this they returning back, were ſhewed all that was 
to be ſeen in and about Jernſelen as Mount Catva- 
ry, (where our Bleſſed Saviout ſuffered ) that Hill 
being now incloſed within the Walls of Jeruſalem. 
They undertook alſo to ſhew them the place where- 
in our Bleſſed Saviour was buried; and after that, 
upon Mount O/ivet, the very place whence he after 
alcended ; where, upon a Rock there was an Im- 
ſoon of the former part of two Feet, ſuch as is 
cen in ſoft Earth when a man lifts up his Body to 
leap thence ; and theſe Franciſcans confidently af- 
firmed, and ſeemed undoubtedly to belicye, that ir 
was as they ſhewed and told them. 

Ar Feruſalem this out Traveller had made upon 
the Wriſt of his left Arm, the Arms of Jeruſalem, a 
Croſs croſſed, or Croſiets ; atd on the Wriſt of his 
right, a ſingle Croſs,made like that which our Me 
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Saviour ſufferd on; and on the ſides the Stem or 
Tree of that Croſs thele Words written, Via, Verit, 
Vita, ſome of the Letters being put on the one fide 
of that Stem or Tree, and ſome of them on the 

her ; and at the foot of that Croſs three Nails, to 
Ranife thoſe which faſtned our Saviour unto it : All 
theſe Impreſhons were made by ſharp Needles bound 
together, that pierced only the skin, and then a 
black Powder put into the places ſo pierced, which 
became preſently indelible CharaQters, to continue 
with him fo long as his Fleſh ſhould be covered with 
skin ; and they were done upon his Arms fo artifi- 
cially as if they had been drawn by ſome accurate 
Pencil upon Parchment. This poor man would 
pride himſelf very much in the beholding of theſe 
Characters, and ſeeing them, would often {| 
thoſe Words of St. Pau/to the Galatians, Gal. 6. 17. 
(far beſides the Apoſtles meaning ) I bear in my Body 
the marks of the Lord Jeſus. 

And now having ſeen what he deſired in and 
about Jeryſa/em, after his Repaſt the Shot cane to 
pay, Money to recompence the Countcſic of the 
Franciſcans, who being very Joor, are unable to 
entertain People without ſuch Requitals, which he 
and his Comrade willingly gave, as having had a 
good Penny-worth of Eyec-ſighr. 

From hence they took their way to take a view 
of the Dead Sea, ſo called, cither becauſe the Wa- 
ter therein is ſtill, and moves not; or becauſe no 
living Creature is in it, ſuffocating Birds that fly 
over it with the Poyſon of the aſcending Vapors. 
— A name of Right 
— = in that to all Birds oppoſite, 

Which when thoſe Air's ſwitt Paſſengers o're fly, 
Forgerful of their Wings they fall from high 
Wyh our-ſtretch'd Necks—-- Hence 
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Hence they went to: have a fight of the River 
Jordan, which dilchargeth is ſelf into that moſt un- 
comfortable Lake; and from hence they journeyed 
North-Eaſt thorough thoſe ten Tribes, ( which for 
the Sin of So/omon were rent from his Son Rehoboam ) 
rill they came to Mount Libanus, thence back to $:- 
don, from whence they got a Paſſage by Sea to A/e- 
xandretta, now called Scandaroon, where his Engliſh 
Companion left him, and turned his Face towards 
England ; but our ab as wr ſtill co- 
veting to ſee more of the World, preſently took his 
way towards Aleppo in Syria, about ſeventy miles or 
more diſtant from Scandaroon. Here he being kind- 
ly received by the Enghſh Conſul, ſtayed a time to 
gain the Company of a Caravan, which conſiſts of 
a great mix'd multitude of People from divers parts, 
which get and keep together, travelling thole parts, 
for fear of the Incurſions and Violences by Thieves 
and Murtherers, which they would undoubtedly 
meet withal if they travclled ſingle, or but few to- 
gether : with theſe he ſet forwards to that City an- 
ciently called Nineveh in Aſyria, which we find in 
the Prophecy of ny was ſometimes a great and 
excellent City of three days ey + Jonah &3: but 
now ſo exceedingly lefſen'd and lodg'd in Obſcuri- 
ty, that Paſſengers cannot ſay of it, This was Nine- 
veh, which hath now it's old Name changed, and 
is called Moze!. From hence they journeyed to By- 
bylon in Chaldea, ſcituated upon the River Enphr a- 
tes, once likewiſe ſo great, that Ariffotle called it a 
Country, not a City ; but now it is yery much con- 
traſted, and is called Bagdat. From this place they 
proceeded thorough both the Armenia's, where he 
law the Mountain Ararat, where the Ark of Noah ' 
refted after the F load, Gen. 8. - rom hence they _ 

b) Or- 
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forward towards the Kingdom of wy Uzſpaban, 
the uſual place of Refidence for that great King, 
then called Sha Abbas, or King Abbe, a victorious 
Monarch, and though of a bloody and tyrannick 
Diſpoſition , yer very kind and reſpeAful to the 
Engliſh. Next they went to Ser, ancicntly call'd 
Suſhan, where the great King Ahaſuerus kept his 
Royal and moſt magnificent Court; as you ma 
read in Eſther 1, From hence ( far you muſt thi 
his Shoos were made of running Leather ) he jour- 
neyed to Candahor, the firſt Province North-Eaſt 
under the Subjeftion of the Great Mogol, and fo to 
Lahore, the chicfeſt Ciry but one belonging to thar 
reat Empire, and afterwards to Agra, the Mogot's 
Merr his or chict City. 
' And here it is very oblervable, that from Lahore 
to Agra, it is 490 Engliſh miles, and thar the Coun- 
try betwixt both thele great Cities 15 rich, being a 
pleaſant and flat, Campania; and the Road-way on 
h fides all this long diſtance, planted with great 
Trees, which are all the year cloathed with Leaves, 
exceeding beneficial unto "Travellers, for the Shade 
they afford them in thoſe hot Climes. This very 
much extended length of way *twixt theſe two pla- 
ces. is called by Traycllers the Long wat, very tull 
of Villages and Towns for Patſengers every where 
to find Proviſion. 
Ar Agraour Traveller made an Halt, being there: 
lovingly received in the Enghſh Fattory, where hz 
ſtayed ull he had gotten, to his Tarkh and Moriſco, 
or Arabian Lariguages, ſome good Knowledge in 
the Perfar, and DIidoftan Tongues, in which Study 
he was always vety apt, and in litrle time ſhewed 
much Proficicricy. The firſt of theſe two, the Per- 
fan, is the more quaint'; the other, the Indian, the 
| | yul- 


. 
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vulgar Language ſpoken in Eaft-India: in both theſe 
he ſuddenly got fuch a Knowledge and Maſtery, 
that it did exceedingly afterwards advantage him 
in his Trayels up and down the Mogo?s Territory; 
he wearing always the Habit ot that Nation, and 
ſpeaking their Language. 

In the firſt of thele, viz. the Perfan Tongue, he af- 
terwardsmade an Oration to the Great Mogo/; which, 


for the rareneſls of the Language, and the honour * * 


of our great perambularing Traveller, we have tran- 
{cribed verbatim, as followcth.

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The fame in Englifh. 

Ord Prote&or of the World, all hail to you. 
I am a poor Traveller and World-ſeer, which 
am come hither from a far Country, namely Eng- 
Hand, which ancient Hiſtorians thought to have been 
ſcituated in the fartheſt Bounds of the Weſt, and 
which is the Queen of all the Ilands in the World. 
The cauſe of my coming hither is for four ReſpeRts: 
firſt, ro (ee the bleſſed face of your Majeſty, whoſe 
wonderful Fame hath reſounded over all Europe and 
the Mahometan Countries; when I heard of the 
fame of your Majeſty, 1 haſtencd hither with ſpeed, 
and travelled very cheartully to {ce your glorious 
Court; ſecondly, to ſee your Majeſtics Elephants, 
which kind of Beaſts I have nat ſeen in any other 
Country ; thirdly, to fce your famous River Gan- 
b which is the Captain of all the Rivers of the 
orld; the fourth is this, to entreat your Majeſty 
that you would vouchſafe ro grant me your graci- 
ous Paſs, that I may travel into the Country of 
Tartaria, to the City of. Sarmacand, to viſit the 
bleſſed Sepulchre of the Lord of the Corners, (viz. 
Tamberlain) whoſe Fame, by reaſon of his Wars 
and Viftories, is publiſhed over the whole World; 
perhaps he is not altogethcr fo famous in his own 
Country of Tartaria as in England. Moreover, I have 
a great deſire to ſee the bleſſed Tomb of the Lord * 
of the Corners for this cauſe, for that when I was at 
Conflantinople I ſaw a notable old Building in a plea- 
fant Garden near the (aid City, where the Chriſtian 
Emperour that was called Emanuel! made a ſumptu- 
ous great Banquet to the Lord of the* Corners, after 
he had taken Sultan Bajazet in Fetters of Gold, and 
pur him in a Cage of Iron. Theſe four cauſes mo- 
yed me to come out of my Natiye Country _ 
ar, 
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far, having traveltd on foot through . Tarky and 
Perſia; fo far have I traccd the World into this 
Country, that my Pilgrimage hath accompliſhed 
three thouſand miles, wherein I have ſuſtained much 
hbour and toil, the like whereof no mortal man in 
this World did cyer perform, to ſee the bleſſed Face 
of your Majeſty, ſince the firſt day that you were 
inaugurated in your glorious Monarchal T hrone. 

In anſwer ro this Oration, the Mogo! told him, 
that concerning his Travel to the City of Samar- 
cand, he was not able todo him any good, becauſe 
there was no great Amity betwixt the Tartarian 
Princes and himſelf; fo that his commend&atory 
Letters vvould do him no good: allo he added, that 
the Tartars did fo deadly hate all Chriſtians, that 
they vvould certainly kill him vyhen he came into 
their Country. So that he carncſtly difſuaded him 
from the Journey it he loved his Life and Welfare; 
and at laſt concluded his Diſcourſe vvith him by a 
Sum of Money that he threw doyyn from a Win- 
doyv out of vvhich he looked, into a Sheet tryed up 
by the four Corners, and han ing very near the 

round, a hundred Roopas, vvhich amounts to the 
value of tyvelve pounds and ten Shillings of our 
Engliſh Money, the Mogo! looking upon him as a 
Derveeſe,Votary or Pilgrim,(for ſo Recalled him)and 
ſuch as bear that name in that Country, ſeem not 
much to care for Money ; and that vyas the Rea- 
{on (as vvas ſuppoſed) that he gayc him nor a more 
plentiful Reyvard. 

However, this Money was very welcom to Mr.Co- 
riat at that time, for (as he wrote in a Letter to his 
Mother ) he had then bur twenty ſhillings ſterlin 
tefr in his purſe, by reaſos (as he wrote ) of a mit- 
chance he had in one of the Tarky Cities, called Emert, 

in 
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in the Countrey of Meſopotamia, where a miſcreant 
Turk ſtripped him of almolt all his Monies. So that 
you ſee our Pilgrim or World-ſeer was  often-timey 
put hard to his ſhifts, ſuch ſtraights did his curioſfi 
of ſecing bring him often unto, and all for the ak 
of 2 lite Fame, which ngaged him to the under- 
takings of thoſe very hard, long, and dangerous 
Travels. For he was a man of a very covering Eye, 
that could never be ſatiifeed with ſeeing, as Solomon ſays 
Ecclef. 1. 8. though he had ſeen very much, an 
{ome were per{waded that he took as much content 
in ſccing, as many others in the enjoying of great 
and rare things. 

He was a man that had got the maſtery of many 
bard Languages, as, beſides the Latin and Greek 
which hc rought out of Eng/and with him, . he at- 
cained to the Perſian, Arabick, and Indoſtan Tongues, 
in which laſt he was lo perteCt, that when at Agra, 
he lodged at Sir Thomas Row's, the Ambaſladour's 
houſe, where there was a Woman, a Laundreſs be- 
longing to the Houſe, that was fo tongue-valiant, 
that ſhe would ſometimes ſcold, braw], and rail from 
the Sun-riſing to the Sun-ſcrt ; one day he under- 
took her in her own Language, and by cight of the 
clock in the morning he lo filenc'd her, that ſhe had 
not one word more to ſpeak. Now had he had 
Wiſdom to husband and manage thele Languages, 
as he had «kill to ſpeak them, he had deſerved more 
Fame in his Generation. But his knowledge and 
high attainments in feveral Languages made him 
not 4 little ignorant of himſelf, he being ſocovyctous, 
ſo ambitious of praiſc, that he would hcar and endure 
mote of it than he cauld in any mcalure deſerve, be- 
ing like.a Ship that hathtoomuch Sail, and roo lirtle 
Ballaſt; yer, had he not fallen into the! ſmare hands 
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of the Wits of thoſe times, he might have paſſed bet- 
ter, fince many thouſands more (and therefore he 
was not alone in this) have entred into ſtrange at- 
rempts to be talked of. 

Now, as he was vcry ambitious of Fame, ſo the 
leaſt ſeeming undervaluing did much trouble him ; 
as when, upon atime, one Mr. Richard Steel! a Mer- 
chant, and Seryant to the Eaf-India Company, came 
from Surat to Mandoa, the place then of the Mogo/7's 
relidence, where Mr. Coriat then was with the Eng- 
liſh Ambaſſador. This Merchant had not long be- 
fore travelled over Land from Eaf-India through 
Perſia, and {o to Conſtantinople, and fo for England, 
who, in his Travel homeward, had met with Tore 
Coriat as he was journcying towards Ea/i-India; Mr. 
Steel then told him, that when he was in England 
King James ( then living ) enquired after him, an 
when he had certified the King of his meeting him 
on the way, the King replied, 1s that Fool yet Lwving ? 
which when our Pilgrim heard, it ſeemed to trouble 
him very much, becauſe the King ſpake no more nor 
no better of him, ſaying, That Kings would ſpeak 
of poor men what they pleaſed. 

At another time, when he was ready to. depart 
from Agra, Sir Thomas Row gave him a Letter, and 
in that a'Bill to receive ren Pounds at Aleppo, when 
he ſhould return thither ; The Letter was dirctted to 
one Mr. Libbe2ut Chapman, there Conſul at that time, 
in which, that which concerned our Traveller was 
thus: Mr. Chapman, when you ſhall hand theſe Ler- 
ters, I defire you to receive the Bearcr of them, Mr. 
Thomas Corigt, with Countcfic, for you ſhall find him 
a, very hanelt Wretch z and farther, I muſt 
intreat you to furniſh him with ten pounds, which 
ſhall be repayed, &:c. Our Pilgrim liked the Gift nel 

| ut 
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bur the Language by which he ſhould receive ir,did 
not at all content him, telling the Ambaſſadour's 
Chaplain, *That his Lord had even ſpoiled his Cour- 
* fie in the —__y thereof; ſo thar if he had been a 
* very Fool indeed, he could have ſaid very little leſs 
* of him than he did, ro write Honeft poor wretch ! 
* and to fay nomore of him, was to fav as much as 
nothing. And furthermore, he then told the Chap- 
lain, that when he was formerly undertaking his 
r_ ro Venice, a Perſon of Honour wrote thus in 
1s behalf unto Sir Henry Wootton, then and there 
Ambaſladour : My Lord, Good wine needs no Buſh, 
neither a worthy man Letters Commendatory, be- 
cauſe whitherſoever hecomes he is his own Epiſtle,&c. 
© There ({aid he) was ſome Language on my behalf, 
* but now for my Lord to write nothing of me b 
© way of Commendation, but Honeſt poor wretch, 
* 15 rather to trouble me, than to pleaſe me with his 
Fayour. And thercfare afterwards his Letter was 
phrasd up to his mind. By which may be ſcen, how 
render he was to be touched in any thing that might 
in the leaft meaſure diſparage him. O what pains this 
poor man undertook ro make himſclt a Subjett for 
preſent and after Diſcourſe ! being troubled for no- 
thing at the preſent, unleſs with the fear of not living 
to reap the fruit he was ſo ambitious of in all his un- 
dertakings. 

Now for his Religion, that he was a true Chriſtian 
Proteſtant, not tainted with travelling thoſe Pagan 
and Mahometan Cotintreys, may appear by theſe 
two Examples. In each great City where there is a 
Concourſe of People, their M»oſqzzts or Mahometan 
Churches, at the four corners of chem, have high 
and round,bur {mall Turrets, which are made open 
with Lights every way, that a man in them _——_

calily ſeen and heard. Now their Moolaas, or devout 
Prieſts, do five times every day aſcend unto the tops 
of thoſe high bo | whence they Frphr as 


loudly as they can pothbly ſpeak, their Propher Ma- 
homet thus in Arabian, La alla illa alla, Mahomet Re- 
ſul-alla, that is, There is no God but one God, and 
Mahomet the Meſlenger from God. Upon a time, 
Tom Coriat, when their- Moolaa was to cry as afore- 
ſaid, he got upon an high place direCtly te to 
one of thoſe Prieſts, and contradifted him thus; Lz 
alla illa alla, Haſaret Eeſa Benalla,that is, No God, 
but one God, and the Lord Chriſt the Son of God; and 
farther added, that Mahomet was an Impoſtor, and 
all this he ſpake in their own Language, as loud as 
poſſibly he could, in the cars of many Mahometans 
that heard it. But whether (Circymſtances conſider- 
ed ) the zeal or diſcretion of our Pilgrim were more 
here to be commended, I leave to the judgment of 
the Reader. No doubt but had this bold attempt of 
his been ated in many other places of 45a, ic would 
have coſt him his Lite, with as much torture as cru- 
ay could have invented.” But he was here taken tor 
a Mad-man, and {o let alone. 
Haply the rather, becauſe every one there hath 
liberty to profels his own Religion treely, and, it he 
leale, may argue againſt theirs, without fear of an 
Fn uiſition ; as this our Pilgrim did at another time 
with a Moo/aa, who had called him Giaur, thar is, 
Infidel, or falſe Believer ; which Mr. Coriat took in 
ſuch Dudgeon, that he made a Speech to him as fol- 
loweth. | 
« Mr. Coriat's Speech to a Mahometan. + 
Bur I pray thee tell me, thou Mahometan, Coſt 
thou in ſadneſs call me Giawr ? That Ido (quoth he.) 
Then, quoth I, in yery ſober ſadneſs I _ that 
ame- 
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ſhameful word in thy Throat, and tell thee plainly, 
that I am a Myſuimar, and thou art a Giawr : for 
by that Arab word Muſulman thon doſt underſtand 
that which cannot properly be applyed to a Maho- 
metan, but only to a Chriftian; fo that I do con- 
{equently infer, that there are two kinds of Muſul- 
men, the one an Ortho-muſulman, that is, a true 
Mufulman, which is a Chriftian, and the othet a 
Pſeudo-muſulman, that is, a falſe Muſulmin, which is 
a Mahometan. What thy Mahomet was, fron 
whom thou doſt derive thy Religion, aſſure thy 
{clf I know better than any one of the Mzhometans 
amongſt many Millions: yea all the particular Cir- 
cumſtances of his Life and Death, his Nation, his 
Parcntage, his driving Camels thorough AXgypr, 
Syria, and Palefting, the matriage of his Miſtreſs, 
by whoſe Death he raiſed himlelt from a very baſle 
and contemptible Eitate., to great Honour and 
Riches; hismanner of cozening the ſortiſh People of 
Arabia, partly by a tame Pidgeon that did fly to 
his Ear for meat, and pattly by a tame Bull that he 
fed by hand every day; with the reſt of his Aﬀtions 
both in Peacc and War; I know as well as'if ] had 
lived in histime, or had been one-of his Neighbours 
in Meche; the Truth whereof if thon' didſt know 
as well, Fam perſuaded thou would'ſt ſpit in the face 
of thy Alcoran, and trample it under thy Feer, and 
bury it under a Jakes; a Book of that ſtrange and 
weak matter, that I myſelf (as meanly as thou doſt 
ſee me arttired now) have already written two bet- 
ter Books, (God be thanked) and will hereafter this 
(by God's gracious Permiſſiony write another better 
and truer: yea I would have thee know (thou Mu- 
hometan ) that in that renowned Kingdom of Eng- 
land, where | was born, Learning doth fo _—_ 
: that 
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that there are many thouſand Boys of fixteen years 
of Age, that are able to make a more learned Book 
than thy Alcoran : neither was it ( as thou and the 
reſt of you Mahometans do generally believe) com-. 

ſed wholly by Mahomet, for he was of to dull a 
Wir he was not able ro make it without the help of 
another, namely, a certain Renegado Monk of Con- 
#antinople, called Sergis : ſo that his Alcoran was 
like an Arrow drawn. out of the Quiver of another 
man. [I perceive thou doſt wonder to ſee me ſo 
much inflamed with Anger, but 1 would have thee 
conſider, it is not without great cauſe I am ſo mo- 
ved: for, what greater Indignity can there be offer- 
ed to a Chriſtian which is an Artho-muſulman than 
to be called Giazr by a Grawr, 8c: 

By this which hath been ſaid, you may. perceive 
our Coriat thus diſtinguiſhed, that himſelt was the 
Orthodox Muſulman or true Belicyer. The Moa 
laa the Pſeudo-Muſulman or falſe true Believer, a 
diſtinftion which muſt needs make an Intelligent 
Reader to ſmile. Ir alſo ſhews what an opinion he 
had of his former writings, and (how it he had return- 
cd) whart a buſtle he mn havemade inthe World 
with anotheg Volume, but death prevented him ; 
for, having left Sir Thomas Rowe the Engliſh Ambaſla- 
dor at Mandoa, he went to Strat, where he was over- 
kindly uſed by ſome of the Eng/ih, who gave' him 
Sack, which they had brought from England, he 
calling for it as ſoon as he firſt heard of ir, and crying, 
Sack, Sack ! is there (uch a thing as Sack> I pray you 
give me ſome Sack, and drinking of it, though mo- 
derately (for he was a very temperate man ) it increa- 
led his Flux which && had then upon him ; and this 
cauſed him within a few days after his very tedious 
and troubleſome Travyels, (for he went _ on 

oor, 
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foot) at this place to come to his journeys end; for 
here he ovettook Death, December, 1617. and was 
buried under a little Monument, like one of thoſe 
uſually made in our Church-yards, upon whom a 
joking Wir made this Evitaph. | | 
Here lies the Wonder of the Fngaſh Nation, 
Within the boſome of old Tells maw, _ 
For fruitleſs Travel, and for ſtrange Relation, 
He paſt and repaſt all thy eyes &te (aw.

The reaſon inducing the Mahometans to 
often Prayer, exemplified by a Story. 


T a great City where Mahomet was zcalouſly pro- 
tcfled, there lived (lay they) a devout Muſulman, 
who for many years together ſpent his whole day 
in the Moſquit, or Church; in the mean time, 
he minding not the World at all, became {o poor 
that he had nothing left to buy bread for his Family;

though d taken ſuch a ſolemn leave of her thar 
morning, yet he would come home again to her 
that Night; and ſo he departed from her. The 
Woman preſently bought in ſome neceſfariesfor her 
houſe (tor they had eaten vp all before) and further 
made ſome good proviſion tor her Husband againſt 
his coming hone in the evening, ( for ſo he did) 
and finding all his Family very chearful and merry, 
his Wife preſently told him, that there had been 
ſuch a one there (as before deſcribed) and left ſo much 
Gold behind him, with that fore-mentioned c 
delivered with it. Her Husband preſently reply 3 
that it was the Angel Gabrie/ſent from God,( for the 
Mahometans ſpeak much ofthat Angel) and he furthet 
added, that himſelf had nothing to bring home un- 
co her bur a little Grett or Sand, which he took up 
in his way homeward, and bound ir in his Girdle; 
which he preſently opening to ſhew het, it was all 
turn'd into precious Scones, which amounted unto a 
very great value in Money ; the ſeventh part of 
which, as of his Gold likewiſe, he preſently gave ro 
the poor : for ({ay they) Muſuimen are very Charita- 
ble, and infer, that if we do not negte&t God 
will not forget us; bur when we ſtand moſt in need 
of help will ſupply us. Unto which concluſion we 
may all ſubſcribe, leaving the Premiſes which are 
_ down in this Story unto thoſe that date belicye 
them.

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Of a ſtrange Murther, related by Sanderſon 
in his Hiſtory of K.ing James, 


'Nithe Year of our Lord 1618. there-lived a man

His Siſter he finds married to a Mercer, a meaner 
Match than her Birth promilcd: to her he ar firſt 
appearcd as a poor Stranger; bur, after a while, pri- 
vately reveals himſelf ro her, ſhewing her what 
Jewels and Gold he had conccaled in a Bow-caſe 
about him; and concluded, that the next day he 
intended to appear to his ;Parents. vet to keep his 
Diſguiſe till ſhe and her Husband ſhould come thi- 
ther ro make their common Joy compleart. -- 

Being come to his Parents, his humble Behavi- 
our, futable ro his poor Sute of Cloaths, melted the 
old Couplc into ſo much Compaſion, as to give him 
ſhelter from the cold Seaſon, under their outward 
Root: and by degrees, his Storics of his Travellings 
and Suftcrings, told with much, Paflion to the aged 
People, made hin their Gueſt ſo long by the Kitch-

'of ther Daughters. 


T is Death in Lapland to a Maid without 
er Parents or Friends Conſent; wherefore, if 
one bear affeftion ro a young Maid, upon the 
breaking thereof ro her Friers, the faſhion is, that 
a day is appointed for their Friends to mcet, to be- 
hold the two young Parties to run a Race together. 
The Maid is allowed in ſtarting the advantage of 
a third part of the Race, ſo that it is impoſſible, cx- 
cept willing of her ſelf, that ſhe ſhould ever be over- 
taken. It the Maid over-run her Suiter, the mat- 
ter is ended, he muſt never have her, it being penal 
tor the man again to renew the motion of Marriage. 
Bur, if the Virgin hath an AfﬀeCtion for him, tho' 
at the firſt running hard, to try the Truth of his 
Love, ſke will (without Ata/anta's golden Balls to 
retard her ſpecd) pretend ſome Caſualty, and make 
a voluntary hault before ſhe cometh to the Mark, or 
cnd of the Race. Thus none are compelled to 
marry againſt their own Wills; and this is the 
cauſc that in this poor Country the married People 
are richer in their own Contentment than in other 
Lands, where ſo many forced Matches make feigned 
Love, and cauſe | Unhappinels.

P Hilytratns, in his fourth Book de vitz Apollonii, 

relateth of one Menippus Lycius, a young Man 
25 years of- Age, that going berwixt Cenchreas and 
Corinth, met a Phantaim in the Habit of a fair 
G-ntlewoman, which taking him by the Hand, 
carried him home to her Houſe, in the Suburbs of 
Corinth, and told him ſhe was a Phanician by Birth, 
and if he would tarry with her, he ſhould hear her - 
ling and play, and drink ſuch Wine as never any 
drank, and no man ſhould mole(t him; bur the, 
being fair and lovely, would live and die with him 
that was fair and lovely to behold; The young 
man, a Philoſopher, otherwiſe ſtay'd and diicreer, 
able ro moderate his Paſtors, ' though not this of 
Love, tarricd with her a whilc to his great Content, 
acd at laſt ryarried her; to whoſe Wedding, among 
other Gueſts, came Apollonins, who, by tome proba- 
ble Conyj=ftures, found herout to be a Serpent, a La- 
mia, and that all her Furnicure was like Tantalw's 
Gold deſcribed by Homer, no Subſtance, but mere 
Ilvſtons. When ſhe ſaw her felt deſcried, ſhe wept, 
and deſired 4: ellonins ro be filent, but he would 
not be moved ; and therenpon ſhe, Plate, Houſe, 
and all that was in it, vanifhed in an inſtant. Afr/- 
ti fatlum cognovere, quod in media Gracia geitiam fit.

He vowed it, marri- 
cd, and lived with her, ſhe brought him-Children, 
and governed his Honlc, but was till pale and fad, 
and fo continued, till one day falling out with him, 
he tell a iwearing ; ſhe vanithed thereupon, and was 
never after (cen. This Story (faich he) I have heard 
{ram Perions of good 'Credir, which told him that 
the Duke of Bavaria did tell it for a certainty tothe 

Duke of Saxony. 
 Flhrilegus, an honeſt Hiſtorian of our own Nati- 
on, telleth us, that in Anno 1958. a young Gentle- 
man of Rome, the ſame day that he was marricd, ater 
Dinner, with the Bride and his Friends, went a 
walking into the Fields, and towards Evening to 
the Tenms Gourt, to recreate themſelves ; whilſt hc 
played, he pur his Ring upon the Finger of the Sta- 
eue of Venus, which was there by made in Braſs : At- 
ter he had ſufficiently played, and now made an 
end of his Sport, he came to ferch his Ring, but 
Venus had bowed her Finger in, and he could not 
get it oft ; whereupon, loth to make his Company 
rarry at preſent, there left it, intending to terch it 
the next day, or at fome more convenient time, 
went thenge to Supper, and fo to Bed. In the night, 
when he ſhould come to pertorm thoſe Nuprial Rates, 
Vents ſteps between him and his \Vite, (unſeen or 
felt of her) and rold him that ſhe was his White, 
that he had betrothcd himſelf unto her by thar 
Ring, which he put upon her Finger : ſhe tronbled 
him for ſome following Nights. He not knowing 
P 4 how 
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how to help himſelf, made his moan to one Palum- 
bu, a learned Magician in thole days, who gave 
him'a Lerter, and bid him at ſuch a time ot the 
Night, in fuch a ED at the Towns-end, 


where old Saturn would paſs by with his Affociates 
in Proceſhon, as commonly he did, deliver that 
Script with his own hands to Saturn himſelf : the 
young man,of a bold Spirit, accordingly did it; and 
when the old Fiend had read it, he called Venus to 
him, who rode before him, and commanded her 
to deliver his Ring, which forthwith ſhe did, and 
ſo the Gentleman was freed. 

Hettor Boetins, the Scottiſh Hiſtorian, writes, that 
in the Year, 1489. it chanced, as a Scortith Ship de-

her uſing his filthy Pleaſure, after the manner of 
carnal Copulation. In the Ship there chanced alſo 
to be a Prieſt, who, by the Maſter's appointment, 
going down to this *- Array and finding her like 
a moſt wretched and dciperate Perlon, lamenting 
her great Misfortunc and miſerable Eſtate, uſcd on 
'..4 Vhol- 
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wholſome Admonicions and comtortable Advertiſe- 
ments, willing her to repent and hope for Mercy 
ar the hands of Almighty God, that at lengrh ſhe 
lecming right penirent for her grievous Ottences 
comm: -.., and terching ſundry Sighs, even trom 
the L417 111: ot her Heart, being witnels ( as ſhould 
appear) ol thc 14-1: there iflued forth of the Pump 
ot the Si:ip, 2 twul and evil favourd black Cloud 
with a 1.70 1:71! Nolle, Flame, Smoak, and 
Stink, wiich prone. tell intro the Seaz and fud- 
lenly thereupon the Tempeſt cealcd, and the Ship 
at In quiet cne cengue of her Journey, arrived 
in latecy at the place whither ſhe was bound. 

Not long betore the hap hereof} there was in like 
manner a voung man dwclling in Gareoth, within a 
Village chere, not pailing fourreen miles from Aber- 
Veen, right fair and comely of Shape, who declared 
by way of Complaint, unto the Biſhop of that Dio- 
ccle, how there was a Spirit which haunted him in 
the ſbap2 of a Woman, lo tair and beautitul a thing, 
that he never ſaw the like, the which would come 
into his Chamber a Nights, and witrn plcaſant En- 
ricements allure him to have to do with her, and 
that by no manner of means he could be rid of her. 
The Biſhop, like a wite Man, adviſed him to re- 
move into {ome other Country, and to give him- 
{elf ro Faſting and Prayer, fo to avoid his hands of 
that wicked Spirit. "The Young man following the 
Biſhop's Counlel, within few days was delivered from 
turther Temprartion. 

About the ſame time alſo, there vvas in the 
Country of Mar a young Gentlewoman of excellent 
B-auty, and Daughter unto a Noble-man there, 
reti:/ing ſundry wealthy Marriages offered to her by 
her Father, and other Friends. At length ſhe pro- 

ve 
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ved with Child; and bcing rigorouſly compelled by 
her Parents to tell who was the Fathcr,ſhe contelled, 
that a certain young man uled nightly to come 
unto her, and keep her Company, and fometimes 
in the day alſo; but how, or trom whence he came, 
or by what mcans he went away, ſhe was not able 
to declare. Her Parents not greatly crediting her 
Words, laid diligent Watch to underſtand what he 
was that had defiled their Houle ; and within three 
days after, upon fignification given by one of the 
Maidens that the Fornicator was at that very Inſtant 
with their Daughter, incontinently thereupon, ma- 
king faſt the doors, they enter the Chamber with a 
great many of Torches and Lights, vvhere they 
had in their Daughter's Arms a foul monſtrous 
thing, right horrible to behold. Here a number 
coming haſtily in,to behold this evil favour'd ſight; 
amongſt other, there was a Pricſt of right honeft 
ng ſecing ſome of thera running their ways 
for tear, began to recite the beginning of St. John's 
Goſpel ; and coming to thele Words, Verbum caro 
fattum eit, {uddenly the wicked Spirir, making a 
terrible roaring Noile, flevy his vvays, taking the 
Roof of the Chamber with him, the Hangings and 
Coverings of the Bed being alfo burr'd therewith, 
The Gentlewoman was yct preferved, and within 
three or four days afrer, was delivered of fuch a 
miſhapen thing, as the like betore had not been 
ſeen; which the Midwives, and Women prelent at 
her Labour, to avoid the diſhonour ot her Houſe, 
immediately burn'd in a great Fre made in the 
Chamber for rhe tame irtcnt. 

John Major, in the Lite of John the Monk, that 
lived in the days of Theo»7rre, commends this Monk 


to have been a Man of ſingular Contincacy, and 
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"of a moſt auſtere Life : bur one Night by chance 
the Devil came to his Cell, in the habit of a voung 
Market-Wench, that had loſt her way, and defired, 
for God's fake, jome Lodging with him. The old 
man let her in, and after iome common Conference 
ot her miſhap, ſhe began ro inveigle him with laf- 
civious Talk and Jelts, ro play with his Beard, ro 
kiis him, and do worle, till at Jaſt ſhe overcame 
him. As he went to addrels himſelf to that bufinels, 
ſhe vaniſhed on a ſudden, and the Devils in the Air 
laughed him to Scorn. 

e ſhall conclude this Diſcourſe with a Story of 
a later date, how that in a ſmall Village, in one of 
the Northern Iflands, there dwelt at1 ancicnt Boor 
and his Wife, who had bur one Child, and that a 
Daughter, whom they looked upon as the ſtatt of 
their declining Age; ſhe was juſt entered into her 
nineteenth Year, and gave great hopes of proving 
an excelle::: Woman, being very ſaving, induftri- 
ous, and handſom; which good Qualities, had in- 
vited moſt of the young-men of her Rank through- 
our the Country, to take parricular notice of her, 

and liſt themſelves her Servants. Bur fhe, like a 
diſcreet Maid, ſtill check'd her roving Fancy, and 
was deat to all their flatrering Courtſhip, reſolving 
ro entertain no Addreſles which ſhould not be au- 
thorized by her Parents A ation ; and well 
had it been ſhe had never ſuffer'd her felf to be di- 
vorced from that Reſolution : for ſo it chanced, 
rhat within a while after, the Devil came in the 
Likeneſs of a man, and took up his Lodging within 
two or three doors of her Father's Houle, pretendin 
his Bufineſs was to look after ſome Debts he ha 


owing him not far from thence: he was a Pcrion'of 


2 proper Stature, mcagre Viſage, large ſparling _= 
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long Hair, but curling, and exceeding black; he 
generally went in Boots, (perhaps to conceal his clo- 
ven feet ) and though his Habit was but ordinary, he 
appcared very full ot Money, which made his Land- 
lord very {wect upon him; and the more to oblige 
him, there happening a Wedding in that 'Town 
within few days atter his Arrival, his Hoſt would 
needs carry this his ſtrange Gueſt with him to it; 
though it was obleryed he could by no means be 
ot into the Church where the Nuprtial Rites were 
olemnized; bur as ſoon as they came home to Din- 
ner, he was as bulte and as merry as the jovialleſt 
of them. And here it was that the fatal Acquaint- 
ance between him and Margaretta (for ſo was the 
Maiden called) unhappily firſt begun. That time 
allowing a greater Litcrty of Diſcourſe to the youn- 
er ſort (amonglt whom commonly one Wedding 
15 the begetter of another) furniſh'd our black Stran- 
ger with the Jarger opportunity to court this inno- 
cent Maid to her deſtruftion. To repeat the parti- 
cular Complements he uled, we purpolely omir, leſt 
we ſhould 1njure the Devils Eloquence by our Cour- 
ſer Rhetorick ; ſuffice it ro know, his devilliſh Courr- 
ſhip was ſo charming as to raiſe an unknown Paſh- 
on in her Virgin Breaſt, who ſo far doatced on his 
Company, as to be lorry when all the Cumpanics 
breaking up obliged them to part; ſo that being 
come home, and after ſome time got into her Cham- 
ber, ſhe makes her unrcady, but not without a 
thouſand kind Thoughts on this Stranger ſhe had 
lefr, whom at laſt (juſt as ſhe was going into her 
Bed ) ſhe ſaw.come into the Chamber ; you may 
calily imagine her not a little ſurprizcd at lo ſtrange 
an Thr knowing all the Doors faſt lock'd, 
and no body up but her (elt : but he ſoon _ 
c 
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ded both her Fears and Wonder, by telling her in 
ſubmitſive Language, that he came our ot pure love 
to have a little free diſcourle with her, and that he 
had an Art to open any Lock without Noiſe or Diſ- 


' covery. Then beginning to talk amotoufly, and 


having wantonized a while, he told her at laſt in 
lain Terms, he was reſolved to lye with her that 
Night ; Merry Company before, and his Dalliances 
now, had raiſed ſuch a ſpring-Tide in her Veins, 
that after a few faint formal Denials to gratifie her 
Modeſty, ſhe conſents : but, no ſooner were they 
in Bed, but her Ears were courted with the molt 
excellent Muſick in the World, which to captiva- 


| ted the Spirits of this inſnared Damſel, that ſhe 
| fuffterd him for many Nights together to enjoy his 


beaſtly Pleaſures with her, without bcing taken no- 
tice of by any : but no Eye-ſight fo ſharp and pier- 
cins as that of Jealoufic ; ſome of her former Swcet- 
tearis obſerying her kind Looks in the day-time to 
this'Stranger, and finding themſelves wholly our of 
Favour, conclude he was the man that ſupplanted 
them in their Afﬀettion, for which they vow Re- 
venge; and four of them joyn'd together, arm'd 
with truſty Back-Swords, way-lay him one Evening 
in the Fields, who no ſooner comes up tothem, bur 
theſe valiant Heroes fell all four upon him at once 


with their dead-doing Bilboes; but they do but Du- 


ct a Shadow, ww they ſee him plainly they can- 
not reach him, and their mighty G_— are loſt in 
inſignificant cleaving down the empty Air; on the 
other fide, tho' they behold him only ſingle, yer 
they feel more than a hundred Flails, belabouring 
them fo ſeverely, till their Backs ſeem Brawn, and 
their Heads Jelly, which obliged them to cry out 
tor Quarter, which he very generouſly (to ſhew ar 
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he was a Devil of Honour) grants, bnt withal tells 
them, they muſt undergo a further {mall Penance 
for their Prelumption; faying this, he tycs their 
Hands bchind them, and C—_ their Breech- 


cs, whips them with Rods of Holly and Nettles in- 
termix', till the Crimſon Gore in Streams floyd 
down their Poſteriors; then having, taſt pir'd the 
hinder lap of their Shirts ro their Shoulders, with 
their Hands bound, and Breeches about their Heels, 
as aforelaid, he dilmiſgd them; who rambling al 
Night they knew not whither, found themſelves in 
the morning hard by the Village, where they ma 
two Wenches going a milking, amaz'd and ready 
to run away ſecing them in that ridiculous Poſture: 
theſc, with much Rhetorick, and fome Tears, 1 
intrcat to looſe them, which the hard-hearted Shns, 
ready ro be-pils themlelves with laughing, refuſing, 
they are forced to march on into the middle of the 
Village, and there too they could not get unbound 
till they had made an ingenious Contetlion how they 
' came thus pickled. 

Art another time, a Miller, living in that Village, 
took {ome occalion to fall out with our Stranger, 
upbraiding him as at: idle Fellow, and one that ha- 
ving no Employment, was very fit to {crve in the 
Wars: the Stranger replyed little, but told him he 
ſhould be cven with him tor his Sawſinels beforc he 
Mlept ; accordingly, the Miller and his Family were 
no ſooner pot to Bed, but he heard his Mill (ct a 
going very Cubatty, whereupon, octting up to lee 
what the matter was, he found a whole Cart-load 
of Office-Marmalade brought ,to be ground, and 
thrown into his Hopper and Bynns. Ar this uncx- 
pected Sight poor P#iy-Pelt began to ſwear, and 
wiſl'd a thoufand Tug of Dcyils damn the Author 
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of this Roguery ; when lo! on a ſudden, as a Puniſh- 
menrt-to! his Prophanencls, as he went to ſhut down 
the Mill, he is raken up, and duck'd above forty 
times over hcad and Ears in the Stream, and then 
his Toll-diſh, full of the before mentioned Frankin- 
cenle, clap'd fo faſt on his Head, that it could nor 
be got oft for above two days. of 

For theſe,and ſome other extravagant Pranks that 
he plaid, he was ar laſt carried bctore a Juſtice, in 
whoſe Preſence he was no ſooner come, bur there 
was heard all about the Houſe a hideous Noile, as 
of hiiling of Serpents, whilſt he fell into ſuch a loud 
excellive Laughter, that he made the whole Houle 
to ſhake; which fir of Mirth being over, the Magi- 
ſtrare demanded of him what Country-man he was? 
to which he _—__ that he was an Inhabitant of 
another World, and only a Sojourner in this: as 
he ſpake which words, the Room {cemed full for 
almoſt halt an hour ot fiery Flaſhes, accompanied 
with a molt dreadtul Clap of Thunder, in which he 
vaniſhed awav, and was never ſeen after. 


The Birth, Life, and ATions of the Impoſior 
Mahomert, according to their Saracenical 
Story of him. 


HEY have written a Book of the Genc- 

ration of Mahomet, to this effeft : The Book 
of the Generation of Mahomet ( you ſee they 
would Afe the Genealogy of our Saviour ) the 
Meſſenger of God, from Adam and Eve, to the 
time when God brought him forth, (permitted him 
for the Sins of his People, ) pracious, perfect , yr 
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fit for himſelt. When as Rabathbar had learned our 
of the Scriptures, and by Aſtrology, (together with 
' @ fittle Witch-craft) that this Prophet ſhould be 
born to the World, he heard, Thar there was a 
man born in Jeſer«s, a City of Arabia, having all 
ſuch Marks and Tokens as he had fore-ſcen by the 
Prophecies, ( and his Witchcraft, ) viz. A ſpot on his 
Fore-hcad, a print between his Shoulders, ( and the 
Brand of Luciter :) ro farishe his Deſire he went rhi- 
ther ro {ee: where finding thoſe Tokens fulfilled in 
young, Muhomet, he thereupon expounded the dark 
myſtcry ot his far-terched Light, learncd c [1's [Via- 
ſter Kabelmed:, ( and his Maiter the Dew ) in this 
manncr. \Vhen Adam was newly creatcd, as he 
flood up, his Brain thaked and made a noitc, as the 
Leaves ao which are ſhaken with the Wind ; where- 
at Ad.zm wondring, ( how could he do otherwiſe) God 
laid unto him, The Sound which thou haſt heard, 
it is the ftgn of the Prophets and Meilengers of my 
Commandments ; rake heed theretore that thou 
commir the Seed of Light only to worthv Loyns, 
and to a clean Womb. And this light of Mahomet 
C prt into a dark Lambhorn ) that ſhould be born, ſhi- 
ned from the face of 44, as the Sun or Moon at 
the Full, And when he had begotten Seth, that 
Light paſſed inftantly from the face of Adam into the 
tace of Eve, inſomuch, that the Birds of the Air, 
and Bcaſts of the Earth, wondered at her Beauty : 
yea, the Angels every day faluted her, and brought 
her Odours out of Paradiſe, till ſhe brought forth 
Seth alone, having betore avevery burthen brought 
torth a Brother and a Siſter. 

Seth inherited this Light, which remained be- 
wee Heaven and Earth, the Angels thereby al- 
cending and deſcending upon Seth, and crying al 

ways, 
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ways, Rejoyce thou Earth, worthy of the Light of Ma- 
homer, on him be Prayer and Satvation of God. Adam 
drawing near to his end, declared unto him, by his 
Teſtament, the myſtery of that Light, and the Ge- 
nealogy of the Prophets. Then deſcended Gabriel, 
atrended with threeſcore and ten thouſand Angels, 
bearing my one of them a white Leaf and a Pen, 
which ſigned the wtiting, for the continuance ofthe 
Order of the Propheri — Seth received . 
this writing, and was cloathed with a double red Gar- 
= ſhining as the Sun, and as ſoft as the Violet- 

ower. 

From himi it paſſed by ſucceffion ro Noah and 
Sem: then to Abraham, at whoſe Birth two Lights 
from the Eaſt and Weſt (meeting in the midft) light- 
ned the whole World : and the Angels were heard ' 
ſinging. That it was the Light of the ProphetMa- 
homet, who ſhould be born of his Seed, whole Word 
ſhould be in the Vere of God. This Light (ſay 
they) paſled from Abraham to the Face of Hagar, be- 
ing with Child, and after to 1/mae/: and God told 
him, That the Soul of Mahomer, in the beginning of 
the Creation, was rhingled with his, and that his 
Name in Heaven ( though he were never like to come 
there) ſhould be Aſmet, tn Earth Mahomet, in Paradiſe 
Abualtrazim. Ar this Sarah grieved, until three 
Angels comforted her with the Promiſe of Iſaac. 
From Iſmael it removed to Keidar his Son, who was 
endued with ſeven gifts, viz. Sound, Couragious, Fair, 
Swift, Ju, a Hunter, and an Archer. This Keidar 
married Nuza of the Land of Iſaac; but, being warn- 
ed by an Oracle, he took to wife A/gadira, an Ara- 
bian ; and after, by Divine warning; carried the 
chelt of this Light to Jacob. Then was Hame! born 
{ to him, and received _— Light; in which _ 
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c&cded Thebicht, Hamieſa, Adeth, Adnue, Adue, Ma- 
chat, Nizar,Muſar, Aliez, Madraca, Horeima, Knieua, 
Atioftra, Melic, Falhrem, Lutie, Galiben, Kab, Murran, 
Cadai, Aldamenef, Heſim, a man by Divine teſtimo- 
ny free of all uncleanne(s ( and that was more than 
hd met was himmſclt.) To him did all Kings offer 
eheir Daughters in marriage, and among the reſt 
Confuantine, which he refi ed, and married Setine 
the Daughter of Zeit, and had by her Abdulmatalt, 
whote Light cauſed Rain in drought. To him an 
Elephant proſtrated himſelf, and faid with man's 
yoice, ( thou canft not, O Rgader, but believe it ) Salva- 
tion be on you, and on the Light that ſhincth our 
of your Ken Dignity, Fame, Honour, and Vi- 
Qtory be on you ; and that there ſhould procced from 
him a King greater than all the Kings of the Earth. 
Another time, as he {lept on the ſtone which was 
placed by Abraham, in his Oratory at Mecca, he 
dreamed of a Chain reaching Eaſt and Weſt, and 
to Heaven, and to the Depth, which was preſently 
nas into a floutiſhing Hcrb. Noah and Abra- 
at preſented themlelves Interpreters of this Dream. 
Ab441la his Son, the Father of Mahomet, had a Tutor 
Sven unto him to defend him from his Enemies, 
who ſeemed a man, but was nonc. He was preſer- 
ved from the lying in wait of the Jews, by three- 
ſcore andten Angels, whichſcemed men. He wedded 
Ermita; and therefore two hundred Women peri- 
e&d for his Love ; ſome hanging, fome burning 
thetriſelves. (But if this be the effetts of Love, Heavens 
ſend that T may dote on nothing, but upon Canary, 

powder'd Beef and Mutard, ' 
When the preſcribed time was come, in the Month 
Dutheiz, on a Fryday night, God bad Aridunay to 
open the Gates of Paradilc, that the innerm - 
1's 
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his Secrets might be manifeſted ; for it pleaſeth me 
( ith he ) this Night, totranſport the Light of my 
Prophet from the reins of 4bdala into the Womb of 
Ermina.and that it come into the World. This being 
done,as Abdallagthe Judge and Lord of the Arabians, 
went intothe Houſe of Pra cr, he perceived a great 
Light to lighten from, his Houſe up toward Heaven, 
an —_—_ y died. On the twelfth day of Rab, ona 
Tucſ{day Mahomet was born, circumciſed.and all Fro- 
lick; And then all Idols fell and becameBlack : All 
Kingdoms were deſtroyed, and nor one ſtood up- 
right. Lucifer was caſt into the bottom of the Sea, and 
'- In forty days could norget out, ( 'twas wonder he was 
| » not drewned in all that while) but then he called to his 
Fellows, and told them that Mahomet was born with 
the Power of the Sword, who would rake away all 
their Power. The famealſo God cauſed to be pro- 
claimed in Heaven and Earth. His Mother {aid 
that ſhe was delivered of him withour pain, and 
Angelical Birds came to nouriſh the Child, and a 
man clothed in white preſented him with three 
Keys, like to Pearls, which he took, and theſe for- 


ſooth were, the Key of Viftory, the Key of the Law, - 


and the Key of Prophecy, and with theſe Keys he did 
pick-lock the Hearts of all his - Followers.) After came 
three Perſons with ſhining Faces, preſenting him a 
Cauldron of Emeralds, with four handles, which 
Mahomet accepted ( can you blame him) as a ſign of 
his Rule over all the World. The Birds, Clouds, 
Winds, Angels, contended for the Nouriſhment ot 
the Child, (there was ol1 ſtriving for a thing of nothing) 
but the cauſe was determined by Heavenly Voice, 
afirming, thathe ſhould not beraken from the hands 
of men. An Aſs alſo almoſt famiſhed worſhipped 
him, (and fince many more Aſſes have done the the)

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and receiving him on her back, became Herald to 
this new Prophet, with mans voice proclaiming the 
worthineſs of her carriage. Three men carried him 
up into a Mountain: of which one opened him from 
the Breaſt unto the Navel, and waſhed his Entrails 
with Snow: the ſecond cleaved his heart in the midft, 
and took outof it a black grain, ſaying,that it was the 
Portion ofthe Devil. e third made him whole 
again. Seraphin nouriſhed him three years, and 
Gabriel nine and twenty, who gave unto him, 1n the 
fortieth ycar of his Age, the Law, and carried him 
to Heayen, (you cannot chuſe but believe it ) for this 
his Journey 1s related by Fryar Richard, ſometimes 
a Student in the Univerſity of Baldach, Chap. 14. 
_ is as true a ſtory as that of the Fryar and the 

Vy. 

Now as concerning his going up to Heaven, there 
is ſevcrat relations of it (and al alike true.) In La vita 
Mahometi it is ſaid, that Mahomet went upto Heaven 
with the Angel Gabriel in a ſhining ladder, where the 
Stairs hung &y Chains of Gold, as big as Mount Notho 
by Medina. Another faith, that Gavrie/, with three- 
ſcore and ten 2 of Wings, came to Mahonet, in the 
Chamber of Aiſa, his bell beloved Wife, and aid, 
that God would have him to vitit him where he 
is, and brought with him the Beaſt Flmparac, or Al- 
barach, of nature between a Mule and ann Aſs. This 
Beaſt told Mahomet ( for Aſſes then could ſpeak as 
well as thoſe that believed in Mahomet) that he would 
nottake him on his back till he had prayed to God 
for him. His ſtepts were fo far as one could ſee, ( for 


he was ſwiſter by half then Pacco/et or Pegaſus, ) ſo | 


that in the twinkling of an eyc he had brought Ma- 
homet to Feruſalem. Then Gabrie/, with his Girdle, 


tyed the Beaſt to a Rock, and carried Mahomet on 


his

| 
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his ſhoulders into Heaven, where he knocked, and 
the Porter opened. Others ſay, that it was not Ga- 
briel, but another Angel, that carried him up to 
Heaven ; and that Gabrie/, being Porter there, ler 
himin; ſothat varying ſo much in their reports, you 
may well conclude he never came thither. Bur,as their 
ſtory lyes, wewill goon with it. Inthe firſt Heayen 
(fay they ) he (aw Angels of the ſhape of all Creatures, 
raying for the Creatures of their ſhapes, and a Cock 
great, that ſtanding upon the Moon, his Coxcomb 
reach'd into the Imperial Heaven, many millions of 
miles Altitude ; and when this mighty Chanticleer 
crowed, all the Cocks upon earth re-ecchoed him. 
Then he broughe him tothe ſecond Heaven, which 
was a Journey of five hundred years, whercin was 
Noah; and this Heaven was of Gold. The third 
was of Pearls, wherein was Abraham, and the huge 
huge Angel of Death,with his Book and Pen in Hand, 
writing theTimes and mens Lives; (which fatal opini- 
ons make them hardy.) In the fourth, he beheld an 
infinite company of Angels, whercot every one was 
a thouſand times bigger then the Globe ofthe earth; 
exattly toaninch ) cach of them had ten thouſand 
cads, every head threeſcore and ten thouſand 
—__— and every tongue praiſed God in ſeven hun- 
dred thouſand ſeveral Languages. Amongſt other of 
theſe Angels (faith he) was one named Phatyr,or the 
Angel of mercy, who was of that immenſe greatneſs, 
that every ſtep he trod was twelve times more t 
the diſtance betwixt the Poles. This Angel ( ſaid he) 
had a Quill or Pen of orient Pearl, of ſuch a length 
C never a Scrivener in London hath the like ) thatan 
excellent Arabian Courſer could hardly reach tothe 
end of itin five hundred years continual galloping; 
with this Pen ( ſaith he) doth God record all things 


Q3 paſt, 
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paſt, preſent, and ro come, in ſuch a myſterious 
Charatter, that none but He and Seraphae/ can un- 
deritand it ; with this Quill were written all the 
hundred and four Holy Books; viz, the ten which 
Adam received, Seth tifry, Enoch thirty, and Abra- 
ham the Remainder: this Pen forfooth, alſo writ Mo- 
ſes Law, David's Plalms, Chrii's Golpel, and Ma- 
homet's Alcoran. The fitth Heaven of Diamond, 
and in it Moſes; the ſixth of Ruby, and in it John 
Baptiit ; in the ſeventh Heaven he ſaw-the Throne 
of God ſupported by ſeven Angels, each of them fo 
great, that a Faulcon, with inceſſant flying, could 
ſcarce in a thouſand Years reach the diſtance of one 
Eye from another ; fourteen eyerlaſting burni 
Candles hung about the Throne, whoſe len 
(according to Mahomet's meaſure) was as much as a 
Horſe could run in five hundred Years. There 
(faith this Blaſphemer) did he fee the Almighty, 
who bid him welcome, and ftroked him on t 
Face with his hand, which was a thouſand times 
colder than Ice, Here Mahomet for ſhame ofhisown 
Baſenels, bluſh'd, ( 4 thing he never did for lying) | 
and ſweat fix drops, which he wiped from his Brow, * 
and threw into Paradiſe, where one became a Roſe, 
another a Grain of Rice, and the other four be- | 
came four Learned Men, viz. Armet, Sembelin, AL 
mamed Moler-2ed, and Seh-naſſin. Then returnin 
to his E/mparac, or Mule, he rode back to his houſe 
at Mecha; all this was done in the tenth part of | 
the Night : but when he was requeſted to do thus 
much in the Peoples fight, he anſwered, Praifed be 
God, I am a man, and an Apoſte, 

The Book Afear (ſaith Bellmiws ) telleth further, 
That in his Journey 'Mahomet heard a Womans 
Voice, crying, Mahowet, Mabomet, but he yo his 

cace; 
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Peace; afterwards another called him, but he gaye 
no Anſwer. Mahomet asked the Angel who they 
were 2 He anſwered, That the one was ſhe which 
publiſhed the Jews Law, and it he had anſwered her, 
all his Diſciples ſhould have been Jews : the other 
was ſhe which delivered the Golpel, whom it he had 
anſwered all his Followers had been Chriſtians. 

Now, who would think People ſhould be fo cre- 
dulous to believe ſuch antick Stories : but his other 
Opinions were full as ridiculous; as concerning the 
Day of Judgment, that he ſhould paint it out by a 
great and fearful Duel betwixt him and Death, who 
being overcome, ſhall be ſo enraged, that he ſhall 
deſtroy all the World preſently ; and being armed 
in flaming Braſs, ſhall ſound his Trumper' to' each 
Quarter of the W orld, whoſe aftrighting Noiſe ſhall 
make all Creatures to give up the Ghoſt; yea, the 
very Angels alſo ſhall die; asalſo Adriel, who wrap- 

ing his iron Wings about him, ſhall ſtrangle him- 
" with ſuch a hideous Novulſe as 1s not to be imagi- 
ned. 

Then ſhall enſue a terrible Earth-quake, and a 
violent ſhower of parching Brimſtone, which ſhall 
turn the World into a diſordered Chaos, in which , 
Condition it ſhall remain the ſpace of forry days; 
when God ſhall cake it in his Fiſt, and ſay, 1/here 
are now the Hanghty Princes, the Cruel Tyrants, Laſ- 
civiaus Wantons, and Covetous — of the Ea#th ? 
Then will he rain down Mercy for forty Days and 
Nights together inceſſantly, which ſhall reduce the 
World again into a fouriſhing Condition. Then 
ſhall che Angel —_—_ take a Golden Trumpet in 
his hand, of length five hundred Years Travel from 
one end to another ; with which he ſhall give ſuch 
a Sound, as ſhall revive again both Angels and 

Q 4 Men, 
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Men, who ſhall re-afſume their former Eſtate : after 
is, Michael the Arch-Angel comes with a mighty 
Yance, and poiſes every man's Aftions in either 

Scale ; thoſe whole good Deeds out-weigh their 

evil, are put on the right hand, the other on the left; 

then is every man loaden with his Sins in a Satchel, 
and hung about his Neck, with which they paſs on 

2 narrow weak Bridge over the Mouth of Hell : 

now, thoſe that be heavy laden break the Bridye 

and fall therein ; but ſuch as have but few Sins paſs 
over ſecurely. On the other {ide of the Bridge ſtands 

Mahomet, who ſhall be transformed into the ſhape 

of a mighty Ram, full of Locks and long Fleeces of 

Wonal, in which all his Seftaries, like Fleas, ſhall 

ſhroud themſelves; then will he jump into Paradiſe, 

and-ſo convey them all thither. 

Paradiſe he deſcribed ro be as many miles about 
as there be Atromes in the Sun, and thar it is enclo- 
ſed with a Wall of ninety times refined Gold, ten 
thouſand miles high, and three thouſand thick, ha- 
ving ſeven Gates to enter in at, and is divided into 
ſeven ſpacious Gardens, and thoſe ſub-divided into 
ſeventy times ſeven ſeveral places of Delight. In 
this place he promiſes eo his Muſſel-men or true Be- 
lieyers, all ſenſual Pleaſures and Delights imagina- 
ble ; namely, 'Thar they ſhbuld have Garments of 
Silk, with all ſorts of Colours, Bracelets of Gold and 
Amber; Parlours and Banquerting-houſesupon Floods 
and Rivers, Veſlcls of Gold and Silver, Angels 
ſerving them,bringing,in Gold and Silver Flaggons, 
Milk and Wine; curious Lodgings rarely furniſhed, 
Cuſhions, Pillows, and Down-beds, moſt beautiful 
Women to accompany them, Maidens and Virgins 
with rwinkling Eyes, Gardens: and Orchards with 
Arbors, Fountains, Springs, andall manner of _

fant Fruit, Rivers of Milk, Honey, and ſpiced Wine, 
all manner of ſweer Odours, Pertumes, and fragrant 
Scents, yea, whatſoever the Fleſh ſhall deſire to haye. 
In this Paradiſe ( faith Mahomet ) there is a Table 
of Diamond ſeven hundred thouſand days Journey 
long; ( does not he, think you, deſerve the Whetſtone ) 
this is for men to feaſt upon, ſitting on Chairs of 
Gold and Pearl. Gabriel, the Porter of Paradiſe, 
hath ſeventy thouſand Keys which wes to I 
Office, and every my is ſeyen thouland miles long, 
( queitionleſs he mu#t be very ftrong, or elſe thoſe Keys 
mutt needs tire him. ) Here ( ſaith the Alcoran ) men 
ſhall tumble in all manner of Pleaſure, repoſing up- 
on fair Beds lined with Crimſon, there ſhall they 
gather the Fruits of the Garden to their Content- 
ment ; there ſball they enjoy the Company of tair 
and beantiful Damſels, whoſe Hairs be T hreds of 
Gold, their Eyes of Diamonds, as big as the Moon, 
their Lips of Cherries, their Teeth of Pearl, their 
Tongues of Rubies, their Checks of Coral, their 
Nolſes of Jaſpar, (very rich Girls ) thcir Fore-heads 
of Saphyr, their Eyes exceeding black, and Bodics 
exceeding white, round fac'd, ſweet as Musk, amo- 
rous, and very beauriful all over; there ſhall they 
ſpend the time with theſe Virgins in pleaſant Arbors, 
who being enjoyed , ſhall have their Virginities 
again renewed as often as loſt. In the midſt of this 
delightful place (faith he ) is a very high ſpreading 
Tree, higher than all the Mountains in the World 
were they heap'd one another, and ſo broad 
that it ſhadeth all Paradiſe. The Trunk of this ex- 
traordinary rare Tree is all of Diamond, the leaves 
of —_ Gold, and the Boughs of Jett; cach 
, Leaf hath an Antick Shape, having on one ſide 
growing the Name of God, and on the other that 
of Mahget. Nor 
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Nor were his ridiculous Fopperics of Hell lek 
than the other ; namely, that it was the Nayel of 
the World, compaſſed with a large high Wall of 
attraQtive Adamant, having ſcven Gates of flamin 
Bralsto enter in at; that it was divided into feyer 
Cells or Dungeons, whereof ſome were more loath-

In the deſcent of theſe deep Caves or Dungeons, arc 
placed ſharp Pikes and Swords, to wound and tor- 
ment the Souls that move there. Thele Dungeons 
are full of Alaming Oyl and Brimſtonc, which ſtri- 
keth ſuch a Terror, that the very Devils themlelves 
do howl, ſcrectch, and rage therc vey ond meaſure : 
other Dungeons be tull © ts, Toads, and all 
manner of yenemous and noiſome Creatures that 
can be imagined. Here ſhall the Wicked cat of the 
Fruit of the Tree Zacon, which, being in their 
ſhall ame like Sulphur ; they ſhall drink boyling 
water, and every day of new Torment ſhall have 
altcration. Some Rivers (faith he ) be full of Cro- 
codiles, others fo cold as makes them gnaſh and 
chatter, others > with violence of hcat ; yet (faith 
the Alcoran) not theſe pains endugze tor ever; 
for after ſo many thouſand years, when cach Soul 
hath ſuffer'd according to the demexits of the Sins 
which he hath committed, then ſhall chey be deliyer- 
ed by Mahomet ; (yea his Charity isſo great, that he 
will deliver the Devils alſo) firſt, changing their 
affrighting ſhapes into others more tollerable, and 
then by waſhing then in a River flowing out of 
Paraditc called Alcanſer, they ſhall became _ 

t 
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than the driven Snow, and from thence forward 
Sing Lala Hillnlaes unto Mahomet. And this is that 
hedelivers of Hell, whoſe deſcription he might the 
better give, as being the place of his proper relidence. 

His Do&rine of Angels was, that they were cither 
good or bad yr ſubjC to death; the good, as 


conſiſting of lame, becauſe Lucifer, an Angel, by 
Ambition was caft out of Paradiſe ; the bad Angels 
are impriſoned in Swine, Toads, Wolves, 
Bears, Tygers, &c. the Judgment-day they 
muſt be tormented in Hell ſome Millions of years 
and afterwards be delivered by Mahomet,and receiv 
into Paradiſe ; but as for the Women, poor Souls! 
be they never ſo good, they havethe Gates ſhut againſt 
them ; yer are to a Manſion withour, 
where they ſhall live happily, as wicked Worpen 
to another place, repleat with all dolour and mitery. 
As abfard and ridiculous were his opinions con- 
cerning our Saviour Chriſt, asthat the Virgin Mary 
conceived him by ſmelling to a Roſe, preſented to 
her by the Angel Gabrie,, and that he was born out 
of her Breaſts; alſo that ſhe was free from Original 
Sin, and the Temptations of the Devil. Chriſt is cal- 
led in the Alcoran, the Breath and Word of 
laid to know the Secrets of Hearts, to raile the d 
rolite, cure diſcaſes, reſtore ſight ro the Blind, and 
ipeech to the Dumb, and that his Diſciples —_—_ 
Miracles by his Vertue. Yer viſit they not his 
Sepulchre in their Pilgrimages, (not thinking him 
to have died) as generally bruted; for.being (as they 
lay ) led towards the Place of Execution, , not 
permitting ſo baſe a People to purto death fo hol 
a Propher, did aſſume him into Heaven : when mi 
and ſought by the Souldiers in the throng, they laid 
hold of one of the Judges that had condemned him, 


who 
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who reſembled him much in favour and proportion, 
telling him that he ſhould not eſcape from them 
again; and ſo not believing whatſoever he ſaid, did 
Execute him in his Room. "They a x puniſh 
all ſuch as blaſpheme him ; and ſay that he ſhall re- 
turn to Judgment about forty years before the 
Worlds ending ; and that at the laſt day the Righ- 
reous ſhall enter into Heaven, the Jews under the 
Banner of Moſes, the Chriſtians under the Banner 
of Chrif, and the Saracens under his Banner. 

Having with theſe and {the like odd whimzies, 
patched up his Alcoran, to give it the better credit, 
thatthe People might imagine it to come from Hea- 
ven, he deviſed this cunning way ; He ſecretly 
cauſeda wild AfS tobe taken and bound, his Alcoran 
being fairly written about his Neck; then, as he 

reached unto the People, he pretended a fdden 
Raprure.of ſome extraordinary _ that was revca- 
led to hum from above, and with a loud voice ſpake 
tothe People, Te have deſired a Law, behold God hath 
ſent you a Law from Heaven , go to ſuch a Deſart, 
there ſhall ye find an Afs, and a Book tyed about his 
Neck , which will diret you in the ways which God 
hath commanded. Thereupon the People run in 
great haſte (and as they could do no other) found it ac- 
cording as he had faid; ſo with great Pomp they 
bring back the Aſs with the Book about his neck, 
ſuitable ro the Bearer; and now ( as thoroughly 
convinced) they give great Honour to this their 
new Prophet. 

Thus were theſe filly Souls deluded by this cun- 
ning Impoſtor to imbrace a bruitiſh,ſenſual Religion; 
bur fleſhly People will have a fleſhly Religion, 
and afleſhly Paradiſe toinhabit : Burt like Propher, 
lke People, and like Religion, for Mahomer himſelt 

was 
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was ſuch a m_ Fellow, that in glorying of his 


Strength, he cd, thar he had known his eleven 
Wives {ucceflivelv in one hour, and permitting, by 
his impure Law, to his followers, to take unto them 
four Wives, (though they be nigh of Kin) yea five, 
marrying them Virgins; and totake belides as many 
of them which they have bought and taken Cap- 
tives, as their ability will ſerye to maintain. Theſe 
were his ſenſual bruitiſh baits ro catch the credulous 
inconſiderate Multicude; but his devices are ſo ri- 
diculous, that a wiſe man cannot chuſe but ſmile 
at his conceits in Pleaſure: this indeed hath made 
many of the moſt ſerious of them: ro miſlike his in- 
ventions and ſenſual delights. Amongſt the reſt, 
hear Avicena, one of his own Sect ; Mahomet (faith 
he) © hath given us a Law, which ſheweth the per- 
* tetion of felicity to conſilt in thoſe things which 
©* concern the Body ; whereas the Wiſe and Sages 
© of old had a greater deſire to expreſs the felicity 
© of the Soul then of the Body ; as for the bodily 
© felicity, though it were granted them, yet they re- 
© garded it not, nor eſteemed it, in compariſon of the 
© feliciry which the Soul requireth. 

Mahomet had allo in him a ſpice of the tran{mi- 
gration of Souls from one Body unto another, bv 
which means he deviſed how a Camel might pal: 
through the Eye of a Needle ; the Soul of a Sinncr 
for Purgation cntring firſt into the Body of a Camel, 
then of a leſſer Beaſt, and finally of a lictle Worm. 
which ſhould creep through the cyc of a Needle, and 
{o become pertett. 

The Saracens, his Followers, eſteem Rice as a 
great Delicacy, by reaſon of their Tradition that it 
came of Mahomet's Sweat; for ſay they, when Mz 
homet compaſſed the Throne of God in a 
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God turned and looked on him, which made the 

modeſt Prophet ſwear, and wiping it off with his 

finger, fix drops fell out of Paradiſe ; one whereof 
roduccd the Roſe, the ſecond Rice, the other four 

is four Aſſociates.

Mr. Sazith, in his Gods 
Arrows againft Atheifts, faith, That firing up late 
one Evcning in his Palace, and having taken his 
fll of Wine, wherein one of his Companions had 
poured ſome Poyſon, felt his wonted Sickneſs ap- 
.proaching, and made haſtc forth, ſaying, He mult 
nceds depart to confer with the Angel Gabriel, and 
go aſide, leſt his glorious Preſence ſhould be an 
occalion of their hs : forth he went, and re- 

2 membring -that a ſoft place was beſt for his Fal- 
Is ling Sickneſs, down he fcll upon a Dunghil, gro- 
veling along with great Pain, toming at the Mouth, 
and gnaſhing his Tceth. The Swine came about 
the Duughil, fell upon him, wounded him fore... 
and had caten him up had not his Wite and others*> 
of his Houſe heard the noiſe of the Hogs, and reſcy=® 
cd the falſe Prophet; however, he diced fourteen 
days aſter. 

His Death happened in the ſixty third Year of |

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the Graye of Aviſee his Wite;z Here is a ſtately 
Temple and huge, erefted with elegant and mag- 
nificent Seructures, daily encrealed and adorned by 
the Coſts of the Othomans, and Gitts of other Prin- 
ces.

The Muſulnan dT after their return from 
Mecha,viſit this Temple,becauſe Mahomet,yer living, 
was wont to lay That he would, for him whic 
ſhould viſit his Tombe, as well as if he had viſited 
him living, intercede with God for a lite full of 
Pleaſures. Therefore do they throng thither with 
great veneration, kiſs and embrace the grates, ( for 
none haye accels to the Urn of Stone ) and many 
for love of this Place, leave their Country, yea, ſome 
madly put out their Eyes to ſee no Worldly thing 
after, and there ſpend the reſt of their days. So zea- 
lous are theſe ſottiſh People in this ſenſual, ſencelels, 
irrcligious Religion.

5 Hh IS Taimud faith, that Adam's Body was made 
of the Earth of Babylon, his Head of the Land 
of Iſrael, his other members of other Parts of the 
World; fo R. Meir thought he was compadt of the

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Earth, gathered out of the whole Earth, as it is 
written, Thine eyes did ſee my Subſtance z now it isel(e- 
where written, The eyes of the Lord are over all the 
Earth. There are twelye hours of the Day, faith 
R. Aha, in the firſt whereof, the Earth of Adam, or 
carthly matrer was gathered : in the ſecond, the 
Trunk of his Body faſhioned ; in thethird,his Mem- 
bers ſtterched forth : in the fourth, his Soul infuſed: 
in the fifth, he ſtood upon his Feet : in the ſixth, he 
gave Names to the Creatures : in the ſeyenth, Eve 
was given him in Marriage: in the eighth, they al- 
cended the Bed two, and deſcended be in the 
ninth, he received the Precept, which in the tenth he 
brake, and therefore was judged in the eleventh : 
and in the twelfth was caſt out of Paradiſe: as it is 
written, Man continued not one night in honour: The 
Stature of Adam, was from one End of the Workdts 
the other, and forhis Tranſgreſſion; the Creator by 
Jaying on his Hand, leſſened him : for before, fait 
R. Fl-azar, with his Hand he reached (a reacher 
indeed ) the very Firmament : His Language was 
Syriack, or Aramtiſh, ſaith R. Juda, and,as Raſt blakis 
addeth, the Creator ſhewed him all Generations, 
and the wiſe men in them. His fin, after Jehuda, was 
_—_— ; RK. 7ſaac thinketh the nouriſhing his tore- 

in. 

They farther tell, that he was an Hermaphto- 
dite, a Man-woman, having both Sexcs, and a 
double Body ; the Female part joyned at theShoul- 
ders and back parts to the Male, their Countenances 
turned from cach other. This they prove by Moſes 
his words, $0 God created Man in his Image, Male and 
Female created he them, and he called their name 
ADAM. Yer after this, is mention of Adam's ſoli- 
tarinels, and forming of Eve out of his fide, thats, 

cutting 
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cutting the Female Part from the Male, and fo fit- 
ting them to Generation. Thus doth Leo Hebreus 
reconcile the Fable of Pluto's Androgynus, with Moſes's 
narration, out of which he thinketh it borrowed. For, 
as he tellerb,thar Jupiter in the firſt forming of Man- 
kind, made them ſuch Androgini, with two Bodies 
of two Sexes, joyncd in the Breſt, divided for their 
Pride, the Navil ſtill remainingas a Scarofthe wound 
then made: fo with little ditterence is this their Inter- 
pretation of Moſes. 

As ridiculous and extravagant arc their Opinions 
about their Womens Conceptians and Travel,and of 
one Lilich a ſhe Devil,which ſhould kill cheir childrery 
to prevent which,they have divers expedients; which 
take out of their own Writings, as followeth. When 
| Woman is great with Child, and nearhet 

ime, her Chamber is furniſhed with neceſlaries ; 
and then ſome holy and devour Man (fany fuch 
may be had ) with Chalk maketh a Circular Line 
round, and in the Chamber upon all the walls, and 
writzth on the Door, and within and without on 
every wall, and about the Bed in Hebrew Letters, 
Adam, Chama, Chuts, Lilich, or ( after the Jewiſh 
pronuntiation ) Lilzs. Hereby they ſignifie their 
deſire, that if a woman ſhall be A of a Son.; 
God may one Day give hun a Wife like to Eve, and 
not a ſhrew like Lilzs. This Word Lifts is read in 
the Prophet 1/azah J4.14. interpreted a Scritch-Owl ; 
but the Jews ſcem to mean by 1t a devilliſh Srettru 
in Womans ſhape, that uſeth to flay or carry away 
Children, which are on the eighth Day to becircum- 
cited. Eltas Levita writerh, that he hath read thats 
hundred and twenty years Adam contained himſelf 
from his wife Eve, and in that ſpace thete came to 
him Devils, which conceived of him, whence were 

R mgen- 
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ingendred Devils and Spirits,Farics and Goblins: and 
there were four Devils, Mothers, or Dams of them, 
Lilith, Nuemah, Ogereth, and Machalath. Thus is 
it read in Ber Sira, When God had made Adam, and 
ſaw it was not, good for him to be alone, he made him 
a Woman of the Earth, like unto him, and called 
her Lilis. Theſe diſagree tor Superiority, not ſuf- 
fering Ceſarve priorem Pompeinſve Parem: Lilis (made 
of the ſame mould) would not be underling, and 
Adam would not endure her his equal. Litis {ceing 
no hope of agreement, uttered that ſacred word Je- 
houah, with the Cabaliſtical interpretation thereof, 
and preſently did flye into the Air. Adam plaining 
his caſe, God ſent three Angels after her, viz. Sensi, 
Senſenoi, Saumangeleph, cither to bring her back, or 
to denounce unto her, that a hundred of her Chil. 
dren ſhould dye ina day. Theſc overtook her over 
the. troubleſome Sea ( where one day the Egyptians 
ſhould be drowned) and did their meſſage to her: 
ſhe refuſing to obey, they threatned her drowning:

that puniſhment, to loſe an hundred Children in a 
day.

FTER the Relation of many and diycrs 
things, we came (faith he.) troa Town anci-

© ful he ſhould dye for men, and that with the price 
© of his precious bloud,which he ſhed for ſinners up-

©that giving him. the charge of Heayen and Earth, 
© he had p_ him, that whoſoever profeſſed his 
* Law with faith and good works ſhould be ſaved, 
© and have everlaſting life; and withal, that the

ingly to rage, the Holy man ſaid certain Prayeys, 
by verme whereof the fire incontinently went our, 
w th the People being amazed, cryed our, ſay- 
ing, Donbrleſs the God of this man is moſt mighty, 
and y to be adored throughout the whole 
world ; which one of the Bonzes hearing, who was 
Ring-l of chis mutiny, and ſing the Town: 
en, retite avyay in conſideration of that they had 
beheld, he threw a ftone at the Holy man, faying, 
They which do not as I do, may the Serpent of the 
night fngulf them itito Hell fire. Ar theſe vyords 
afiche crfier Banter didthe like, fo that He vvas pre- 
ſently knock'd doy vn dead vvith the ſtones 
Aung ar him, yyhcreupon they caſt him ns the 
iver, 
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River, which moſt prodgioully (taid his courſe from 
running down, and fo continued tor the ſpace of five 
days togetherthat the Body lay in it: by means of this 
wonder many embraced the Law of that Holy man, 


whereof there are a great number yet remaining in - 
that Country. Whulſt the Chneſe ( faich he) were 


relating this —_— weatriv data point of Land, 
where going to double the Cape , we deſcried a little 
place cnvironed with Trees, in the midft whereof 
was a great Croſs of ſtone, very well made, to which 
we going, proſtrated our ſelves belore it with Tears 
in our Eyes. The People of the Tags debate us 
in this poſture, came to us, and kneeling down allo, 
with their hands lift up to Heaven, they ſaid, Chr ifto 
Jeſu, feſ Chriſto, Maria micamuidan late impone model; 
which in our Tongue fſignifieth, Jeſus Chriſt, Jeſus 
Chrift, Mary atways a Virgin conceived bimgrought him 
forth,and a Virgin till remained ;mwhereto we weeping, 
anſwered, that they ipake the very truth ; Then they 
asked tis if we were Chriſtians, we told them we were z 
which as ſoon as they underſtood, they carried us 
home to their houſes, where they entertained us with 
p_ afteftion ; Now all theſe were Chriſtans, and 
eſcended of the Weaver in whoſe Houle the Holy 
Man was lodged ; of whom demanding, whether 
that which the Chineſes had told us was true; they 
ſhewed us a Book that contained the whole Hiſtory 
chercof art large, with many other wonders 
by that holy man,who they ſay was named Matt 
Eſcandel, and that he was an Hermit of Mount Sinai, 
being anHangarianbyNation,and born in a place cal- 
led Buda: T he ſame Book allo related,thatnine days 
after this Saint wasburied,the (aid Town of Cohilonza, 
where he was murthered, began to tremble in ſuch 
ſort, as all the People _ in a mighty fright, 
4 
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ran out into the Fields, and there continued in 
their Tents, not daring to return unto their Hou- 
ſes, for they crycd our all with one common con- 
ſent, The Blood of this Stranger craves Vengeance for 
the unjuſt death the Bonzes have given him, becauſe 
he preached the Truth untc us. But the Bonzes rc- 
buked and told< them, that they committed a 
great Sin in ſaying ſo; neverthelcſs, they willed 
them to' be of good cheer, for they would go all 
to Quay Tignarem, God of the Night, and requeſt 
hin? to command the Earth to þe quiet, otherwiſe 
they would offer him no more Sacrifices : Immedi- 
atcly whereupon, all the Bonzes went accordingly in 
proceſhon to the ſaid Idol, which was the < 

in the Town, but none of the People durſt follow 
them, for fear of ſome Earth-quake, which the 
very next night, about eleven of the Clock, as 
theſe devilliſh Monſters were making their Sacri- 
fices, with odoriferous Perfumes, and other Cerc- 
monies - accuſtomed amongſt them, increaſed fo 
terribly, that by the Lord's permiſhon, and for. a 
juſt puniſhment of their wickednels,it quite overthrew 
all the Temples, Houſes, and other Edifices of the 
Town to. the: ground, wherewith all the Bonzes 
were killed, not ſo much as one eſcaped alive, bcing 
in number 4509, as the Book delivereth. Wherein 
it is further ſaid, that afterwards the Farth opening, 
ſuch abundance of Water came forth, as it clean 
overwhelmed and - drowned the whole Town, {o 
that it became a great Lake,abovera hundred farhom 
deep; moreover, they recounted many other very 
ſtrange patriculars unto 'us, and alſo how ever 
ſince that time the place was namcd- Finnganorſee,

A that the Divinity of our Lord and Sayiour 
Jeſus Chriſt was made maniteſt unto all men, 
thorough the working of Miracles, he drew unto 
him an innumerable ſort of Strangers, far diſtant 
from Judea, afflifted with ſundry ditcales, and every 
ſors of Malady, hoping to recover their Health, of 
which number King Agbarus, Govcrnour of the 
famous Nations inhabiting beyond the River Ez- 


| phrates, grieyoully dilcafſed in Body, incurable by 


the cunning of Men, hearing the renowned fame of 
Jeſus, and the wonderful Works which he wrought 
agreeable unto the ſame , publiſhed of all men; 
made petition unto him by Letters, requiring de- 
liverance from this diſeaſe: Jeſus (thongh nor preſent- 
ly) yielding unto his Petition, youchſafed to arilwer 
him by an Epiſtle, that ſhortly he would fend one 
ot his Dilciples, which ſhould cure his Dilcale, 
romamg wkhal that he ſhould not only cure his 

ileaſc, but as many as og unto him, which 


promile not long after be pertormed, for after his 


Relurreftion from the dead, and Aſcenſion into 
Heaven, Thomas, one of the twelve Apoſtles, ſcnt

Theſe, Epiſtles Exſebixs ſaith, he tranſlated our of 
the Records of Edefſa, written in the Syrzan Tongue, 
in which Records it afterward followed, that when 
Jeſus was taken up, Jude ( which is alſo called Thons) 
lentunto him Thaddexs the Apoltle, one of the {c- 
venty, who, when he came, remained with one 
Tobies the Son of Tobias. When that the ſame was 
_ of him, and that he was made manifeſt by 
the Miracles which he wrought, it was {tgnificd to 
Agbarns, and ſaid, the Apoſtle of Jeſus - is come, of 
whom he wroceunto thee Thaddeus by that time be- 
gan, thorough the power of God, to cure every {ore 
and ſicknels, fothat all men greatly marvelled. Agba- 
r#s hearing of the weighty and wonderful works whith

Alexander gone, Henderſon trembles with reve- 
rence of his Soveraign, and craves Pardon; the King 
works upon his paſlion, and asks him what he was? 
who an{were#, a ſervant of the Earls; and wilt thou 
kill me? (aysthe King; he replycd with an oath, him- 
{clf would ſooner die. 

Preſently Alexander enters with a Garter in his 
hand, and ſays, Sir, there is no remedy, by God 
you muſt dye, and ſtrives to bind the Kings hands; 
who ſaid, Nay, fall you not, Tſe die 4 -- man, and 
ſtrugling together, Alexander got the Kings head 


under his arm, and his hand upon his mouth, which 


the King bit by the chumb, and dragging him to 
the wirdow, bade Henderſon open it z which being 
done, the King cried out into a back Court, vyhere 
the Duke, the Earl of Mar, and others were in pur- 
ſuit of him, who was niimour'd to be gone out the 
back way into the Park. 

Ar this ſudden cry of Treaſon, and known to be 
the Kings voice, they haſtened to the Chamber 
where he dined, but no entrance was found. The 


while John Ramſey and Sir Thomas Erſkin got up | 


by a turn-pike back por of ſtairs, direted that 
way by a boy of the Houſe, who law Alexander 
aſcend that way, and forcing one door finds 
them panting, Ramfey -caſts off his Hawk on 


® 
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his Fiſt, draws out his Faulchion, and wounds him 
deadly in the Belly, (being bid to ftirike low, for the 
King found him armed with a Male;) and at that in- 
ſtant comes in Sir Thomes Erkin, Door Herres, 
and one Wilſon, and by them was the Body dil- 
patch'd, whilſt Henderſon ſlipt away. Burt {oon they 
luſpeted, by the noiſe of unlocking doors, that 
Gowry hinaſclf was coming to aſſail them; wheretore 
my adviſed the King to withdraw into the Lobby, 
and caſt the King's Coat upon the dead Body. 

The Earl ſoon entred by his double Keys, with 
ſeven Servants, the fore-way, and his Cale of Rapi- 
ers, his uſual Weapon, _ drawn, to whom 
Erskn earneſtly ſaid, (to divert him from his purpoſe) 
What do you mean my Lord ? The King « killed, and 
points to his Brothers coyered Body, bleeding on 
the ground. 

At the uttering of thoſe Words, Gowry ſtops, and 
_ of his Fury, ſinks the points of his Weapons; 
when ſuddenly Herres affails him with his ruſty 
Sword, Ramſey ſteps in and ſtrikes him to the Hearr, 

et not ſo ſoon but the Earl thruſt him into the 

high, aſſiſted by Crawffon, who hurt Erykin and 
Herres in the hand, and they run him through his 
Body, who lived only long enough to be hanged 
and quartcred, 

Forthwith came up all the Lords, the Court, and 
Townſmen; where, after thanks to God for this 
Mercy, they ſurveyed Gowry's Body, which did not 
bleed wntill 4 Parchment was taken out of his Boſom with 
Charatters, and theſe Letters, which put together, 
made TETR AGR AMMATON; having been 
told, Hi Blood ſhould not ſtill whilt he had that Sjel.. 
_ thus deceived by the Devil, he thought he 
ſhould not dic until he had TW and Rule, oy 
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he had of the King, and fo ſuffered by the Sword, 

The Bodics of the two Brothers were ſentenced by 
the Parliament, hanged on a Gibber, diſmembred 
and their Heads ſer upon the Priſon Houle, an 
then ordained the fifth day of Augit, in all Ages to 
come, ſhould be ſolemnly kept tor publick Prayers, 

Thus this Earl, by his horrid Treaſao, undid his 
Family, two of his Brothers, Willem and Patrick, 
flying beyond Sca : there ſill remained in Scotland 
a younger Son, being then a Child, who was tron 
that time impriſoned by At of Parliament, and fo 
continued afterwards in the Tower of London, untill 
King James his Death, but by King Charles reſtored 
to Liberty, with a {mall Penſion, which kept him 
like a Gentleman, untill diſcontinued by the Rump 
Parliament ; by which mcans that fafling, he walk- 
ed the Streets poor, only inrich'd in his Skill of Chy- 
mical Phylick, and inother parts of Learning, which 
he got whillt he Joſt his Liberty. 

Now 'remaineth to tell ye the King's Grace and 
Preferment unto his Reſcucrs;z Sir Thomes Erikin was 
created Earl of Kelty, and by degrees, Knight of 
the Garter, Captains of the King's Guard, and 
Groom of the Stool. - Nr. Herres waz well rewarded, 
bur lived not long after. Henderſon had a large Pen- 
fon confirmed by AC of Parliament, which he li- 
ved to enjoy 2 long time. Kamſey had the honour 
of Knicht-hood, with additional bearing ot his Coat 
of Arms; 4 Hand hwgling forth a Dagger, mounted 
proper} ptercing a bloody Heart, the Point crowned In- 
perial, with thu Mottos | 

Hee dextra windex, Princizga & Patric. 
Upan which, one thus verſified. _ 
An Arm and Hand (well arm'd with heavenly might) 
That oripes a juſt drawh Sword thruſt througha heart 
Adorned with a Royal Diadem This

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This, and this Motto was his own ty Right, 
Given by his Soycreign tor his juſt Deſert, 
And in his Coatof Arms inlerted them. 


His right hand did revenge, and overcame, 
His Prince and Countries Foes, and purchaic Fame. 


Next he attained to be Lord Viſcount Hadington, 
and Earl of Hoderneſs, living in great Love and 
S$plendour all the days of King James, whom he 

uickly after followed tothe Grave, dying on Tueſ- 
Ss the 24th. of January, 1625. and was buricd in 
the Abbey Church of Weftminfer, the laſt of Febru- 
ary next following. Seven notable Obſervations 
were remarkablc in his Life, happening cach of them 
upon a Tweſday, which one thus comprehended in a 
Sonnet. |

Upon a Tweſday he his Baptiſm had, 
Upon a T#eſday he his Honour wan 
Upon the Gowries, ( whole Intents were bad ) 
Upon a Tweſday he at firſt did wed 
The noble Sufex Daughter, who deceaſt ;

Eight years after this treaſonable Attempt of the 
Gowrzes, George Sprot, one of the Earl's Contederartes, 
Notary Publick at Aymonth in Scotland, from ſome 
Words of his, fparinely and unawarcs expreſled,

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and forme Papers found in his Houſe; whercof being 
examined, with little ado he confeſſed, and was 
- and exceuted at Edenburgh. Augu$ 12. 
I l : 

He died very penitently, and to thoſe Miniſters 
which viſited him after his Condemnation, he con- 
feſſed his Guilt with great Humiliation. Afterwards 
eanging up the Ladder, with his Hands looſe and 
mow he was again put in Mind of his Confeſſions; 
and for the greater aſlurance thereof, performed an 
ACt marvellous, promiſing by God's Afliſtance to 
give them an evident Token before the yielding up 
of his Spirit, which was, when he had hung a very 
good while, he lift up both his handsa good height, 
and clapp<d them togerher. three ſeveral times, to 
the Wonder of thouſands of Spettators. |

A notable Combat betwixt a Knight and an 
Eſquire in the tire of Richard the Seclhd. 


\ HIS Combat was fought before the King's Pa- 
lace at Weſtminſter, on the Pavement there, 
berwixt one Sir Vis Anneſly Knight, and one Tho- 
mas Katrington, Eſquire, the ſeventh of June, Anno 
1380. the occaſion thus. © | 
'\ The Knight accuſed the Eſquire of Treaſon, for 
that where the Fortreſs of $. Saviour, within the Ile 
of Conjantine in Normandy, belonging ſometime to 
Sir John Chandos, had been committed to the faid 
Katrington as Captain thereof, ro keep it againſt the 
Enemies; he had for Money fold and delivered it 
over to the French-men, whereas he was ſufficiently 
provided of Mer, Munition and Vittuals, ro have 
defended it againſt them. And ſince rhe —— 
k y . . . O 
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of that Fortreſs and Lands belonging thereto, had 
appertained to the ſaid Anneſly in right of his Wite, 
as neareſt Couſin by Affinity to Sir Fohn Chandoz, 
if by the falſe Conveyance of the ſaid Katrington it 

not been made away, and alienated jnto the 
Enemies Hands, he offered therefore to try the 
_ by Combat againſt the ſaid Katrington : 
which being puttothe 2, 7 of ancient Knights, 


it was by them delivered; That for {uch a Foreign 


Controverſie that had riſen within the Limits of 


the Realm, but touched Polletſion of things on the 
further fide the Sea, it was lawful to have it tryed 
by Bartel, if the cauſe were firſt notified to the Con- 
ſtable and Marſhal of the Realm, and that the Com- 
bat was accepted by the Parties. x 

Hereupon was the Day and Place agponns, and 
all things provided-ready,with Liſts, railed and made 
ſo ſubſtantially, as if the ſame ſhould have endured 
for ever. The Concourſe of People that came to 
London to ſee this tryed, was thought to exceed that 
of the King's Coronation ; fo defirous men were to 
behold a ſight fo ſtrange and unaccuſtomed. 

The King, and his Nobles, and all the People, 
being come together-in the morning of the day a 
_—_ to the place where the Liſts were ſer up, 

night being armed, and mounted on a fair Conr- 
ſer, ſeemly trapped , entereth firſt as Appellant, 
ſtaying till his Adverlary the Defendant ſbould come. 
And ſhortly after was the Eſquire called to detend 
hisCaule, in this form; Thomas Katrington,Detendant, 
come and appear, 'to fave the Attion for which 
Sir John Amneſty, Knight and Appellant, hath pub- 
lickly and by \K riting appealed thee : He being thus 
called thrice by a Herald arArms.at the third Call he 


cometh,armed likewiſe,and riding on a Courlſer py

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ped with Traps, embroidered with his Arms. 

Ar his approaching tothe Liſts, he alighted from 
his Horſe, leſt, according to the Law of Arms, the 
Conſtable ſhould have challenged the Horſe if he 
had centred within the Liſts: but his ſhitting nothing 
availed him; for the Horſe, after his Maſter was 
alighted, ran up and down by the Rails, thruſting, 
his Head ſometimes over, and ſometimes both Head 
and Breaſt; ſo that the Earl of Buckingham, becauſe 
he was High Conſtable of Eng/and, claimed the 
Horle afterwards, ſwearing that he would have fo 
much of him as had appeared over the Rails, and 
ſo the Horle was adjudged unto him. 

Burt now to the matter of the Combare ; (tor this 
Challenge of the Horle was made atter) as joon as 
the Eiquire was come within the Liſts, the Indenture 
was brought forth by the Marſhal and Conſtable, 
which had been made and ſcaled before them, with 
conſcnt of both Parties, in which were contained the 
Articles Ogg by che Knight againſt the Eſquire, 
and there the ſame was read belore all the Atlem- 
bly. Burt the Eſquire, whoſe Conſcience was thought 
not to_ be clear, but rather guilty, went about to 
-make Exceptions, that his cauſe by ſome means 
might have ſeemed the ſounder. But the Duke of 
Lancaſter hearing him lo ſtay at the matter, ware, 
that excgpr. according'to the Conditions of the Com- 
bate and the Law of Arms, he would admit all 
things in the Indentures compriſed, that were not 
made without his own Conſent, he ſhould, as guik 
ty of che Treaſon, forthwith be had to Execution. 
The Elquire hearing this, (aid, that he durſt fight 
with the Knight, not only in thoſe Points, but 1n 
aty other matrer whatſoever : tor, be truſted more 
to his {trcuyth of Body, and fayour of his —— 

than 
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than in the cauſe which he had taken upon him to 
detend, being a mighry man of Scature, whereas the 
Knight among thole that were of a mean Stature, 
was one of the lealt. 

Before they centred the Battel, they both took an 
Oath, as well the Knight as the Eiquire, that the 
Cauſc in which they were to tight was true, and that 
they dealt with no Witchcraft nor Art Magick, 
whereby they might obtain the Victory of their Ad- 
verfary ; nor had about them any Herb, or Stone, 
or other kind of Experiment which Magicians uſe 
to triumph over their Enemies. This Oath receivedof 
either of them,and therewith having made theirPray- 
ers deyoutly, they began the Barrel, firſt with Spears, 
after with Swords, and laſtly with Daggers; fight- 
ing (o a long time, till at laſtche Knight had berctt 
the Eſquire of all his Weapons, mantully overthrow- 
ing his Enemy. Bur as the Knight would have 
fallen upon the Eſquire, thorough Sweat that ran 
down by his Helmet, his _ was hindred, ſo that 
thinking to fall upon the Eſquire, he fell down f1de- 
ling by him; which being perceived by his Ene- 
my, although he was almoſt overcome with long 
bghting, yet made he to the Knight, and threw 
himſelt upon him, ſo that many thought the 
Knight would be overcome, though others donbt- 
ed not but that the Knight would recover his 
_ again, and get the Victory of his Adver- 

ry. 

The King in the mean time cauſed ir to, be 
claimed, that they ſhould ſtay, and that the Knight 
ſhould be raiſed up from the ground, and ſo meant 
to take up the matter betwixt them. Bur thoſe that 
were ſent for that purpoſe, the Knight beſought 
them, that it might pleaſe the King ro permit them 

to 
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ro lyc ſtill, for he thanked God he was well, and 
doubted not to obtain the Vitoty, it the Eſquire 
might be ſuffered ſtill ro lye on him. 
Bur when it would not be ſo granted, he was con- 
rented to be raiſed up, and was no looner ſet on his 
y 


teer, bur he cheartully went to the King without 
any mans help; whereas the Eſquire could neither 
ſtand nor go without the help ot two men to hold 
him up, and therefore was ſetin his Chair to take his 
calc, to ſee 1f he might recover his ſtrength. 

The Knight at his coming before the King, be- 
ſought him and his Nobles to grant him ſo much 
that he might be laid on the ground, as before, an 
the Eſquire to be laid upon him; for the Knight 
perceived that his Adverlary, through exce(hve hear, 
and the weight of his Armour, did marvellouſly faint, 
ſo as his Spirits were in a manner taken from him. 
The King and the Nobles perceiving the Knight fo 
couragiouſly ro demand totry the Bartel forth co the 
uttermoſt, offering great Sums of Money that (o it 
might be done, decreed, that they ſhould be reſto- 
red again to the ſame plight in which they lay when 
they were raiſed up. But in the mcan time, the E- 
ſquire fainting, and falling down in a {woon, fell out 

his Chair, as one that was like to yield up his laſt 
Breath preſently among them. Thoſe that Rood 
about him caſt Winc and Water upon him, ſeeking 
fo to bring him again, bur all would not ſerve, ill 
they had phicied off his Armour, and his whole Ap- 
parel, which thing proved the Knight to be the Van- 
quiſhzr, and the Eſquire vanquiſhed. 

After a little timz, the Eſquire began to come to 
himſelf, and lifcing up his Eyes, began to hold up his 
head, and to calt a gaſtly loot 01 every one about 


him ; which when it was reported to the Knight, he 
C0 
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cometh to him armed as he was, ( forhe had pur 'off 
no piece ſince the beginning of the Fi ht) and ſpeak- 
ing to him, called him Traytor, and falle perjured 
man, asking of him if he durſt try che Battel with 
him again : bur the Eſquire having neither Sence 
nor Spirit whereby to make anſwer; proclamation 
was made thatthe Battel was ended, and eyery one 
might return home. 

he Eſquire, immediately after he was brought 
to his lodging, and laid in Bed, grew diſtrafted, and 
ſo continning ſtill out of his Wits, abour nine of the 
Clock the next day he died. 


Of ſuch another like Combat fought in France. 


HIS Combat was between one Robert le Blanch 
and Lewis le Force, in a caſe of Treaſon, Blanch 
the Appealant grapples Le Force,and caſts him down, 
ſets his lefr foot upon the others ſtomach, holding up 
hisright hand wich! his Sword by the Hilt,his4eft han 
within a Foot of the point, and therewith preſently 
he meant to ſtab him : but ro add more ftrength, 
his right foot was ſomewhat raiſed from the Ground; 
when inſtantly the King crycd hold, hold, caſting 
his Truncheonto _ them,whercat Le Force nimbly 
urt. 


_ without 
e King being willing to preſerve Le Force's Lite, 
not with any good affeftion(for he ſuppoſed him guil- 
ty ).but for the future examination of Confederacy; 
yet he adjudged him vanquiſhed, which the defendant 
utterly denied, and crayed Judgment of the Conſta- 
|  bleand Marſhal, who had a preny wayto fave the 
Kings Honour, and yer todo juſtice, which was, that 
| Te Force ſhould be proſtrate to the fatal ſtroak as 
| before, andthe Appellant with all his former advan- 
tage 
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tageand form of Poſtures, and fo they did. Wheti 
Le Force with nimble ſtrength lifted up Blznch hig 
right foot, which tript him down, skipt up himſelf, 
and ſtab'd the other to the Heart. And forthwith 
kneeling to the King, told him, That beſides the AS;- 
flance of hu Patron Saint, the merit of Innocency, and 
the event of this legal Tryal, which he in honour would 
not 1efuſe ; yet for more -ſatisfattion to his Majeſty 
he produced {ix ſufficient Witneſſes, attending in 
the Field, whom he preſerycd upon atl events, and 
who clecred him. 

However, the King quarrelled with the Conſtable 
and Marſhal for declining his Sentence, being $u- 
pream; which they humbly denyed. The King being 
a Party in Caſe of Treaſon, or Felony, cannot be 
Fudge; in Lands and Honour he may. This diſtinQion 
in tholc times of I reaſon, was taken for Realon.

A remarkable piece of Juſtice done by the 
Emperour Rodolphus. 


Odnlph the Emperour of Germany being at 
Norimberg, intent about the aftairs of the Em- 

pire; there came a Merchant tohim, and complain- 
ed, that having left a Bag with two hundred Marks 
in it, with a Citizen with whom he had lodgcd, 
the man now denied the fame; the Emperour askerh 
him for his Proofs: he takes his Oath of ir, bur could 
produce no other Wirneiles : The Emperour bids 
himto ſtay in another Room, enquiring of him what 
manner of Bag it was, wherein the Money was put. 
Thcn purpofing to {end for the man, it tcl} out, rhar 
hc amongſt other Citizens came to ſalute and wel- 
come the Empcrour. The Emperour knowing the 
man, 
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man, ſaid tro him: O Sir, methimks you have a very 
handſome Hat, pray thee give it me : the Citizen gaye 
it, and took it for an Honour thar the Emperour 
would accept of it ; then did he withdraw himſelf,and 
ſenta Servant to this Man's Wife, deſiring her trom 
her Husband ro ſend him ſuch a Money-bag( deſcri- 
bing of it) and that ({aid he) you may know that] 
come from your Husband, he gave me his Hat for 
a Token. The Woman ſought our the Bag, and 
ave it him ; the Emperour ſhews the Merchant the 
g. who knew it,and rejoyced at the-{ighr of ir. Then 
the Emperour calling the Citizen, tells him, that this 
man had complained tohimthat he had cozened him 
ofa Sum of Money dclivered into his Cuſtody; the 
Citizen denies, and {wares that none was delivered 
to him : the Emperour produceth the Bag ; the Cirti- 
zen was confounded yer faulters in his words; where- 
upon the Emperour cauſeth him to pay the Merchant 
to the full, and ſets a good fine upon his head beſides, 
and {othe buſineſs wasended. 


Of the great friendſhip betwixt Damon and 
Pithias, two Pythagorean Philoſophers. 


Heſe two Friends were both of them Students 

of Pythagorays Learning; it ſo happened, that 

one of them was accuſed to have conſpired againſt 
Dionyſus King of Sicitie, tor which they were both 
taken, and brought before the King, who imme- 
diately gave ſentence, that he who was acculcd 
ſhould be pur todeath. This Judgment being pal- 
ſed on him, he deſired of the King that 'ere he 
died, he might return home to ſet his houſhold 
in order, and to diſttibute his goods 3 wheredt 


the 
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the King laughing, demanded of him ſcornfully,what 
e 


pledge he would leave him tocome again. Ar which 
words, his Companion ſtept forth, and ſaid, thar 
he would remain there as a Pledge for his Friend 
that in cale he came not again at the day appointed, 
he — would loſe his Head. Which Condi- 
tion the I yrant received; and the young man that 
ſhould have dyed was ſuffered ro depart home to 
his Houſe, where he did ſet all things in order, and 
diſpoled his Goods as he thought meet. The day 
appointed for his Return being come, and moſt 

of it paſt, che King called for him that was PI ge, 
who came forth merrily, without any ſhew of Fear, 
and freely offered to abide the Sentence of the Ty- 
rant, willing to dye for the ſaving the Lite of his 
Friend. Burt as the Officer of Juſtice had cloſed his 
Eyes with a Kerchicf, and had drawn his Sword to 
have ſtricken oft his Head, his Fellow came run- 
ning, and crying, That the day of his Appointment 
was not yer fully paſt ; wherefore he defired the Mi- 
niſter of Juſtice to looſe his Fellow, and to prepare 
to do Exccution on him that had given the occall- 
on. Whereat the Tyrant being much abaſhed, 
commanded both of them tobe brought to his Pre- 
ſence; and when he had cnough wondered at their 
noble Diſpoſitions, and their Conſtancy in Friend- 
ſhip, he offering ro them great Rewards, declired 
them to receive him into their Company : and {0 
doing them much Honour, did ſet them art Liberty.

Þ rs” the ſeventh Perſecution, Theodera, 4 
godly Virgin, for her Religion was condemn-

Houſe. But one of the brethren, called Didymns, 
putting on a Soldicrs hab't,would have thefirſt turn, 
and {0 going in, periwaded her rochange Garments 
with him, and lo ſhe in the Soldiers habit elcaped : 
and Didymus being tound a man, was carried before 
the Prefident, ro whom he contclled the whole 
matter, and ſo was condemned. Theodora hearing 
of it, thinking to excute him, came and prelented 
ber ielt as the guilty Party, dciiring that ſhe might 
dic.and the other be exculed ; but the mercileis Judge 
cauled them both to be put to death. 


The admirable love and affedion betwixt Titas 
and Gilippus, two Noble young men, the one 
of Rome, the other of Athens. 


Here was in the City of Rome, a noble Senator 
named Futvirs, who lent his Son called Titzrs, 
being a child,rothe City of Athens in Greece(the toun- 
tain then of good Letters)theretolearn and be inſtruct- 
ed, boarding him with a worſhiptul man of that City, 
called Chremes. This Chremes had a Son namcd Gi- 
/ppus, who not onely was equal to the faid young 
Ttusin years, but allo in ſtature, proportion of body, 
tavour, countenance and ipeech ; in a word, {o like, 
that without much difficulty it could norbe diſcerned 
of their own Parents which was T7itzs from C:/ir pas, 
or Gi/ppus from Titus. T hele two voung Gentlemen, 
asthey ſeemed to be one in torm and perionave, to 
ſhonly after acquaintance, the ſame Nature wrought 
m their hcarts ſuch a mutual aficCtion, that their 
wills and appetites daily _ and more lo _— 
T acc 
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rated themielves, that it ſeemed noother when their 
names were declared, but that they had onely chan- 
2Jtheir places, iſſuing 2 (as I might lay) out of one bo- 
dy and entring iuto the other. T hey went to their 
} eat nivs 21d Study together, as allo to their Meals 
an Patlimes, delighted both in one doctrine, and 
pr ofiwed cqually thurein, with ſuch fruittul cncreaſe, 
that in tew years lcarce any in Athens were compara- 
Di '& unto them. Ar laſt died Chremes, leaving his 
n C 37454 valt Litate, and being now of ripe 
<AIS, lis friends and kindred were at him to marry, 
25 alto his tricnd 7:rzs, thereby to propagate his Po- 
{iClilV. 

Tiwcy having found one in all reſpects an{werable 
uno him, with much im; portunity he was content- 
cd to 20 and fee her, whom he liked to well, that 
he became orcatly enamoured of her, taking oreat 
dior in the contemplation of her moſt excellent 
beauty, and rare endowments of mind. But no hap- 
pinc{s could bctide him without his triend participated 
with him 2 therctore on a time lic took itus along 
with him 10 tee this Idol of his Soul, who having 
14to Heavenly a perlonag ec.adorned with Beauty 
xplicable, ſuch an amiable countenance, miIxt 

ith maideily ſhametac'dnels,and the rare and ſober 
words, to well couched, proceeding, t rom her pretty 
mouth, fuck him with fo much admi ration, that 
neither the Study of Philotophyror theremembrance 
of his dear triend Gifppers, who {5 much loved and 
trfted him, could put the remombrance ot her out 
&f I1/'s mind ; lo that withdrawing tumiclt as it were 
10 lis Study, tormentcd and oppretied with Love, 
he threw himtelf on a Þed, and there 111 ninating 
11POn v at \ as paſled, andrhcreby his unkindne! $tO 


is dear tricnd 04; pus, he bevan to urls his late, and 
with 
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wiſh he had nevercome to Arhens; and theſe thoughts 
rook ſuch a deep impreſſion upon him, that what 
for lack of tleep and other perturbations, he was 
brought intoa very languiſhing condition. His triend 
Gifippcs perceiving this alteration, and willing to 
remedy what was amiſsin him, demanded of Tits 
what was the caule of his diſcale, blaming him tor 
unkindnels in not revealing it unto him, proteſting 
there was nothing which lay in his power which he 
would not undergo to pleaſure his friend ; with 
which words the mortal tighs renewed in Titus, and 
the ſalt tears brake our of his eys in ſuch abundance 
as it had been a Land-flood running down off a 
Mountain atter a ſtorm, {o that Titzs as it were con- 
ſtrained, bluſhing and aſhamed, holding down his 

head, with much difficulty returned this anſwer. 
My dear and moſt loving triend, withdraw your 
friendly offers, ccale your courtclic, refrain your 
tears and regrettines, rather take aknite and flay mc 
here where I lic, or otherwiſe take vengeance on me, 
molt miſerable - and tallc Traitor unto you, and of 
all other moſt worthy to ſuffer ſhametul death. For 
whereas God of Nature, like as he hath given to us 
fimilicude in all the parrs of our body, lo had he 
conjoyned our wills, ſtudies, and appetites rogether 
in one; fo that between men was never like concord 
and love, as I ſuppoſe. And now notwithſtanding, 
onely with the look of a woman, thoſe bonds of love 
be ditfolved, reaſon oppreſled, triendſhip excluded : 
there availeth no VWitdom.no Dotrine, no Fidelity 
or truſt : yea,vou your ſelf is the caulc of all this. A's, 
G:/rpus ! what envious Spirit moved you tobring me 
with you to her whom ye have choſen to be your 
ite, wherel received this poiton ; I fav, Gp pres, 
where was then your wildom, that you remempreel 
K-19 fo 
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not the frailty ot our common Nature > what needed 
you to call me for a witnels of your private delights 
why would ye have me fee that, which you your 
{elt could not bchold without raviſhing of mind 
and.carnal appctite > Alas! why forgot ye, that our 
minds and appctites were cver one? and that alſowhat 
you liked, was ever to me in like degree pleaſant 2 
what will ye more > Gi pps, I 'ay, your truſt is the 
caiiſe that I am intrapped. The rayes or beams 
hung from the cycs of her whom you have cholen, 
with the remembrance of her incomparable vertues, 
hath picrccd my heart in fuch wi, that I defire 
nothivg more than to be out ct this wretched Lite 
which 15 not worthy the _— of ſo noble and 
loving a Friend as you be ; concluding his Specch 
with a profound Sigh, and ſuch plenty of Tears, as 
as it his whole Body would be diſlolycd into alt 
drops. 

Bur Gz/ppus, nothing diſmay at his words, embra- 
cing and kitling himghus antwered, Why Titus, Isthis 
vour or. ly {icknels and prict,that ye {o uncourteoutly 
have fo long concealed, and with much more un- 
kindneſs kept from me than ye have conceived it ? 
[ be my tolly wherewith ye have rightly 
upbraidcd me, that in thewing her ro vou whom [ 
loved, I remembred not the cltate of our Nature, 
or the aorccablenels, or (as I may lay) the nnity 
ot our two Appetites : {urcly that detaule can be by 
1.0 reaſon excuſed ; wheretore it 1s only I that have 
v.tended : I conteſs to you Titus, I love that Maid 
2 much as any wite man may pothble, and took in 
her company more delight and plcalurc,than of all 
the Trealure and Landsthat mv Father lett me,which 
Vou know was very much ; howbcit, tor the fervent 
love Ibcar to your Virtucs, here I renounce ” you 

clcarlv 
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clearly all my title and Intereſt that I now have, or 
might have in that Maiden. 

And theretore call royou your former Courage, 
abandon all the Heavincis, the day appointed tor 
our Matriage approacheth, let us conſult how 
without difficulty ye may wholly atrain your deſire. 
Now you know that we two be loalike, that being 
apart, and in like Apparel, tew men do know us 
from cach other, alſo you know the cuſtom is, that 
notwithſtanding any Ceremony done at the time of 
the Spoulals, yer the Marriage is not confirmed until 
at Night, that the Husband puts a Ring on the Fing- 
& of his Wite, and unlooleth her Girdle. Where- 
fore I my iclf will be preſent with my Friends to 
perform all the parts of a Bridegroom, and you ſhall 
abide in a ſecret place where I thall appoint you, 
until ir be Night, when you ſhall be conveyed in- 
tothe Maids Chamber, and forthe likeneſs of our 
Perſonages and of our Apparel, you will not be 
known by the Women, which have with us no 
acquaintance z then get you to Bed, and put your 
own Ring upon the Maids Finger, and undo her 
Girdle of Virginity, by which the Marriage will 
be conſummared. With thele words Titzs began to 
move as it were our of a Dream, and doubting 
whethcr he heard Gz/ppus ſpeak, or clic ſaw but a 
Viſion, lay ſtill as a man abaſhed, bur having a 
little recovered himſelt, he thanked Gi/ippus for his 
incomparable kindnels, but refuſed the Benefit 
that he offered, ſaying, that it were better a 
hundred fuch unkind wretches as he was ſhould 
pcriſh, then ſo noble man as was Gzppus ſhould ſut- 
fer any reproach or dammage. Bur Gi/pjus {ware 
and proteſted that he treely refigned the Lady unto 
him, andtherewith embraced and kifled Titus ; who 
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thereupon ſetting himſclf up in his Bed, the blood 
ſomewhat reforted unto his vitage, and ater a little 
good Meats aid Drinks taken, he was in a few days 
reſtored again to his tormer (trength and vigour. 

In ſhort, the day of Marriage was come, when 
Giſipgns accompanicd with his Friends, went to the 
Bridc's Houic, where they were nobly entertained 
and fcaſted, and atterthe Covenants were read and 
ſealed, the Dowry appointed, and all other things 
concluded, the Friends of cithcr part took their leave 
and depantcd ; the Bride with a tew Women ( as was 
the cultom) brought into her Chamber ; then, (as 
it was betore agreed ) Titus was conveyed into her 
Chamber, and being taken for Gi/ipprs) into her Bed; 
where he firſt demanded of her, itthatſhe loved him, 
and vouchiaicd to take him tor her Husband, forla- 
kingallother,which ſhe with a bluſhing countenance, 
half laughing and halt mourning, (as in point to de- 
part from hct Maiden-hcad,bur tuppoling it to be Gi- 
{pps that asked her)affirmed. T hen did he ask her, if 
that ſhe in ratitying that promiltc, would receive his 
Ring - whereto ſhe con{cnting, put the King on her 
Fingcr, and unloolcd her Girdlc, and {o they lovine- 
ly {lunk down into the Bed rogether, where, what 
they did there, I leave to married mens 1magi- 
nation. 

The morrow being come, Giippus thinking it 
expegient that the truth ſhould be diſcovered, al- 
{embled the Nobility of the Citv to is Houle, where 
a fall Ailcmbly being come, Titus made to them this 
tollowing Oration. 

Moſt noble 4Arhenians,there isat this time ſhewed 
amongſt you an cxample almolt- incredible, of the 
divinc power 'of honoutable Love, and theretore 
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givc duc thanksto God, it there remain among you 
any token ot the ancient Wildom of your molt 
Noble Progcnitors. Bur I ſhall not ſtay you long 
in my preamble, but come to the matter. Ir is not 
unknown to you all wheretore I caime tothis City, 
| and how that happening, into the houle of Chrenes, 
I tound there his Son Gi/pprus, of my own age, and 
i cvecry thing {o like cach other, chat nc.ther nts 
Father, nor any other man could ditcern of us the 
one trom the other, but by our own mcans or 
ſhewing, infomuch as there were put abour our 
Necks Laces of ſundry Colours to declare our Perlo- 
nagces. VVhat mutual agreement and Love hath 
been always between us during this eight years that 
| we have bcen together, ye all be witnciles, rhathave 
been beholders and wonderers at our moſt tweet 
Conycriation, and conſent of Appetites, wherein was 
never any diſcord or variance. And as tor mv 
part, xtter the Dec-alc of my Father, notwithitan«! 
ing that there was deicended unto me very larzc 
Polletlions, tair Houlcs, with abundance of Richcs : 
allo bcing called home by the importunate Ler- 
ters of my Allyes and Fricnds, which be of the moit 
noble ot all the Senators, offering me the advance- 
ment to the higheſt dignitics in the Publick-\\cal ; 
asallo the loving Letters from my tender Mother, 
whercin ſhc acculcth mc oft unkindneſsfor my long 
tarrving, c{pecially now ia her moſt diſcomtorr ; 
Yet could not all this once remove me from nv 
dear Friend Giippus, and, bur by torce. could not 1, 
nor vet may be drawn trom his tweet company, 1 
chooting rather to live with him as his companion 
and teilow,yea.as his Servanrt,rather than to be Con- 
lul of Rome. Yet this my kindneſs hath he well 
required, or, (as] may ſay) redoubled, deliycring m* 
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trom; the death, yea, the molt painful death of all 
OthCr. I perceive you wonder hereat, noble Atheni- 
15, and no marycl ; tor what Perion ſhould be lo 
bardy toattempt any {uch thing againſt me, bcing 
a Ko, and of the Noble blood of the Romans ; 
gy who thould be thought fo Malicious to flay me, 
whoasail ye be my judges) never treſpalled againſt 
any Perſon within this City : : No, no, mv Friends, 
[ do not {utpect any of vou. I percciv e You defire 
tw know what he was that would preſume on luch 
an enterprite: It was Love,noble Athenians, the ſame 
Love, wich (Cas your Poets tcign ) did wound the 
molt part ot the Gods ; who conſtrained Jupzter 
to transtorm himicit into a Swan, a Bull, 
and divers otÞ-r likenetles. The fame Love 
that cauled Her oo , thc vanquiſher and deſtrover 
of Monlters and Gyants, to {pin on a Wheel, tit- 
ting amonalt Maidens in Womens Apparel. T he 
{inc Love that caulcd to aſſemble the Priffces of 
A'a and Greece in the Ficlds of Trav. The fame 
Love (1 tay ) againſt wholc Allaul:s may be found 
no refi{tance, hath ſuddenly and unawarcs ſtricken 
me to the heart, an 1d that with {uch torce, that I had 
immediately dved,had not the incomparahlcIricnd- 
thin of (32 7 Fits holpen me: | perceive vou would 
fain know who the is that] loved. I will no longer 
delav you, noblc Athenans, it IS So br m1, (11C f 4- 
dy whom CG4ppirs had choſen tor his WV ite, and 
wiiom he molt intircly loved. Burt when his molt 
entle heart perecived, that my love was in a much 
higher deoreethan his towards that Lady, and that 
it pr occeded neither of wantonnels, nor any corrupt 
-(irc or faritaſic ; but inan inſtant, by the only look, 
an that with luch tervency. as made me to captt- 
wed inCrrids thirall, that I detired Death m_ 
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than life; he by his wiſdom perceived ( as I doubr 
not burtthat ye now do) thatit was the very provi- 
lion of God, that ſhe ſhould be my White, and not 
his, whercto he giving place, and more eftceming 
true Friendſhip than the love of a Woman, where- 
unto he was induced by his Friends, and not by 
violence of Cupid,conftrained as Iam, hath willing- 
ly granted to me the intereſt that he had in the La- 
dy ; and it is I, Titus, that have really wedded her,] 
have put the Ring on her Finger, I have undone 
the Girdle of ſhametac'dneſs, what will ye more> I 
have lain with hcr, confirmed the Matrimony, and 
made her a Wite. 

This Oration, inſtead of applauſe, was received of 
the Audicors with a gencral murmuring, and dil- 
daintul looks on Gi/ippgusz whereupon Titus proceed- 
ed thus. 

I wonder (noble Athenians ) what ſhould make 
you thus to grudge at Gi/ppus, who knew he might 
hnd in Greece another Lady, as fair and as rich 
as this he had choſen ; and one perchance that he 
might love better. But ſuch a Friend as I was (ha- 
ving relpeCt toour likenels, the long approved con- 
cor, allo my Eſtate and condition ) he was furc 
tokind not one; alſo the Lady fufters no dilparage- 
ment in her blood, nor hindrance in her marriage, 
but is much rather advanced ( no dilprailc ro my 
dear fricnd Gi/zppms.) Allo conſider, noble Athenians, 
that I rook her not, my Father living, when ye might 
have lu{pected, that as well her Richcs as her Beauty 
ſhould have thereto allured me, bur ſoon atter my 
Fathers deccaſe,when I far exceeded her in Pollettions 
and Subſtance, when the moſt notable men of Rome 
and of Italy delired my alliance ; ye have therctore 
all cauſe torejoyce and thank Gi 7pus, and not to be 
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angry, and alſo to cxtoll his wonderful kindneſs 
towards me, whereby hc hath won me and all my 
blood, tuch friends to you and your City, that ye 
may be aſlured to be by us defended againſt all the 
World : which being contidered, Gr/ppus hath well 
delerved a Statue of Gold robe {ct on a Pillar in the 
mid(t ot vour City, for an honourable Monument 
in the remembrance of our incomparable Friendſhip, 
and of the good that thereby may come to your Ci- 
ty. Burt it this perlwaſton cannot ſatishie you, but that 
ve will imagine any thing to the damage of m 
Friend Gi/ppus atter my departure, I vow to God, 
Creator of all things, that as {oon as I ſhall havc 
knowledge thereof, I ſhall forthwith rciort hither, 
with the invincible Power of the Romans, and re- 
venge him in luch witc againſt his Enemies, that all 
Greece ſhall ſpeak ot it to their perpetual diſhonour, 
ſhame, and reproach. And therewith Tis and Gt- 
ſpits arole, the Athenians tor the preicnt diflembling 
their Malice, for the tcar they had of T tus. 

Soon attcr, 7:ts, being tent tor by the Authority 
ot the Senate and People of Rome, prepared to depart 
out of Athens, and would fain have had Gi/ippus to 
have gone with him, oftcring to divide with him all 
I1s Subſtance and Fortune. But Gz/irpas, contidering 
how necellary his counicl ſhould be to the City of 
Athens, would not depart out ot his Connrey,though 
he molt carncitly defircd the Company of T:t3ts. 

Thus T1zs with his Lady is departed towards the 
Civ of Rome, where, at their coming, they were, ol 
his Morlier, his Kinimcn, and of all the Scnate and 
Pcoplic molt joytully received. And there lived Ti- 
tz!5 with his Ladv in Joy inexplicable, having by 
her many brave Children, and tor his W itdom and 
Lcarning was lo highly elteemed, that there was 
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no Dignity or honourable Office within the City, 
that he had not with nauch favour and prailc at- 
chicved and occupicd. 

But to rcturn to Gif; pus, who immediately upon 
the departure of Tits was lo maligned at, as well by 
his own Kinſmen, as by the Friends of the Lady, 
which he, to their ſeeming, molt ſhamctully aban- 
doned, leaving her to Titxs, that they {parcd nor 
daily to vex him with all kinds of reproach thasz 
they could devite or imagine; and firlt, they cx- 
cluded him out of their Council, and prohibited 
from him all honeſt Company ; but not being there- 
with ſatisfied, they finally adjudged him unworthy 
to enjoy any Goods or Poſlettions Iete him by his 
Parents, whom he ( as they ſuppoſed ) by his un- 
diſcreet Friendſhip had fo diſtained, wheretore they 
dcipoiled him of all things, and almoſt naked cx- 
pclled him our of the City. And chus was Gz/ppres, 
lately Wealthy, and one of the moſt Noble men 
of Athens, tor his kind keart, baniſhed hisown Coun- 
try ; where, as a man dilmai'd, wandring hither and 
thither, finding no man that would ſuccour him; 
atlaſt remembring in what pleaſure his friend Tits 
lived with his Lady, for whom he ſuftercd thcie 
damages, concluded to go to Rowe, and declare his 
misfortune to his triend. In ſhort, with much pain, 
cold.hunger and thirſt, he came tothat City, where, 
enquiring for the houſe of 7 itzs, at the laſt he came 
ro it: but bcholding it ſobcautitul, large and Prince- 
Iv, he was aſhamed toenter it, being in lo ſimplc 
and mcan Array ; ſtanding by thereforc, that in 
caſe Titus came forth out of his Houſe, he might 
preſent himſelf ro him. He bcing in this thought, 
Titus, holding his Lady by the hand, came forth of 
his Palace, and taking their Horſes to ſolace them- 
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ſelves, ſaw Gi5ppa-, but bcholding his ſimple Appa- 
rel, regarded him not, but paſled forth on their way, 
wherewith C©17 pus was ſo woundcd to the heart, 
thinking 72:45 had contemned his fortunc, that, op- 
preile:} wich mortal hcayinels, he tell in a {woon, 
but being recovered by {ome that {iood by, think- 
ing him to be fick, torthwith departed, intending 
not to tarrv anv longer, but asa wild Beaſt, ro wan- 
der abroad in the World, and !lopatling forwards, he 
for wcaritc's was conllrained to center into an old 
Barn without the Cirv, where, caſting liimſclt on 
the bare ground, with weeping and dolorous crying 
he bewailed his tortunc ; but molt of allacculing the 
ingratitude of 7:t#s, for whom he uſlered all that 
miſery, the remembrance whercot was {o intolera- 
ble, that he determined no longer to live in that 
anguiſh and dolour ; and therewith drew his Knite, 
urpoſing to have ſlain himlclt : but the wiſdom 
(which he by the ſtudy of Philolophy had atcain- 
ed) withdrew him from that deſperate at. And in 
this contention between wildom and will, fatigate 
with long Journcys and watch, or as God would 
have ir, he fell intoa deep fleep. His Knite (where- 
with he would have ſlain himlelt ) falling down by 
him. In the mcan time, a bloody T hiet which had 
robb-d and flain a man, was centred into the Barn 
where Gi? jus lay, intending to lic there all that 
Nioehrt; who iccing Gi/p7us bedewed with Tears, and 
his Viſage repleniſhed with Sorrow, allo the naked 
knife by him, judecd that he was a man delperate, 
and {o overwhelmed with gricf, that he was weary of 
his Life; whichrhc laid Ruſſian takinn for a good oc- 
caſion to eſcape, took the Knife of Gifprus, and 
putting it in the wound of him that was ſlain, put 
!tall bloody in the hand of Giippus, being faſt a 
ſleep, 
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fleep, and ſo departed. Soon atrer, the dead man 
being tound, the Officers made diligent tearch for 
the Murtherer : ar laſt, entring into the Barn, and 
finding Gifirpns aſleep, with the bloody Knife in 
his hand, awaked him, laying unto him the death 
of the man, and the having of the bloody Knite. 
Giſzpus hereat nothing dilmar'd, deliring death 
more then lite, and to dic rather by the Laws, then 
by the violence of his own hand ; wherefore he de- 
ned nothing that was laid to his charge, but defi- 
red the Officers to make haſte, that he might be 
ſhortly our of his lite. 

Quickly Report hereof came tothe Senate, that a 
man was {lain, and that a Stranger, a Greek born, 
was found in fuch form as is above mentioned 
wheretore they torthwith commanded him- to be 
brought into their preſence, (irting there at that time, 
Titus being then Conlul, or in other tuch like Dig- 
nity. 

The miſerable Gi#i- pus being brought to the 
Bar with Bills and ſtaves like a Felon, it was de- 
marded of him, it he flew the man that was tound 
dead » he nothing denicd it, but in moſt forrowful 
manner curled his fortune, naming himlelf of all 
others moſt milerable. Ar laſt, one demanding, of 
what Country he was, he contetſed to be an Athe- 
nian, and therewith caſt his torrowtul Eyes upon 
Titus with much indignation, breaking forth into 
{Iighs and abundance of tears. T:tu: now marking 
him very well, perceived it was þ's dear triend Gi- 
[pus and thinking he was brons!t in delpair by 
this miſadventure, he roſc our ot che place where he 
late, and falling on his knees before rhe Judges. aid, 
that he had lain the man. tor old malice that he bare 
to him, and that Giþp, vs being a ſtranger, and all 
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might perceive that he was a deſperate Perſon, 
who to abbreviate his ſorrows contcſſed the a& 
whercot he was innocent, to the intent that he would 
finith his torrows with dcath, wheretore Titus delt- 
red the Judges to give {entence on him according 
to his merits. But Gi/ppres perceiving his triend Tits 
(contrary to his expectation ) to offer himlelf to 
dicath tor is fateguard, more .mportunately cryed 
out to the Sevatc to procecd i in their judgment on 
lum, that vvas indeed the very oficnder. 

Thus they of long, time, with abundance of tears, 
contended which ot them thould dic for the other, 
whercat all the Senate and People were wondertully 
abaſhed, not knowing what it mcant. Now it hap- 
pened, that the Muntherer was in th: preaſe at that 
time, who percetving, the marvellous contention of 
thele two Perlons, which were both innocent, and 
that it proceeded of an incomparable Friendſhip, was 
vehemently provoked to dif —_ the truth: where- 
fore, breaking through the preale, and coming be: 
fore the Scnate, ſpake 1n this wiic; 
ng we lc Senators, I am here come to accuſe mv 

, having lived a lewd Lite tor many years : I i 
LO na ik to you that 7:tus is of noble bloud, 
and one ayproved to be always a man of excellen 
Ver and Witdom, and never was malicious. T his 
other Stranocy leemeth to be a man fullot {1mplicity, 
and that more 's,clpcrate, tor tome evil which hath 
betallen him : 1 lay to vou, Fathers, they both be 
innocent 3] am the Perſon that flew lim who wa 
found dead by the Barn, ard robbed him of his 
mony ; and when I tound in the Bain this Stranger 
lIyviny alters, having by him a naked knite, I, the 
better to drier my offence, dil put mv knite into the 
wound ot ihe dead man, and fo all bloody laidit

again by this Stranger. T his was my milchieyious 
device to elcape your Judgment, whereunto now I 
remit me wholly, racher than this Noble man 
Titus, or this innocent Stranger ſhould unworthily 
dic. 

The truth coming thus unexpeCtedly to light, 
cauſed a general acclamation of the People,and the 
Friendſhip berwixt Gi/ippus and Titus being declared, 
was publiſhed, cxtcolled, and magnified throughout 
the whole City. The Senate conlulcing of this matter, 
at the inſtance of Tits and the People, dilcharged 
the Felon. Titus acknowledged his negligence in 
forgetting Gi/ppas, and having him home to his 
Houſe, ( where he was vvith incredible joy reccived 
of the Lady vyhom hc ſhould have vyedded |) ho- 
norably apparclled him, offering him to ulc all his 
Goods and Policthons as his ovvn. But Giippus 
defiring to be again at Athens, Titus, by the content 
ot the Senate and People, vvith a great Army 
vvent vvith him thither, vvhere he had delivered 
to him all thoſe vvhich vycre cauſers of baniſhing 
and deſpoyling Gifpzns, on vvhom he did ſharp 
execution, and reſtoring to Gijippus his Lands and 
Subſtance, eſtabliſhed himin perpetual quictnels, and 
lo returned unto Rome. 
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Df monnt Atna, and of the fiery irruption 
there in the year 1669. 


Tn, called by Pindzirus the Celeſtial column, 

is thehighett mountain ot Sici/za, for a great 

ſpace leiturely riling ; infomuch as the top is ten 
miles diſtant trom the uttermoſt Baſis. Ir appearcth 
ty yards the Laſt yyith ryyo ſhoulders, having an 
cminen.* 
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eminent head in the middlc. The lovver parts are 
Iuxuriouſly truittul, the middle vyooddy, the upper 
rocky, {teep, and almoſt covered vvith tnovv, 
vet imoaking in the midlt like many conjovring 
Chimnevs,and vomiting intermitted flames, though 
not but by night to be diſcerned, as it Heat and 
Cold had Jctr thieir contentions, and embraccd one 
another. This burning Beacon doth ſhevy ker 
fire by night, and her {moke by day, a vvonder- 
tul vvay oft : ſome adjudging the matter to be 
diminiſhed by fo long an expence, though our late 
timcs can evince the contrary.

Fncel1dus, with lightning ſtruck (tame gocs) 
This mals o'reyvhelmes: vvho under At laid 
Expireth flames by broken vents convey'd, 
As oten as he turns his vycary fidcs

I. to this Fiery Furnace it was that the Philoto- 
pher Erpeds 73,attefting Divine honour, withdrew 
him{clt privatcly trom his Companions, and leavr in 
at the mouth thereof, buty vas revealed by his Bra- 
z©n Shoos vvhich the fire had throvvn up again.

The extraordivary eruption of this Mountain 
) acl; beet acconnted very ominovs. for ſoit did after 
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the death of Ceſar, when not onely the Citics there- 
a>out were-damnified thercb , bur divers in Cala- 
bria. And in the Year of the World 3982. hard 
before the Civil Wars of Sicifia, wherein threeſcore 
and ten thouſand Slaves were ſlain by the Prztors, ic 
raged {o violently.that Africa was thereof an attoniſhe 
witnels. In the Year 1614. itran down like a com- 
buſtible Flood, which falling in a bituminous Soy], 
where Wine and Olives grew, there ſcized, {poilin 
the Lands of two Barons in Rindatza. But the mo 
_—_— was that Earthquake and Eruption in the 

car 166g. which being fo lately, we ſhal! give you 
a full rclation of it, as it was ſent to His Majeſty trom 
Naples, by the right Honourable the Earl ot Win- 
chelſea,his Majcſties late Ambaſſador at Conftantinople, 
who in his return from thence viſited Catania, and 
was an cyc-witneſs of that dreadful ſpectacle.

) my Voyage from Malta to this place, wherein 

©I have uſed all the diligence the Sealon bath 
*given me leave, I rouched at the City of Catanie 
©!n Sicify, and was there moſt kindly invited by the 
*Biſhop to lodge in his Palace, which I accepted, that 
*{o 1 might be the better able to inform your Majc- 
*ſty of that extraordinary fire which comes from 
© Mount Gibet, 15 miles diſtant from that Ciry,which 


- *for its horridnels inthe alpect, for the vaſt quantity 


* thereof, (for it is fifteen miles in length,and leven in 
*breadth) for its monſtrous devaſtation, and quick 
*progrels, may be termed an Inundation of Fire, a 
* Houd of Firc, Cindcrs and burning Stones; burn- 
*ing with that rage as to adyance into the Sea 609 
"Yards; andthat to a mile in breadth, which I ſaw; 
*and that which did augment my admiration was, 
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*ro ſee in the Sea this matter like ragged Rocks,bur- 
© ning in tour tarhom water, rwo tarhom higher than 
©the Sea ir (clt, ſome parts liquid and moving, and 
throwing, off, not withour great violence, the ttones 
© about ir, which like a crult of a valt bigneſs, and 
© red hot, 1-1] into the Sea every moment, in {ome 
© place or cther, cauling a great and horrible noile, 
* {moke ai:'d hitling in the Seaz and thus more and 
* more co:ning after it, making a firm foundation in 
*the Sea it wit. I Raved there from nine a Clock on 
* Saturdav morning, to {even next morning, and 
© this Mountain of fire and ſtones, with Cinders, had 
* advanced into the Sea twenty Yards at leaft, in ſc- 
© veral places; in the middle of this fire, which bur- 
© ned in the Sea, it hath form'd a paſſage like to a Ri- 
* ver, with its Banks on each f1de very ſteep and crag- 
*oy, and in this Chanel moyesthe greateſt quantity 
* of this fire, which is the moſt liquid, with ſtones of 
*the lame compolition, and Cinders all red hot, 
© ſwimming, vpon the fire,of a great magnitude, From 
© this River of te doth proceed under the great ma's 
* of the {iGnes, whic1are generally three tarhom high 
* all over che Country where it burns, and in other 
© places much 1aorc ; there are ſecret Conduits or Ri- 
* volets of this liquid matter, which communicates fre 
*and heat into all parts more or leis, and melts the 
* ftones and cinders by firs, in thoſe places where it 
* roucheth chem,over and over avain ; where it meets 
* with Rocks or Honlrs of the lame matter (as many 
* are) they melt and go away with the fire ; wherc 
' thev find other compotitions,they turn them to lime 
* or aſhes Cas] am informed.) The compoſition of this 
* fre, {tones and cinders, are Sulphur, Nitre, Quick- 
* fIver, Sal- Armomiac, Lead, Iron, Brais, and all o- 
'cacr Metals. Jr movesnot regularly, nor conſtant- 
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fly down-hill; in ſome places it hath made the Val- 
* Jeys Hills, and the Hills that are not high arc now 
Valleys. When ic wasnight, I went upon two Tow- 
Fers in divers places, and could plainly fce at ten 
© Miles diſtance, as we judged,the fire to begin rorun 
© from the Mountain in a direCt linc, the flame to al- 
*cend as high and as big as one of the higheſt and 
Foreatelt Steeples in your Majeſtics Kingdoms,and to 
throw up great ſtones into the Air; I could diſcern 
*the River of fire to deicend the Mountain of a ter- 
*rible fiery or red colour, and ſtones of a palcr red, 
*to ſwim thercon, and to be, ſome as big as an ordi- 
nary Table. We could ſee this fire ro move in ſe- 
*vcral other places,and all the Countrey coycred with 
* fire, aſcending with great flames, in many places, 
* imoaking like to a violent Furnace of Iron melted, 
*making a noiſe with the great pieces that fell, cſpe- 
*cially thole which tell into the Sea. A Cavalier of 
*Ma/ta, who lives there, and attended me, told me, 
*that the River was as liquid where it ifJues our of the 
*Mountain, as water, and came our like a torrent, 
©with great violence, and is five or ſix fathom deep, 
*and as broad, and that no ſtones do {1nk therein. 
*T aſſure your Majcſty, no Pen can expreſs how ter- 
*rible it 1s, nor can all the art and induſtry of the 
*World quench, or diyert that which is burning in 
*the Conntry. In forty days time it hath deſtroyed 
*the Habirations of twenty-ſeven thouſand Perlons, 
*made two hills of one, one thouſand paces high a- 
* piece, and one is four miles in compals, as vour Ma- 
*xeſty will ſee by the draught, that I take the botd- 
*nels to lend herewith; it was the beſt I could ger, 
* hut hath nothine of the progrels into the Sea : the 
*confulion was lo great in = City, which is almolt 
2 *jur- 
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© (urrounded with Mountains of hre,that I could not 
© vetany todraw one, but I have taken care to have 
© one ſent after me for L"_ Majeſty. Of 29999 
* perſons which inhabited Catania, 3999 did onely 
remain ; all their Goods are carried away, the Ca- 
© nons of Braſs are removed out of the Caſtle, ſome 
Foreat Bells raken down, the City Gates walled up 
© ncxt the firc, and preparation made all to abandon 
*the City. 

© That Night which I lay there, it rained aſhes all 
© over the City, and ten miles at Sca it troubled my 
©Eyes. This fire in its progreſs met with a Lake of 
© four miles in compals, and it was not only (atisfied 
*to fill it up, though it was four fathom deep, bur 
© hath made of it a Mountain.

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The Relation that was ſent Encloſed. 


O* Friday the 18th. of March, 1 6 6g. the Sun 
was obſerved before its {crting, to appear of a 
pale and dead colour, which (being contrary to what 
It eycr ap before to us) ſtruck no ſmall terror 
into the Inhabitants, all objefts appearing allo of 
the ſame colour, with a Paleneſs received from that 
of the Sun. The fame Night happened in this City 
as well as the whole Country hereabouts, a terrible 
and unuſual Earthquake, whoſe ſtrange and unequal 
motions, joyn'd with horrible roarings from Monte 
Gibello, exceedingly trighred the Inhabitants, but was 
{o extraordinarily violent in the Country adjacent, 
that the People were forced to abandon their houſes, 
and to flie intothe Fields,to avoid the danger threat- 
ned them from the falling of their houſes. The Vil-* 
lage of Nico&ſ was of all others the moſt dreadfully 
handled by this furious Earthquake, the Houſes and 
other Buildings being ſhaken all in pieces, and buried 
in their own ruines; the poor People (who had pre- 
ſerved their lives by a timely flight, with ſuch little 
of their Goods, as thei haſty fears would irthem 
to carry out with them.) continued a Night or wo 
in the Fields, bcholding with grief and aſtoniſhment 
the ruine of their Habitations : but obſerving that 
by theſe violent concuffions, the Earth began to open 
in ſcycral places, and to threaten them with inevita- 
ble ruine, they fled, though with much trouble and 
amazement, to this City. Theſe ſhakings of the Earth 
being ſo frequent and violent, that the People went 
reeling and ſtaggering,with much difficulty, lupport- 
ing one another from falling, inſomuch as what 
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withth cir want of fleep, the pains they were forced 
to take 1n travelling, and the great terrour 1mprint- 
ed on them by what they had ſeen and {utfered, rhey 
appeare at their arrival in this City as ſo many 
;” op people, wholly inſenſible of wbat they 
vI00P 

I hisdread{ul convulfion of the Earth was immediate 
ly followed on Monday, March. 11 about 19 at night 
by three terrible Lruptions, much about the {ame 
tame, and ata little diltancc one from rhe other. 

Thele {aid Eruprions were oblerved to be on the 
tide of Monte Gbello, about two miles beyond the 
Mountain called Mont Pien, troin whence, with a 
rerrible noile, it threw up its Aames with {uch tury and 
violence about a hunarcd yaids in height, its yoite 
not roaring onely inwards from the beity of the 
inountain as before, but violeily cracking like 
Peals of Ordnance or Thunder trom the fide ot it, 
throwing out vaſt Stones, ſome of them of 399 
pound weight, which being ( as it were ) ſhot tho- 
rough the Air, fell ſeveral miles diſtant trom the 

lacc, whillt the whole Air was filled witli {noak, 
urning cinders, aiid aſhes which fell like a hery 
rain upon the Country. 

In the mean time ifſued from the fide of this pro- 
digiaus raountain a valt torrent of melted and burn- 
ing matter, which like au inundation drowned as in 
a flood of fire, the Country on this fide of it. ; 

This burning River ran down upon the mountain 
Mmpelert, which oppgling its divers courle, it di- 
vided it {clf into two ſtreames, which encompalled 
the faid mountain ; one of them raking its way by 
Lz Guardia, the-Convent of Saint Am and Malpaſſo; 
the.other by the Towns of Onpleri and Falicchi, 


which in few hours were wholly dcſtroved and loſt, 
not 
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not {o much as anv ſign of them remaining, with 
ſeveral lefler Villages and Farms, and with them 
the famous Image of the blefled Lady of the An- 
mintiate, which; though highly reverenced tho- 
roughout the whole Iilard,citcemed the wonder ot 
Sictly and the whole world, and to which the Pcople 
with much devotion reſorted in pitgrimage trom 
the remotelt Parts, was allo twallowed up and con- 
{ſumed by this dreadful torrent. 

This hicry and burning deluge immediately (pread 
it ſelf tro abour (ix miles in breadth , ſeeming to be 
ſomewhat of the colour of melred and burning Glals, 
bur as it cools becomes hard and rocky, aud cvery 
where in 1s paſlage leaves Hills and Pyramides of 
that matter behind it. 

Arthe fame time Monte Gibe/h from its rop raged 
with dreadful flames, which with its noilc, and con- 
cuthons of the carth ſtill continuing, added not a lit- 
tle ro the terrour of the People, who ran with cries 
and lamentations about the City and Country, ex- 
petting norhing bur to be ſwallowed up or conſu- 
med by fire, having no other apprehenſions bur of 
death, and a gencral Conflagration. 

The two torrents of fire torward, deſtroying all 
things in their way, and by Wedneſday, March 
12. had on the Welt {ide branched it ſelfintoſeveral 
ſtreams and over-ran Campo Rotwmdo, St. Pietro and 
Moforbianco, with La Pitielli, and St. Antonino; and 
on the Eaſt part ruin'd the lower part of Maſca- 
lucza and Le Placchi, taking irs way towards this 
Citv. 

On Tueſday the 14th. the Wind came FEaſtward 
on which day tell abundance of Rain, which abar 
not the progreſs 'of the fire ;, which on the Ealt fide 
had from Mafcalucia m_ ity way to St. Giovanni di 
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Galermo, the lower part whereof it deſtroyed ; and 
Palling on, ſeemed to threaten this Ciry on one ſide, 
as did that on the Welt fide the other. 

As the fire approached, the Religious every where 
appeared with much devation,carrying in Procetlion 
their Reliques, eſpecially thoſe of St Agatha, the ta- 
mous Martyr of Catania, in which they repolcd no 
ſmall! confidence, followed by great multitudes of 
Peopie, ſome of them mortitying themlielves with 
W hips, and other {igns of Penance, with grear com- 
plainrs and cryes, exprethng their dreadtul expetta- 
tion ot the events of thoic prodigious fiery inundati- 
ONS. 

Whilſt the P cople were thus buttcd in their Devo- 
tions,and aſtoniſhed by their Fears,news was brought 
ro the Magiſtrates of the City, that a conſiderable 
number of I hieves and Robbcrs had taken the op- 
portunity ot this general diſtraftion, ro make a prey 
ot the alceady diſtreſſed People, and that they had 
murthered {everal of chem for rheir Goods; and that 
it was to be feared that the City of Catania it felt 
might run ſfomedanger,from the great numbers of 
them which were about the Country, and from 
thence take theur opportunity to ger inrothe Town. 
Whercupon, conſulration being had tor prevention 
of further miſchict from them, the Commander of 
the Caſtle was ordered with a conſiderable number 
of Horlie, and a party of Spaniards, to fecure the 
Country and City againſt theſe Robbers: who im- 
mediately ſent out {cyecral parties with his Provoſt- 
Marſhal, with order to {ſeize upon all ſuſpefted 
Perſons, and ſuch as were not able to. give a 
account otthemfelves; and for .\luch as were raken 
in the fat robbing, to execuce chem by Marial 
Law, without any. further tryal: and acceciogey 
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cauſed three pair of Gallows to be fer up 'for their 
ſpeedy Execution ; one before the Gare Di Act, a ſe- 
cond in the Market-place, and a third before the 
Gate Della Decima, (crtting ſtrong Guards upon the 
Gates of the City, and cauſing all ſulpefted houſes 
to be ſearched, an account to be given in of all 
Lodgers, and tuch Perſons to be ſecured, as could 
any ways fall under a ſuſpicion. 

he poor People out of the Country being by 
this prodigiouscalamiry ſtript out of all their Eſtates, 
and reduced to great extremity, fled molt of them 
for refuge to this City, with great lamentartions, 
moving the Charity ot the Magiſtrates, who were 
readily inclined to give them the beſt afhſ}ance they 
were able ; and the Cinzens, moved by their com- 
—_ and ſufferings, freely opened their doors, fil- 
ing their Houſcs with as many of thoſe diſtrefled 
People as they could pothbly receive ; the Biſhop 
and all Perſons of Quality and Eſtate contributing 
largely for their {i till better order could be 
taken tor the por of them. | 

The City of Meſſina alſo, and ſeveral other Cities 
\ informed of this extraordinary calamity ) ſent 
hither large ſupplics of Proviſions, offcring their beſt 
athſtance to this place, in caſe of extremity. 

All the Elements ſcemed at this time ro make War 
uponus, and ro conſpire rogether for the puniſh- 
ment of the Inhabicants : the Air was conumually 
darkened with Clouds and Smoak, agitated -by 
great and violent Winds, and oftentimes ſhowred 
down great Rains, inſomuch as the Sun from the 
beginning ofthelſe Irruptions, very (cldom appeared 
tous, and when it did (with cxrraordinary palene(s) 
for a little crime only, and ( as it were abhorring fo 
dreactul a ſpeQacle,) ſoon hid its face agatn under 
a thick cloud Thc 
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The Sca ran much higher than it was wont to 
do, and by his extraordinary roaring, and in ſome 
places overflowing its banks, added nota little to our 
conſternation; the Land cvery where infeſted with 
Thieves, inſomuch, thar till by the extraordinary 
care taken by the Magiſtrates and Officers, ſevere 
Execution was done upon fuch' as were apprehend- 
edin the tact, no Perion was able ro ftirr abroad 
without danger of his lite ; whilſt rhe fire by this 
prodigious overflowing of the Mountain, threatened 
to take pollctlion ot all. 

On Friday, the tiftcenth, the ſtream of fiery 
marter which deſtroved the lower part of St. Giovan- 
ni di Galermo, divided it lelt into two parts, one of 
its. branches raking its way towards Mofterbianco, 
the other threarmng the Ciry of Catania, but 
thus laſt was obſerved ro move with the more flow. 
linels than before,” having in twenty tour hours 
time {carcely oained one mile. 

On the cighteenth, being Monday, the Torrents 
being ſtill ſeen ro drawnearer to thisCity,the Senat?, 
with Monſegnier Camuchi the Biſhop ot this place, 
tollowed by all the Claroy, lecular and regular, 
and an infinite number of People, went in ſolemn 
Procetlion out ofthis City to Monte de St. Sofia, cat- 
rving out with greateſt Devonon their choicelt Re- 
liques, and upon an Altar.eretted'/in view of the 
Mountain,cxpolcd them,where they cclebratedMaf,, 
and wed the Exorcilmy accultomed upon {uch cx- 
rraordinary Occafions,all which time the Mountain 
ceaicd not as bctorc with exccllive roaring to throw 
up its Smoak and. FJames with: extraordinary v10- 
lence,and abundanceof great ſtones, which were cattt- 
eqthrough the Air, lome of them falling within their 
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the aſhes which proceeded from thence were ſcattered 


in great abundance, as well on this City as on the 
Countrey adjacent, every where in the Fields, with 
Cinders, and the heat ot the ſaid aſhes, deſtroying 
the grals, which obliged the People ro dens 
away their Cattcl to a farther diſtance, which 
otherwiſe would have periſhed for want of tood. 
Theſe ſtreams of ruine daily crept nearer and 
nearer to this City, but by uneven and irregular 
motions, according as it was more or leſs ſupply'd 
from its Fouhrain ; but on Wednelday, the rwen- 
ticth, we perceived that that Branch of it which 
ſcemed molt to threaten this City from St. Giovan- 
ni di Galermo, was wholly cxtinguiſht, andthe other 
which bent its courſe towards Mojterbianco, ran 
but lowly, and gave us ſome hopes that 1ts fu- 
ry alſo was near ſpent ; but the other Torrent 
which had before overflown Mojerbianco, continued 
Its motion with as much violence as ever, being in 
breadth above a Muſquer ſhot over, but in probabi- 
lity, could not caſily overflow to the Weſtwards, 
which was detended by its Rocky ſituation; another 
Branch which ran by Santo Pietro was oblerved to 
be much larger then the reſt, and its ſtream more 
quick and ative; but meeting with ſome oppolition 
in the way, it made ſome ſtop, only ſending outa 
Rivolet toward the Eaſt, about three or four yards 
wide, of its moſt ſubtile and aftive mater, which 
direfted its courſe rowards a {mall Village about a 
Furlong diſtance from its main ſtream . another 
Branch threatned Campo Rotundo, but bent its courſe 
Weſtward, roward the Farm of Valcorrente, where 
its fiery Body was ſcattered into ſeveral deep and 
Rocky places, without any conſiderable damage. 
About this time we had hopes that the _— 
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of this Eruption had been over, the Mountain not 
throwing our its flames with that violence as be- 
fore, and its noilc and roaring ina great meaſure 
ceaſed. 

Thoſe who at neareſt diſtance took a view of the 
Mountain informed, that the rop of it was fallen in, 
and the Mountain fuppoled to want near a mile 
of its former height ; that the largeſt of the Mouths 
from whence theſe fiery ſtreams were vented, was 
about half a mile in compaſs, hut the yiew 
of this dreadful inundation carried ſuch tcr- 
rour in it, as they were not able ro exprebs; 
from all theſe Mouths were vomited Rivers of a 
thick and fiery {ubſtance of Stone and Metals melt- 
ed, whoſe depth was various, according to the ſeve- 
ral places it filed in its paſſage, in ſome places tour, 
in others eight, twelve or fifteen yards and upwards; 
its breadth in ſome places fix miſe in others much 
more ; its flame like that of Brimltone, and its mo- 
tion like that of Quickfilver, advancing ordinarily 
very ſlowly, unleis where it was provoked by the 
addition of another Torrent, or ſome conſiderable 
deſcent. Whereſoever it patled, it left large heaps 
of its congealed maner, with which it covered and 
burntthe Earth, melting the Walls of Caſtles and 
Houſes, throwing down and conſuming all before 
it, nothing being found able to reſiſt its force, nor 
anything able to quench its burning, Warer being 
hr, rather to add rn its fory ; whereloever it 
has paſſed, it h'+ !-'* it; dreadtul marks behind 
it, levelling ſonic Hills and raifing others, ſomuch 
chanting the ſciruarion, that not rhe leaſt rrace of 
any Place or Town rcmair.s, nothi:.& being to be 
ſeen but confuſed heaps of ragged ſtone, which yickd- 
inganoiſom fame, Rrikes terrour and aſtoniſkment 
:0 a!l chat behold :! On 
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On Friday the 22th, the Mountain again 
roared with much loudneſs, and threw up from its 
Mourh a valt quantity of matter, which formed wo 
large Hills higher and larger than that of Monpolori, 
with a large Bank of the ſame matter to the Eaſt, 
ſending down a violent itream of its liquid marter 
towards Ma/paſſo, much inlarging the tormer Cur- 
rent, and pathing thence toCampo Rotundoand Santo 
Pietro,compleated the Ruinsof thoſe T owns, driving 
furiouſly rowards Moſer Bianco, which it wholly 
ruined, from thence paſling on to 4A/banelk, in four 
days ſpace deſtroycd all the Gardens and Vineyards, 

th 63000 Vines. 

From this time till the, twenty fifth the Moun- 
tain continued filent, but then it burſt out again 
with more force than ever before, its noiſe much 
louder, like Peales of Ordnance, and fo forcible 
and laſting, as for twenty four hours it cauſed 2 
ſhaking and trembling in our buildings, the Air fo 
on with Smoak and Aſhes, as darkencd the face 

tne . 

The Birds and Fowls about this time, either 
thorough want of Food, or the ilIneſs of the Air, 
which was corrupted with the novſome (mells ayt- 
ſing from theſe butnings, were oblerycd to lic dead 
in all places. 

On the twenty eighth,the grand Current was ad- 
vanced ncar the Cuty as far as the old Capucius, 
which ſtruck {o great a terrourinto the People, that 
moſt of them left the City, only ſome Officers re- 
maining with ſuch Perſons as were under their com- 
mand, who ſecured and ſent away the Magazine 
and all the Artillery from the Caſtle. 

On ham, >. April the fixteenth, with an-impc- 
twous fiery Torrcat it came towards Sardane/(o,

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where all the remainder of the Inhabitants of this 
City were Spetators of it, which reſembled a River 
of mclred and butning Bra, abour ten Ells wide, 
running with (witneſs to the Arch of Marcus Marcel- 
{rs, a tamous piece ot Antiquity, and pathng under 
ir, ruin'd about {1x Ells of it, which was the breadth 
ct the Current m that place: from thence it ran to 
Madonno di Monſerratto, which it wholly deſtroyed : 
then talling down to Madonna delle Gratie, it entred 
in atone Catc, and paſled thorough another, with- 
outany conſiderable hurt, and running through the 
Gare Della Decima, filled all the Plain Di Schiara 
Vina, where it was above {1x Ells deep. Then ta- 
king us way towards the Bulwark on the Sea fide, 
under the Caſtle of this City, it' ran by two Ells 
deep into the Sea; in which it bas made its pro- 
ores a milein length, and asmuch in breadth, and 
is drawing, towards the Gate of the Channel, which 
gives us great apprehenfions leſt it may that way 
invaderhe City it {clf: nor isthcre leſs danger on the 
fide PelTindaro, where there runs a great Torrent 
of the lame aCtive matter, which draws near, and 
icems to threaten the Walls, and '1s in "that place 
about a milc 1 breadth, having overflowed and 
deſtroyed all the Gardens fromthe Gate Dell De- 
cima, as far as Madonna dell: Amellatt. 

In this fiery Inundation eleven Towns were whol- 
ly overflowed,conſumed and loſt, with all the Lands 
belonging rothem, no footſteps of them remaining, 
many Towrs ruin'd in part, beſides {eyeral Caltles, 
Farms, Gardens, Vineyards, and other places ; the 
Town Nicolz: wholly ruin'd by the Earthquake, 
and other Towns ruined in part. | 

The realon ot theſe fires isthe abundance of Sul 
phur and Brimlione contained in the buſom of this 
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Hill, which is blown by the Wind, driving in 
ar the Chops cf the Earth as by a pairof Bellows, 
thorongh which Chinks alſo there is continually 
more Fuel added to the Fire, the yery Water ad- 
miniſtring an opcrative Vertuero the combuſtible 
marter ; as wee {ce that Water caſt on Coals in the 
Smiths Forge, doth make them burn more violently ; 
thus deicribed by Lacretzus, tranflated by Mr. Sandjs, 


Hollow the Mountain 1s throughout, alone 
Supported well nigh with huge Caves of Stone. 
No Cave but is with Wind and Air replect; 
For agitated Air doth Wind beger, 
Which hears the 1mprifoning Rocks when hot it grows, 
The Earth chaft by his Fury ;, and from thoſe 
Strikes forth Fire and ſwift Flame, it ſelf on high 
It mounts, and out at upright Jaws doth tlie : 
And Fire ſheds afar off, far off dead Coals 
Tranſports, and Fumes in myſtery Darknef roles ; 
Ejefting Stones withal of wondrous ſize, 
All which from ſtrengrh of ſtrugling Winds ariſe. 
Beſides, againſt the Mountains roots the Main, 
Breaks her ſwoln Waves, and ſwallows them again ; 
From whence unto the tummir of the Aſcent 
The undermining Caves have their Extent ; ' 
Through which the Billows breathe, and Flames out thruſt, 
With forced Srones, and darkening Showers of Duſt. 
To which we may add that of the Pocr Ovid, 
It. bituming. rapiunt incendiamires, 
Luteaque ex1guts, KC. 
A rozen Mould theſe fiery Flames begin, 
And clayie Brimſtone aids the Fire within: 
Yet when the flimv Soyl conſumed, ſhall 
Yield no more Food to feed the Fire withal, 
And Nature ſhall reſtrain her Nouriſhment, 
The Flames ſhall ceaſe, hating all Famiſhment. 


Weſt of this Fra licth the Zolian lands, one 
of which, called Strombolv, burneth almoſt continu- 
ally at the top like a Beacon, and exceeding clearly, 
o that by Night it is to be ditcerned a wondertul 

way 
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way. Theſe gums (and ſuch like) are commonly 


affirmed by the Roman Catholicks to be the Jaws of 
Hell, and that within, the damned Souls arc tor- 
mented. Mr. $4ndys in his Itincnary relates, That 
ic was told him at Naples, by a Country-man of 
ours, and an old Pentioner of the Pope's, who was 
a Youth in thedays of King Henry, that it was then 
generally bruited throughout Eng/and, that Maſter 
Greſham, a Merchant, ſetting Sail trom Palermo, 
( where then dwelt one Antonio, called the Rich, 
who at one time had two Kingdoms mortgaged un- 
to him by the King of Spain) being crolled b Con- 
trary Winds, was conſtrained to anchor undcr the 
Lee of this INland. Now about mid-day, when tor 
certain hours it accuſtomably forbcareth to flame, he 
aſcended the Mountain with cight of the Sailcrs; 
and approaching as near the Vent as they durit, a- 
m—_ other Noics they heard a Voice cry aloud, 
Diſparch,Diſpatch,the rich Antomo is a coming. Ter- 
rifhed herewith, they deſcended,andanon the Moun- 
tain again evaporated Fire. Bur trom lo diſmal a place 
they made all the haſte that they could, when the 
Winds ſtill thwarting their Courſe, and defiring 
much to know more of this matter, they returned to 
Palermo. And forthwith enquiring of Antonio, it was 
told them, that he was dead ; and computing the 
rime, did find it ro agree with the very Inſtant hat 
the Voice was heard by them. Greſham reported this 
at his Retnrn tothe King. In G__ himſelf, asthis 
Gentleman ſaid, rt wrought fo an Imprethon, 
that he gave over all Trafhck,diſtriburing his Goods, 
a part to his Kinsfolk, and the reſt to good Ules,re- 
taining only a Competency tor himlclf ; and 
ſpent the reſt of his Lite in a {alitary Deyotion.
